FOR 

SOMERSET & DORSET. 



I. Reliquary found in Kewstoke Church. — ^Through 
the courtesy of the Committee of the Somerseishirf Archaoloj^ical and 
Natural History Society we are able to present our readers with 
two illustrations of the Kewstoke Reliquary. The Rev. F. Warre, 
writing on Woodspring or Worspring Priory (^S*. A, S. Proc. IV. ii. 
114) says, "I cannot, however, leave the subject without men- 
tioning the discovery of a very curious reliquary in Kewstoke 
Church, as it is probably connected with the dedication of Wood- 
spring Priory to St. Thomas of Canterbury. 

The weight of the clerestory having forced out the north wall, 
which was of fourteenth century work, it was recently pulled 
down, and a mutilated piece of carved work, built into it, on being 
removed, was discovered to be a reliquary. In the front is carved 
a figure in an arched niche, having shafts of E.E. character. This 
figure, the face of which seems to have been purposely mutilated, 
holds something, probably a heart, in its hands, but it is so de- 
faced that it is now quite impossible to decide what it is. At the 
back was discovered an arched recess, having within a small 
wooden cup, containing what is supposed to be the residuum of 
human blood. 

This reliquary is manifestly of earlier date than the wall into 
which it was built, and appears from the capitals of its shafts 
nearly to correspond in style with that in use about the time of 
the dedication of Woodspring. The opinion of the Archaeological 
Institute of Great Britain and Ireland, to which it was submitted, 
was, that it probably contained the most valuable relique possessed 
by the Priory — some of the blood of Thomas \ Becket, and that 
the monks, foreseeing the desecration of their conventual Church, 
had deposited it in the parish church of Kewstoke, hoping by

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that means to preserve from profanation a relique, in their eyes, 
of the greatest sanctity, being no less than the blood of their 
murdered patron, St. Thomas of Canterbury." 

The reliquary is now in the Taunton Museum. 

It was discovered prior to September 17, 185 1, on which day 
it was referred to by Mr. Warre (see S, A. S, Proc, II. i. 17).

2. Ancient Shooting Butts at Evershot. (Chancery 
Proceedings of James I. E. 7 — 33) — These proceedings, com- 
menced on 27th November, 16 10, illustrate a prominent feature 
of old English village life, namely practice in shooting with the 
long bow. They show that the men of Evershot had, in the 1 6th 
and previous centuries (*' in all ages " is the ample term employed 
in one part of the bill), been accustomed to carry out this practice 
in a close called Barrow, estimated to contain four acres. The 
inhabitants of the township represented by Robert Card row, John 
Edwards, James Lennard, Thomas Reade. George Hallet, John 
Pound, John Strowd, and John Fisher, all tenants of the manor, 
complain that they had been subjected to actions for trespass for 
entering the close in question, where ** tyme out of mind " the 
people of Evershot had been accustomed to " erect and maintain 
butts to shoote at (as by the lawes of this realme they ought to 
doe) and to exercise themselves in the lawfull game and exercise 
of shooting and of diverse other lawfull and laudable exercises 
and recreations." At a court leet of the manor held the pre- 
ceding Easter, the steward of the court had ordered the tenants 
to repair the butts which were then in decay and ruinous. This 
order was obeyed, and the plaintiffs say that since then the in- 
habitants had exercised themselves in shooting. The close 
called Barrow was copyhold of the manor of Evershot and held 
by Walter Hallet who had demised it to John Wilkins, and these 
two together with John Hallet (father of Walter) and Edmund 
Hardy, Esq., the lord of the manor, defended the suit. 

The defendants admit the antiquity of the butts and of the 
practice of shooting there, but state that there had been no such 
practice for the past twenty years until the previous Midsummer, 
when some boys ten or twelve years old had used the butts. It 
is maintained that the real object of the plaintiffs was to make a 
" bowling place " in the close and that they had actually played 
bowls there on the ** Sabbath day," as well as on other days of 
the week. 

From this it would appear that the training of archers was 
continued in Dorset villages till as late as 1590. Is any field at 
Evershot still known by the name of * Barrow * ?

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3. William Hilijard op Sea, Esquire. — Lord Hylton 
has been so good as to forward, for insertion in our pages, the 
inventory of the goods and chatties of William Hilliard of Sea, 
Ilminster, Somerset, which will be of interest as giving the 
belongings of a Somerset Squire of the period. Wm. Hilliard 
was probably the father of a Col. Wm. Hilliard, also of Sea, who 
married about 1696 Mary, younger daughter and coheiress of 
Gabriel Goodman, Lord of the Manor of Kilmersdon, and widow 
of William Blome, one of the Six Clerks in Chancery. Col. 
Hilliard is described by his brother in law (James Twyford, who 
married Sarah Goodman) as a ** mad sparke." His widow left 
;^ioo for a monument to be erected to his memory in Gaunt*s 
Church, Bristol. There is a M.Lto Mrs. Hilliard in Kilmersdon 
Church. She died in 1745. Somerset Editor.

5. Father Gasquet and Athelney Abbey. — In his 
work on Henry VIII. and the English Monasteries, p. 346, Father 
Gasquet says, "On Nov. 2, 1538, the parson of Holford writes an 
account of his visit to the Abbot (of Athelney) at the instigation 
of Cromwell and Chancellor Audley." At this date the parson 
of Holford was John Dycensen (see Weaver's Somerset Incumbents) 
and he certainly says in his account, which appears also in 
Archbold's Religious Houses of Somerset, that he came from Lord 
Audley. The original letter is, we believe, preserved amongst 
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the Cottonian MSS. Parson Dycensen wrote tn/er alia, " My 
Lord master, i.e. Lord Audley, will come and dwell here, i.e. at 
Athelney, and I think he will be a petitioner to the King's High- 
ness, to have some part of the order here as it is at S. Mary's 
Altar. This I said somewhat to satisfy the Abbot's mind." The 
Abbot then put this natural question ** Why what then should 
I have ? " and Dycensen answered ** My Lord, if you will be ad- 
vised by my Lord, he will get you loo marcs, and he will get you 
a prebend of the Bishop of Sarum whereby ye shall wear a grey 
almuce, and all your brothers shall be provided, and shall have 
services and promotion as shall be meet for them." Judging 
from the sequel in the letter both Abbot and monks were willing 
to surrender on these terms, (8 Feb., 1539.) i.e. about 3 months 
after the visit of John Dycensen. It would be interesting to 
know whether the Abbot, Robert Hamlyn, ever did get the Pre- 
bend at Sarum, and what became of the Monks. 

But it is certainly a more interesting point to know whether 
the parson of Holford came as an emissary from Sir Thomas 
Audley, Lord Audley of Walden in Essex, the chancellor and 
keeper of King Henry VHI's conscience, created Baron 29 Nov., 
1538, and dying Ap. 30, 1544, — or from Sir John Tuchett or 
Touchet, of the old line of Audleys, restored to the title of Lord 
Audley, 4 Henry VHL (15 13) and in 5 Henry VHL attending 
on the King at the taking of Therouenne. Also, in 22 Henry 
VHL, being one of the lords then sitting in Parliament, John 
Touchet subscribed (Herbert's Hisi, henry VIIL, p. 300) that 
memorable letter to Pope Clement VII., and in 25 Henry VIII. 
(1534) had restitution of his father's lands in Somersetshire and 
elsewhere (Pat. 25 Hen. VIII.) which had been forfeited by his 
father in consequence of his part in leading the Cornish rebels 
from Wells to London. If we consult the dates, it seems more 
probable that the Lord Audley alluded to in John Dycensen's 
letter, dated 2 Nov., 1538, was Sir John Touchet, Lord Audley, 
restored to his title in 15 13, rather than Sir Thomas Audley, 
only created Baron 29 Nov., 1538, that same month and year. 
{Biographical Diciionar\\ 1761, Vol. i, p. 490). Indeed is it 
reasonable to think that Parson Dycensen could have spoken of 
the Chancellor as Lord Audley before the date of the creation ? 

We turn to another proof and we find that in the History of 
Athelney Abbey six years after its surrender " The site, sept., 
circuit, boundary and precinct of the late Monastery of Athelney, 
with all its rights and appurtenances whatsoever, then or lately, 
nnper in tenura sive occupatione," i.e., in the tenure or occu- 
pation *• cujusdam Johannis Tutchett militis dom. Audley," i.e. 
of Sir John Tuchett, Lord Audley, and all and singular the houses, 
buildings, gardens, orchards, stables, dovecots, vineries, waters 
belonging thereunto were handed over to John Clayton or Clutton 
for the sum of ;f 182 15s. od. During the six years which elapsed 
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between the surrender in 1539 and the sale in 1544, it would be 
interesting to know whether Lord Audleyever went to live at the 
Abbey, as he said he would according to John Dycensen*s mess- 
age, and whether during this interval the monastic round was 
partially kept up. John Touchet, Lord Audley, (1548) figures as 
lord of the manor of Woolavington, {Somerset Chantn'es, S,A.S., 
Vol. 2.) which, together with Nether Stowey, Puriton, Downhend, 
Honibere, etc., formed part of the old Barony dating back to the 
days of the de Candos and Columbers families, CoUinson (Vol. 
ui.> p- 550) says that the mansion and property at Nether Stowey 
were leased for 60 years to Francis Throckmorton, entirely cover- 
ing K. Henry VIII/s reign. Nether Stowey seems to have been 
a favourite residence with Lord Audley who led the Cornish 
rebels. His son, John Touchet, might have wished for a resi- 
dence in the old neighbourhood, and so have suggested to the 
Abbot of Athelney that he would " dwell there," and help to 
mitigate their downfall by keeping the monastery going partly as 
it was. 

It is clear that this suggestion coming from Sir John Touchet, 
Lord Audley, has a somewhat different meaning from a similar 
one coming from the Chancellor, Lord Audley, whose methods, 
judging from the way he obtained possession of the Priory of 
Christ Church, near Aldgate, were those of spoliation, pure and 
simple. Hubert Burke, in Historical Portraits of the Tudor 
Dynasty, observes that Sir Thomas Audley, (not Touchet) was 
not of the old family of Audleys, but of very obscure origin, and 
bom in Kssex. He was the first and last Lord Audley ofWalden 
in Essex, his daughter marrying Thomas, Duke of Norfolk. Some 
have said that he was an illegitimate son of a member of the House 
of Audley, and was really Thomas Whitchurch. 

To conclude, — In John Dycensen's account of his interview 
with the Abbot of Athelney, it was a curious question for the 
Abbot to ask — " What is my Lord Audley ? Is he of the new set 
or after the old sort?" supposing the Lord Chancellor was meant. 
As Dr. Lingard points out (Vol. vi., p. 349) there were two 
opposite factions ** men of the old and new learning," represented 
on the one hand by Gardiner, Bishop of Winchester and his fol- 
lowing, and on the other by Cranmer, Archbishop of Canterbury 
and his following. The Abbot of Athelney must have known to 
what party such a prominent man as Lord Audley, the Chancellor 
and keeper of the King*s conscience, would incline. But he 
might have been excused, if he knew less about the opinions of 
John Touchet, Lord Audley, necessarily an absentee from the 
neighbourhood.

Because we are given to understand that certain pirates and 
sea robberb, both Mahometans, deiesters of the Christian name 
and others, being collected together, robbing and spoiling the 
ships and goods not only of our own subjects but of the subjects 
of our allies upon the sea, which has been formerly accustomed 
to be guarded by the English Nation, are in the habit of carrying 
them and delivering the men on board to the most miserable 
ilawv. -- ii ii -, to afford better protection to ships de- 
parting from and coming to our kingdom, order that by the first 
day of April next* you provide a man of war of 400 tons, with 
experienced officers and men at least 1 60 in number, with guns 
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large and small, gnnpowder, spears, and other necessary weapons, 
and with double tackling, also with victuals for 2b weeks, and 
that the same be brought to the port of Portsmouth by the said first 
day of April, ready to go with our ships, and the ships of other of our 
faithful subjects, for the safeguard of the sea and the defence of 
you and yoars. Also within 30 days after the receipt of this 
writ we have assigned six or eight men, of whom you the said 
sheriff shall be one, to make an assessment to cover the costs of 
of the aforesaid, and if this is not made by them then we require 
you, the said sheriff, alone to make it. Should any persons be 
found rebellious, they shall be committed to prison until further 
order is made for their delivery. Furthermore we command that 
more shall not be levied of the said men than is required for the 
necessary expenses of the premisses. 

Tested by myself at Westminster in the 15th year of my 
reign. 

7. The Fifth Quartering in the Newton Shield, 
East Harptrse. — This quartering, which Collinson has so terri- 
bly jumbled up with the impaling. III. 589, is given by him as 
'Sable a lion rampant billety or/ being a wrong reading, as the lion 
is not *billety' but the field ; so it should read 'Sable billety a lion 
rampant or.' That the lion and billets are ' or ' has the authority 
of the Heralds* College according to the note in Gloucestershire 
Visitation, p. 1 13 ; Mr. Rogers in the Somerset Proceedings, XLIV. 
62, gives the East Harptree Shield, and says No. 5 belongs to 
the family of Norris. This coat also appears in Collinson at 
Court de Wick impaled with Newton, III. 618 — in Berry's plates 
on the shield of Sir John Palmer Acland, Bart., and in Herald and 
GtnecUogist, IV. 439, where it is called * Harvie.' Now this 
Emma, whom Sir Richard Newton married, is stated in the Glos. 
and Somerset Visitations to be the daughter of Sir Thomas Per- 
rott ; so she was the relict of Harvie, and therefore this is a 
Perrott coat, but possibly her mother's or ancestor's. Dr. Drake 
in his Hasted's Kent, additional notes, XXII, tries to make out 
that it is * Nemuyt,' bqt that is different though somewhat similar, 
and that heiress marriage is in the Harvie pedigree ; therefore 
this coat came in with the Perrotts, as its marshalling after No. 4 
•Perot* helps to prove. In the Acland Shield it is marshalled 
after a coat which occurs twice there, both before and after • de 
Plessetis' or * Placey,' viz., * Argent on afesssable eleven gouttes 
d'eau/ 4, 3, 4, (not given in Mr. Chadwyck Healey's Acland 
Shield), a coat which 1 have not yet been able to identify. This 
apparently comes in with Wrothe or de Wrotham. Perhaps some 
correspondent would kindly help to identify it, as it might by its 
pedigree help to prove this one, though if it turns out to be 
' Marshal * I am afraid it will not prove much.

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8. The Fifteenth Century Restoration of Bridport 
Harbour. — In Hutchins's History of Dorsei dWxxsion is made to 
the exertions of various dignitaries to excite the charitable to 
contribute towards the restoration of this haven. Among the 
records of the borough of Bridport, besides other documents re- 
ferring to the same subject, there are three indulgences. One of 
the Bishop of Bath and Wells, dated July loth, 1446. another of 
the Commissary General of the same Bishop, addressed to all the 
clergy and laity of the Diocese, dated Oct. 20th, 1446, and 
another of the Official of the Archdeaconry of Taunton, addressed 
to the clergy and laity of the Archdeaconry, dated Crewkeme, 
29th Oct., 1446. 

I give a translation of the first, as its contents are likely to 
interest many persons in Somerset and Dorset.

1446 July loth. 

Thomas, by Divine permission Bishop of Bath and Wells, to 
all the Sons of holy mother Church to whom the present letters 
shall come, in Him through Whom is made remission of sins, 
greeting. We believe that we perform a great work of piety and 
and a service pleasing to God as often as we stimulate more 
ardently the minds of the faithful to works of charity and of other 
pious devotion by the alluring grants of indulgences. 

Seeing therefore that the inhabitants of the royal town of 
Bridport in the Diocese of Sarum and the neighbours of the same, 
and also other persons devoted to God, at their heavy cost and 
intolerable outlay, for the relief of all sailing there, have begun 
to construct and form a harbour near the said town of Bridport, 
where through storms of the sea and other misadventures many 
merchant ships and sailors are wont to be in danger of shipwreck, 
a work of utility to the neighbourhood and a benefit to the State, 
but the inhabitants of the said town of Bridport and the neigh- 
bours of the same, as we are credibly informed, without their 
great expenditure are by no means able to complete a work so 
useful and so necessary, or to make anew, repair and maintain 
the said harbour, unless help is mercifully ^(iven them in this 
matter by the pious alms of the faithful in Christ ; 

We, from the boundless mercy of Almighty God and of the 
most glorious Virgin Mary, mother of the same, trusting in the 
merits and prayers of Saints Peter and Paul the Apostles, our 
patrons, and of all the Saints, to the people of our parishes and 
to others whose Diocesans have received and ratified this indul- 
gence of ours, who are truly penitent and contrite and have made 
confession of their sins, and who from the means bestowed on 
them by God have contributed, bequeathed or in any way assigned 
grateful, charitable assistance towards the construction, repair 
and maintenance of the harbour of the said town of Bridport, by 
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these presents grant, as often as they do it, fortj days' indulgence 
reckoned from the date of the same [this grant] to continue for 
four years only. 

In testimony of which thing we have caused our seal to be 
afl^ed. Given at our hostel in London on the loth day of the 
month of July, in the year of our Lord, 1446, and of our conse- 
cration the 3d.

It 
has a fine signature of Henry, 2nd Earl of Pembroke, and amongst 
the witnesses to it is the signature of Arthur Massinger, a re- 
tainer of the earl's, the father of the poet, Philip Massinger. 
The deed is dated in the early part of the year in which the poet 
was born in Salisbury, in the parish church of St. Thomas in 
which city he was baptised, 24th November, 1 583. C.W.Holgate. 

To ALL ZPCN people to whom this p'sente writinge shall

II. Four Wblls Wills of the 14TH Century.— To 
the subjoined transcripts of ** Four Wells Wills of the 14th Cen- 
tury " I append a short biographical notice of the Dean of Wells 
of 1361-1378, Stephen de Penpel, and of a Subdean Nicholas de 
Pontesbury, one of the devisors. James Coleman.

(S.R.S.) a notice of Hunecot follows Culve or Kilve, which 
the editor thinks is misplaced. As far as territorial sequence is 
concerned, Selworthy is a good many miles from Kilve, but may 
not the following Inquisition of William Stenyng throw some 
light upon it, which I will give in full ? Writ. 13 Oct. Inq. 21 
Oct. 7 Henry VII. 

William S/enyng, seised of a furlong of land in Hoi ford, 
worth lo/s, held of John Dodynton by fealty, the rent of 1 lb. of 
cummin yearly for the service, also, Manor of Honycote and a 
messuage, 100 acres of land, zo acres of meadow and 16 acres of 
moor, and a pasture called "How** at Wynsford, worth £10, 
held of Henry Rogers, Esq., as of Ihe Manor of Culve (Kilve) by 
fealty and i2d. rent yearly for all service ; — also, 12 burgages in 
Borough of Stoke Courcy, worth 20/s, held of the Earl of North- 
umberland, as of the Castle of Stoke Courcy ; — also, a messuage, 
2o acres of land and 6 acres of meadow in Dodynton, worth 20/s, 
held of John Dodynton as of the Manor of Dodynton by ^^y of a 
Knight's fee;— also, 60 acres of land in Craucombe, worth 6/8, 
held of the Prioress of Stodely (in Oxfordshire) by fealty and 1 2d. 
rent yearly ; — also 3 messuages, 1 00 acres of land, 1 o acres of 
meadow and 20 acres of pasture in Over Stowey, worth 1 3/4 
held of the Prioress of Bokland — service unknown. 

In the Kilve Register there is a Burial entry, ** Charles 
Sta3mings, 1592." This is evidently the Charles Steynings of 
Honicot 1592 {Brovfn* sSomerselshire Wills, 1st Series, p. 87) whose 
father-in-law is Richard Pollard, his uncle Lewis Pollard, his 3 
brothers, Henry, Hugh and Alexander. The Kilve Register and 
a Kilve tombstone contain many notices of the Pollards. The 
Hugh Pollard above mentioned would seem to be the first master 
of the pack of Staghounds on Exmoor kept in Q. Elizabeth's 
days (see Collyn's J^ed Deer), However this may be, the con- 
nection between the two properties at Kilve and at Holnicote was 
ancient and traditional, and this may explain why old Gerard 
treated them as if coterminous.

13. The Palmer Family. — The Revd. T. Lewis O. 
Davies, who is collecting information that bears upon the history 
of his church — known by the name of Pear-tree or St. Mary Extra, 
Southampton — lately wrote to me respecting one or two points of 
genealogical identification, and I was able to send some items 
that added to his knowledge. Inasmuch as the matter in question 
has some bearing upon Somerset, I am, with Mr. Davies' con- 
currence^ sending some notes from his information, supplemented 
by some of my own. 

In vol. ii of Mr. Brown's Somerset Wills (printed by Mr. 
Crisp) pp. 86, 87, is a ubular pedigree of the Palmer and Wroth

families. It will there be seen that Sir Thomas Palmer of Fair- 
field married Dorothy Malet, who after his death became the 
second wife of Sir Ralph Grey. 

Katherine Palmer, daughter of this Sir Thomas and Dorothy, 
died unmarried. She was a benefactress to the '• Jesus Chappelr 
Peartree (which had been founded by Richard Smith who married 
her aunt, Sarah Palmer) and the Communion plate with hall- 
mark 1665, given by her, bears in a lozenge the arms of Palmer 
of Parham, Sussex and Somerset. Mr. Davies is unable to find 
in his register, which however does not begin until 1681, any 
entry of the burial of this Katherine, but dame Martha Coney 
(who was, as I am about to show, her half-sister) in her will, 
proved in P.C.C., 1691, directs to be buried in Pear-tree chapel 
where her ** Sister Katherine Palmer ** was buried. 

Sir Ralph Grey of Chillingham, Northumberland, when he 
married widow Dorothy Palmer had already a family by his first 
wife Qane Arthington) of whom was a son William, created baron 
Grey of Werke, 1623-4 ; and by Dorothy aforesaid Sir Ralph had 
three children, viz. Robert Grey, prebendary of Durham, Edward 
Grey, and Martha, wife of Sir William Coney, for whom, see Le 
Neve's Knights. J. Challenor Smith. 

14. Gaol and Hospital Money (VII. Iv. 184, Ivi. 207).— 
The following extract, from Sir Matt. Hale, may be read in con- 
junction with the communication of your correspondent at page 
349 of Vol. 7. 

"The Statute of the 39 Eliz. c. 5, hath given great encour- 
agement to such as shall erect hospitals, houses of correction and 
Maisons de Dieu ; and the Statutes of 39 Eliz. c. 6, and 43 Eliz. 
c. 4, have taken care for the due employment of gifts to charitable 
uses." 

•' Touching the relief of the impotent poor, the laws of Eng- 
land have provided a double remedy. — First, by giving great en- 
couragements to voluntary undertakings of good and liberal minds, 

in this kind ; and Secondly, by compulsory means the 

Statute of the 43 Eliz. c. 2, being |the first compulsory law that 
I remember of that kind." 

The Hospital of Dorchester was founded 15 James I. by 
" free and voluntary gifts ** under the Statute of 39 Eliz. c. 5.

15. Cbrnel Bridge. — (VII. I v. 162, Ivi. 196.) Professor 
Earle has kindly written to us on the derivation of the name 
Cemel. Referring to what Aelfric says in the preface to his 
Homilies, that he had been sent by Bishop Aelfheah to a minster 
called Cemel (to sumum mynstre the is Cemel gehaten) Professor 
Earle suggests that the ancient name of the river on which Cerne 
Abbas is situated was Cerne, and that the 1 was adjectival, or a 
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relic of some word in composition with it— thns, Cern-leah, 
analogous to Cemford. 

The river of Cirencester (Corinium) is the Ceme, and on it 
there are two places of the name of Cerney (? = Cern+ea = 
Cem-water) N. Cemey above Cyceter and S. Cerney below the 
Roman Site. It appears to him almost certain that Cern was an 
old British river name. 

He adds, "The local pronunciation Kernel is, I doubt not, 
a genuine survival, and such was the initial sound also of the 
Gloucestershire river, as the Roman form, Corinium testifies, for 
we cannot think that it was pronounced Sorinium. The sibilant 
in Ceme and Cirencester is a modern development, which is hard 
to date, but not older than the 8th century, A.D. Thus, the 
Northern Kirk witnesses how the Anglo-Saxon ciric, circ, was 
pronounced in the 7th and 8th century, when Northumbrian 
English took a settled form. 

The fact that Ceme Abbas is on another stream than Cem- 
ford and Cemel Bridge is rather complicating than disturbing. 
However, I have a vague impression that familiar river-names 
have sometimes exhibited a vagrant tendency."

[The name 'Cemford' appears under the form of 'Querne- 
ford in the bounds of the forest of Blackmore quoted in 
Hutchins* Dorse/, 3rd edit., vol. iii, p. 662, from the flyleaves of 
the Book of Ceme, Does the Qu represent the hard C ? ] 

16. Does this word, Cern, relate to the "chuming of 
water," although the initial consonant is hard ? Cem, as an old 
river name, is found in Dorset, as in Charmouth ; in Somerset, as 
in Ceme (Kemble's CodeXy v. 398) ; and in Gloucestershire, as 
in Cirencester on the Churn. The name also occurs in Shrop- 
shire. Celia Fiennes wrote in 1697 — 'Two miles thence [from 
Shrewsbury] I passed over the River Cem on a Large stone 
bridge; this is deep and joyns the Severn." The word may 
indicate, not a violent movement of the water so much as a 
milkiness of the streams which flow through chalky or argilla- 
ceous districts. 

Moreover the initial consonant was originally hard, as in the 
northem form Kirriy which is applied to muddy water ; and in the 
old Norse Kimay to chum, now softened and spelt tjaema. 

But can this consonant have softened, as in Ceme Abbas, 
and have remained hard as in Cemel Bridge .^ 

It is odd that the O. N. Skaer, outside-edge, rock, cliff, 
rocky-island, should have softened in Norway, where the post- 
steamers sail *' inside the shares,'* and have remained hard in the 
English •* Skerries," though we have softened it in the word 
•'sheer." 

More to the point, however, is the fact that this consonant has 
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" Pinnon (end) " is not in Barnes's Glossary ; I do not re- 
member it in the north of England ; perhaps it lingers in those 
counties where monks had much to do with' building. 

•• Poynett (end)" should be a variant of " point,'* '* poignant," 
&c. ; and it looks like a Norman corruption or confusion.

t8. Robert Scarclyff, Rector of Shere, Surrey, 
141 2. — ^The following note from his will has been kindly sent us 
by Mr. J. Challenor Smith. Scarclyff. who is called in Hutchins* 
Starclis or Starcliff, was instituted to the rectory of Worth, with 
the chapelry of Swanage, Dorset, 20th April, 1378, on the pre- 
sentation of John Arundel, Knt„ and exchanged with Wm.Talbot, 
Rector of Shere, 14 June, 1408. He died 141 2, and his brass is 
in Shere Church. Weaver's Somerset Incumbents gives the name 
of a Rog. de Scardeclif, as Rector of Thome Falcon, xv Kal. 
Jul. 1555 ; patron Richard de Acton, Knt.

The word 'rag,' used in this sense, appears to be unknown.

Malton, rector of St. Magnus, London, 1426, who mentions a 
• portiforium de Ragge de scriptione.' 

19. Loss OF the Poole and Ower Passage Boat. — 
Mr. T. H. Baker has kindly sent the following extract from the 
Salisbury Journal of March 19th, 1759, describing the fatal acci- 
dent which happened to the passengers by this boat from Poole to 
Ower. It may be read in conjunction with the account of the loss 
of the Warcham and Poole Passage Boat already recorded in Vol. 
VII, page 272, 

Dorset Editor. 

•• Cor/e CastUy March 13, 1759. Sir, 

On Thursday last a most shocking and melancholy affair 
happened to 1 3 of my neighbours, most of them my intimate 
acquaintance, who all perish'd as they were coming from Poole 
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market in a passage boat to Ower. The wind blew very hard, 
and about seven o'clock in the evening, the boat struck on the 
mud, where they remained about three hours, the sea beating over 
her the whole time. At last the Boatman got out on the mud, 
and told his passengers they must all follow him to Furze Island 
(which was about 500 yards from the boat) or they would all be 
drown'd. They accordingly got out, in great confusion, to the 
number of 19 persons in the whole ; but the mud being so soft, 
they could not get forward, some went about 200 yards from the 
boat, others could not get ten, some sunk in to their middles, 
others to their shoulders, and so continued till they perished with 
fatigue and cold. It don't appear that any were drown'd the tide 
having left the mud. There was but one out of the whole could 
reach the land, and he a very feeble man, but could swim well, he 
went a different way from the others, by making for Brownsea 
Island, which was not quite so far as the other island ; but he had 
three small lakes to cross over to get to it, for which reason the 
others did not attempt to go that way. He kept himself from 
sinking in the mud by the help of a butter basket he had met with 
sometime after he had left the boat. When he got to land, he 
had about two miles to walk to a little house by Brownsea Castle 
where he spoke with some men belonging to a scout lying there, 
to go to the assistance of his fellow sufferers ; which they did, and 
took up three alive (it was then about four in the morning) and 
carry'd them to Ower, about a mile and half from where they lay, 
then went back to seek for more, but could find only two that 
had life, and these seem'd to be just expiring, whom they carry'd 
in with all the speed possible ; but 'twas with great difficulty they 
were recover'd, for after they were put to bed, they lay near six 
hours without the least sense or motion, but now (through God's 
mercy) they are restor'd. I think it proper to send you the names 
of those that were lost, as some of them were men of large deal- 
ings in Hampshire, Wiltshire and Dorsetshire, viz : Richard 
Hawkins, steward to John Calcraft, Esq.; John Cockram, grazier 
and butcher ; Richard Phippard, Richard Speck, Roger Grant, 
John Garhenge, Amos Roper, farmers; Simon Best, marbler; 
William Fry, mariner ; Thomas Tarry, servant; William White, 
boatman ; Elizabeth Fry and Elizabeth Taylor, by whose death 
an estate of £io a year is fallen to John Banks, of Kingston Hall, 
Esq. The following were saved, Charles Roe, miller, got to land 
himself; taken out of the mud Robert Beere, hosier; George 
Speck and Edward Smith, shoemakers ; Ann Gould and Rebecca 
DowdalL" 

20. Will of Nicholas Bubwith, Bishop of Bath 
AND Wells, — In a paper read in part at the meeting of the 
Somersel Archieological Society at Bristol, on July 31, 1 901, on 
Bp* fiubwith's library over the east cloister of the church of 
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Wells, the bishop's will was read so far as it referred to his 
bequest for the new library. It is now recited in full, copied 
from the Register Chichele, f. 378 b., in the library of the Arch- 
bishop's Palace at Lambeth.

21. Stoke Pero, Somerset. — I visited this quaint little 
Church on the 26th June, 1901, and as the guide books for the 
most part pass the parish over in silence, a few notes thereon 
may be acceptable. In the first place it may be mentioned that 
the Church is difficult of access ; perhaps the best way to it is 
from the well-known farm-house of Cloutsham, from which it is 
distant about a mile and a half. Inside the Church we find a 
small Norman font and a Norman arch into the tower, which is 
at the west end of the church. The tower itself is very wide and 
strong, and the lack of windows strikes one as curious. There is 
a photograph of the Church at the Taunton Museum, taken many 
years ago by Mr. R. Gillo, of Bridgwater ; this is the only one we 
have ever seen. There are oak beams over the windows which 
are in deep recesses, there is also a fine oak doorway into the 
Church, and some old benches. There are no monuments, but a 
brass has recently been placed on the south wall of the Chancel 
to the memory of the Rev. Walter Hook, Rector of Porlock and 
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Stoke Pero. In the Churchyard are tombstones to Crick, Paine, 
Rawle and Sercombe.

22. Lane name in Old Clbevb parish. — At the back of 
Chapel Cleeve there is a steep, rough lane, leading out of the 
road between Old Cleeve and Blue Anchor, (the second lane on 
the right hand side after passing Chapel Cleeve entrance lodge, 
as one goes towards Blue Anchor.) 

This lane has, or used to have, agate across the bottom end, 
and it leads over the hill, into the road between Blue Anchor and 
Watchet, opposite to the gate of the field road leading to the 
Cliffs, where the foundations of the old chapel of St. Mary of the 
Cliff might some fifty years ago be seen, over grown with bushes 
and brambles. This lane was probably the old way to this chapel 
used by the monks, and their guests, whom they entertained at 
their Hospital or Inn at Chapel Cleeve. 

Some time about 1825, there was an old woman named 
Sarah Hill, who used to live in a cottage, on the opposite side of 
the road to the entrance of this lane from the Old Cleeve road, 
and her name for this lane was ** Wingwang Lane." 

What is the meaning of this fiame ? Wang means a field, 
but what about wing ?

The legend is that a woman lost her way in the neighbour- 
hood, but was able to reach home on hearing a bell at Midsomer 
Norton, and out of gratitude gave the land, and expressed a wish 
that the bell should be rung in winter by the Sexton, and that he 
should have as a reward the rents of the fields for his life. 

I shall be glad to know if there is any record of this gift, and 
if there is any similar case in the county.

35. IvYTHORN House, Somerset. — *• Under the Southern 
brow of Ivythom Hill in the road to Somerton," wrote Collinson, 
•• is Ivythom House, a large ancient Mansion, formerly the 
habitation of a family of its name." The extent of the house in 
Collinson's time, when the north wing was still in existence, can 
be seen in Buckler's Indian ink drawings of old Somersetshire 
Buildings, done in 1834, and now in the Taunton Museum. 

Mrs. Stillwell, now living at Compton Dunden, who when a 
girl, over 50 years ago, was a servant to Mr. While, the then tenant 
of Ivythom, recollects the shell of the north west corner of the 
house still standing, and used in part as a coal cellar. Holes had, 
as usual, been knocked in it for the convenience of the farmer, 
and one day, when Mrs. Stillwell was going down to the field 
with her Master's dinner, she heard a great ** scrash " behind 
her, and looking round, the building was gone. The Cottage 
between this building and the still remaining pigeon-house was 
latterly used as a shepherd's house, and was pulled down in 1861. 
Between the cottage and the pigeon-house was a large gateway. 
Other changes are the removal of an archway which formed the 
entrance to the farm yard, and the disappearance of all but one 
of the fish ponds in the 30 acre field to the south east of the 
house. The foundations of the ice house, where the ice off the 
ponds was stored, still remain in the wood above the road. 
Peter de Ivitorna is mentioned in the Register of the Manors 
held of the Abbot of Glastonbury in 1189 ; * and Collinson tells 
us that in 17 Edward III. William de Yvethom held lands at 

* Petrns de Ivitorna fecit homagium et fidelitatein. Idem tenet unam 
hidam in Intoma et apud glastoniam tria hospicia per servitium imius militis, 
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Ivythorn and in Compton Dandon, and 7 Henry VI. Richard 
Ivythorn was found seised of half a knight's fee in Street and 
Ivythorn, which John Yvythom formerly held there. From this 
family the Manor of Ivythorn came to that of Marshall, and 1 1 
Edward IV. John Marshall died seised of the Manor of Ivythorn, 
with lands and tenements in Stone, Walton, Street and other 
neighbouring villages. * 

For more than a century after this the manor was held by 
the Marshalls. To whom did it next pass ? Andrew Whittington, 
baptized 27th Oct., 1589, is described in the Visitation of 1623 
as de Jue-Thorne; and John Whittington (perhaps the eldest 
son of Andrew) in his will dated 5th May, 1667, is also described 
as of Ivythorn. f Elizabeth Dyer, who made a will proved at Wells 
18 March, 1685, five months after its date, is described there as 
of Ivythorne. J In it she leaves a share of some property to 
** Frances, daughter of Gerard Newcourt of Ivythorn, Gent." 
Gerard Newcourt in his will dated 17th March, 1703, also 
describes himself as of Ivythorn, although the natural inference

I, p. 56, and i app., p. 10 ; also will of Dyer Symcocks, Brown's Som, 
WtUs, 2nd ser.)- With the death of this George Marshall came to an end the 
elder branch of the Ivythorn Marshalls, but several persons of the name 
(descendants no doubt ot Collaterals) are mentioned in Mr. Jewers' Register of 
Street and Notes thereto ; {GeneMlogist, N.S., vols, xi Sc sq.) Possibly too the 
Thomas Marshall, who married Frances P3me and left a son John (see Wills of 
John and Juliana Pyne, Brown's Som. WtUs, ist and 2nd ser., also Visitation 
uf 1573, where his name is erroneously ' Tohn ' ) was the son of Richard Marshall 
and Lora Rogers. And if Lora Marshall belonged to the Cannington family (in 
one of the Harleian MSS. the description looks like " Cton Com. Som.") it is not 
improbable that "George Marshall, my servant," mentioned in the Will of Sir 
Edward Rogers, the Queen's Comptroller, dated April 21st, 1560 (Brown's 
Som, Wills 2nd ser.) may have been her son. In the above remarks that Harleian 
MS. has been followed, which a^ees with the pedigree given by Dr. G. W. 
Marshall Miscell. Manse, and which makes Thomas, George, Mary and Elizabeth 
to be children of Lora Rogers, the 2nd wife, against Mr. Weaver's Visitations of 
Somirstt, which gives them to the first marriage. 
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from the way he speaks of Ivythorn Farm is that the farm at least 
belonged to his cousin, Mr. Thomas Rooke. * 

It must be borne in mind that there are at present, and 
perhaps have been for many years back, three Ivythorns, the 
Manor House and lands now known as * Old Ivythorn,* another 
called for distinction Middle Ivythorn, and a third called simply 
IvjTtbom, which lies below Walton Windmill, a little over a mile 
from the Manor House. 

That the present Manor House, or the principal part of it, 
was built when John Selwood was Abbot of Glastonbury ( 1 5th 
November, 1457 — 8th July, 1493) is evidenced by his mitre and 
monogram cut in bas relief on the stone now over the drawing- 
room fire place, but which was originally let into the south wall, 
where its position is indicated in Buckler's drawing, f It must 
have fallen when the south wall was brought down by the tenant 
having broken through it to give access by Barn-doors to the 
drawing room (then floorless) which he used for storing cider. 
Mrs. Frampton, the wife of the present tenant, found the stone 
among the vats, and the late Mr. Fosse, when he restored the 
house, placed it in its present position. When he rebuilt the 
South wall Mr. Fosse did not replace the door on that side shewn 
on Buckler's drawing, but made the present door opening into 
the kitchen, and blocked up the inner door which used to con- 
nect the kitchen with the back part of the house. 

The shield on the dexter corbel of the large mullioned 
window bears the arms of Marshall impaling Fiujames, and so 
records the marriage of John Marshall. J who succeeded his 
father in 1 1 Edward IV., to Joane, daughter of John Fitz James. 
The arms cut (supplying the tinctures from the subsequent 
Visitation) are Marshall, Argent, on a chevron between three chess 
rooks sable 3 mullets or ; zxidi Azure, a dolphin naianlembawedargenl 
between 3 mullets or, for Fitzjames. When Richard Marshall 
took a grant of arms at the Visitation of 1573 the chevron was 
changed to a fess, following a common practice of the heralds

Introd. p. zxzix, gives a list of lords, knights, esquires 
and gentlemen, resident in Somersetshire temp. Henry VII., in which occurs 
••John Marshall xlli,** and anoie states that those who have the value of their 
living set down were certified to be Knights of the Bath. 
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when first granting a coat to a family which had previously borne 
arms by descent, but was unable to produce a formal grant, to 
mark their power and authority by making some change in the 
original coat. On the sinister corbel we should expect to find 
the record of the marriage of Richard Marshall, son of John, to 
Elizabeth, daughter of Moor of Moor Hayes. What we do find 
is Marshall impaling the following coat, viz. , . , A chevron 
between 3 fiveleaved branches. This coat is probably intended for 
that of Moor which was Ermine, on a chevron azure 3 cinque foils or. 
The five leaved branches may well have been meant for cinque- 
foils slipped, though differing from the usual stereotyped form. 
The only variation then remaining between the corbel and the 
Visitation of 1620 would be that the chevron is between the cin- 
quefoils instead of the cinquefoils on the chevron, which may 
have been a mere mistake, or may be another instance of an inten- 
tional variation by the heralds. * 

But these shields must have been carved some time after the 
building of the house. The dexter one is the more worn of the 
two. The scone tablet over the front door inside the porch was 
placed there by Mr. Fosse. The position was well chosen for the 
purpose of preserving the carving, but is unfortunate in its 
tendency to mislead respecting the date and the builder of the 
house. It bears the shield of Perceval of Weston-in-Gordano, 
Argent t on a chief indented gules 3 crosses pAtU f or, with the initials 
I. P. on the field in ornamental letters, and over the shield the 
date 1578. This tablet was originally let into the front of the 
building afterwards known as the shepherd's house. The position 
there is indicated in Buckler's drawing, and its presence at Ivy- 
thorn is explained by the fact that after the death of the X^si^Jsyi 
Richard Marshall, which must have happened almost immediately . ^ • , 
after the Visitation of 1573, James Perceval married his widow, *^ 
and presumably either built or repaired the shepherd's house. 
Mrs. Marshall according to Collinson was Mr. Perceval's 4th 
wife. Collinson gives her name as Elizabeth, which is probably 
a slip, as the Christian name of John Selwood*s daughter, wife of 
Richard Marshall, was certainly Ann, % and it is not likely that 
Richard Marshall had married again. This was not the only 
marriage between the families of Ivythorn and Weston in 
Gordano. Joan Marshall, nh FitzTames, after her husband John 
Marshall's death became the 2nd wif^ of an earlier James Perceval, 
and her daughter, Isabel, married Edmund Perceval. Dr. G. W.

175, between Edmund Perceval 
and Isabel de Marisco or Mareis, where Marisco must have arisen 
from a mis- reading of Marescall. 

Whilst making corrections it may be worth while to notice 
that Sir Bernard Burke in his Armoury says that the Richard 
Marshall, to whom the confirmation was granted, is described as 
of •* Strood." ** Strood " has of course arisen out of a mis-reading 
of '* Street." 

One word more. At the four cross roads at the top of the hill 
above the mansion stands a house, formerly an inn, known as 
Marshall's Elm, near which was fought a considerable skirmish in 
the Great Rebellion. 

The story goes ♦ that wild horses (carrying presumably the 
ghosts of their riders who fought in the encounter) are often 
heard galloping round the inn at night, and a wild horseman 
rides up to the front door of the old Manor House, knocks and 
gallops away. Query, Did any member of the family of the then 
owners of the house fight and fall in the fray ?

Reynard the Fox. 

Plate I. Reynard preaching in a mitred Abbot's robes to 
the delighted Birds and Rabbits. 

Above is an Imp and money-bag, imputing covetousness to 
the preacher. Below are two turnspits roasting a goose, imputing 
gluttony. 

Plate II. The trial and imprisonment. In the upper span- 
dril, an owl presides as judge over the Reynard detected, stript, 
and manacled. The birds (probably Herons which the Abbot's 
Heronries made familiar) as a jury are listening to the arraignment 
read out by counsel. 

In the lower panel Reynard is sitting as a convict in the 
stocks, under the charge of an armed warder. 

Plate III. The execution. The gallows are extemporised 
by a cross-beam thrown across two growing trees. The rope is 
worked by the birds who formed the jury. 

Below two dogs are expressing their jubilation. 

The hideous mask in the upper spandril is probably an em- 
blem of the Evil one witnessing the proceedings.

Stephen de Penpel, Dean of Wells, 1 361- 1378. 

From early years he was connected with the diocese of 
Exeter. In 1 334 he appears in Bishop Grandisson's register as an 
acolite at Camborne, year by year, until 1341 he obtained leave 
of absence to study at Oxford or elsewhere in England. In 1349 
he was a canon of Glasney, and one of the custodians of the tem- 
poralities of the Archdeaconry of Cornwall, during vacancy. In 
1 35 1 he was collated to the office of sacristan in the church of 
Bosham, but he held it for less than a month, exchanging it for 
a prebend in Exeter Cathedral Church, of which in 1354 he was 
a residentiary canon (^^^. Grandisson passim). In 1360 he became 
Archdeacon of Exeter, and in the next year, Dean of Wells. One 
of his earliest acts was the presentation of John Browning to the 
vicarage of Wedmore (R. i, f. 250). In 1364 he was ** absens in re- 
motis '* (R. i, f. 253), but in 1 365 he presided at an important Con- 
vocation at which no less than twenty-six orders concerning the 
business of the Dean and Chapter were made. On Feb. 21st, 
1369, he *' inducted Walter Boketon, Canon of Chichester, into 
possession of the prebendal stall of the Archdeaconry of Wells as 
proctor of Symon, Cardinal Presbyter of S. Sextus, to whom it was 
given by the provision of Pope Urban.'* (R. i. f. 253.) During the 
latter years of his life his constant absence from Wells was a 
cause of great complaint against him by the Chapter. During the 
year 1374-75 he was in Wells for thirty-five days only. There is 
extant a curious memorandum of the Chapter at this time, that 
the Dean Stephen Penpel ** devillavit versus London ** on Thurs- 
day next before the Feast of SS. Simon & Jude, and returned on 
April I. He instituted a suit against Bishop Harewell, the nature 
of which does not appear, which proved to be more for the per- 
sonal advantage of the Dean than for the common good of the 
Chapter, and against which the Chapter felt called upon to pro- 
test. He was again absent from Chapter meeting in July and 
September, 1378, possibly then from illness ; for on February 2nd 
following he died in the Deanery. His body was buried the next 
day secretly before the Altar of S. Stephen, some of his friends, 
and some of the canons and vicars with his servants being pre- 
sent. On the same day the Chapter appointed two of the vicars 
to take possession of the Deanery and its revenues for their own 
sakes, and for the sake of creditors and legatees. On the stone 
which covers the space in front of the Altar of S. Stephen there 
are traces of a brass e&if^ in the centre and of a brass border. 
A large missal belonging to Dean Stephen Penpel was bequeathed 
by his nephew Ralph de Tregrisionne to the church of St. James 
Tregony.

43. The Arundells, and Heraldry in Mr. Chadwyck 
Hbaley*s 'West Somerset.'— The pedigree of Arundell of 
Trerice, p. 96, starts with Ralph Arundell of Trerice marrying 
Joan, grand-daughter of Reginald Flamank ; Burke in Commoners, 
vol. I, p. 512, says he married in 1422 Joan, daughter and sole 
heiress of Michael Trerice. She must have been a Trerice, 
otherwise how could the Arundell family bear the Trerice coat of 
arms, * Sable 3 chevrons argent ' ? Ralph's son, Nicholas, mar- 
ried Elizabeth (according to inscription on p. 67 of Wes^ Somer- 
set) only daughter and heir of Martin Pellor, — Burke says Lord 
of Peller, &c., a manor I have not been able to identify. This 
Pellor seems to have been spelt in a variety of ways. Pellour, 
Pellouer, Peller, and apparently (as the arms are identical) Pellet ; 
but in every reference book the ' field * is always ' sable ;' the 
quartered coat in the window of Sel worthy Church, plate p. 66 of 
IVes/ Somerset, is the only instance I can find of the ' field' being 
' azure.' Is it possible that this was originally dark blue glass, 
coloured black, which has worn off? Although this quartered 
coat belongs to a descendant of this marriage, yet, as it repre- 
sents this marriage, it is quite possible that the scroll and its in- 
scription were placed under the * baron ' side. This quartered 
' baron ' impales a quartered * femme,' of which, i . is blank ; 2 
and 3. * Vert a saltire gules between four eagles displayed or ' ; 
this is a false coat, but is given as Leigh on p. qo of West Somer- 
set, though it represents nobody ; if it is Leigh it should be 
' Vert a saltire between four eagles displayed or.' Some reno- 
vating glazier being at fault. 4. 'Argent, a chevron sable 
between three oval buckles' tongues fessways entrailed (?) gules ' 
or ' of the second '. Comparing the blank and 4 with the shield 
on the brass in Stratton Church, p. 69 of West Somerset, 
we find 4. there to be ' a chevron between three bucks trip- 
pant reguardant ' and named Durants.

Chadwyck Healey in his pedigree says Sir John married Joan, 
bnt gives her no family. I do not know who named the 4th 
quartering of the Stratton brass 'Durant'; but they bore 'Argent, 
a cross sable/ Now I find the family of Tregodick bore two 
coats, I. * Arg.. a chevron between three bucks sa*. — all the more 
interesting if this brass proves them ' reguardant/ and 2. * Arg., a 
chevron between three buckles' tongues fessways sa '; so I think 
it quite possible that the ' blank quartering ' contained the first of 
these, and that the 4th is the second, in which case Sir John 
Arundell married a Jane or Joan Tregodick. This loss of the 
principal quartering is very sad, as whatever was there would most 
probably settle the question. It is curious that the marshalling 
of the Stratton brass brings the ' chevron and bucks ' between 
St. John and Jew ; one would have thought that St. John would 
have been followed by Jew, then the (?) Tregodick and then the 
Pellor, going back in due order.

46. The Murder of Betty Trump.— (VIII. Ivii. 32). — 
A shocking and diabolical rape and murder were committed on 
Thursday se'nnight on Coombe Hill, in the parish of Coombe 
St. Nicholas near Chard on the person of a girl aged 14 years, 
who had her throat cut from ear to ear.

The Rape and Murder on Buckland Hill. Elizabeth Trump, 
the girl who was only 13 years and 3 months old was brutally 
violated before the villain murdered her.

Page I commences with a kind of Leading Article, entitled 
" The What d'ye call it. Number XLIII.," the opening sen- 
tence of which would not be accepted to-day as a correct repre- 
sentation of the facts. 

•* It is well known, that the heavenly orbs, in the vast ex- 
pance in which they roll, suffer not any deviation from their 
course by the attractions or collisions of other bodies, nor by any 
agitations of the aetherial mediums which surrounds them ; and 
that they suffer no waste or diminution of substance during their

motion, and therefore, if this be the case, they must without a 
miraculous change keep their movements for ever." 

Upon this Leader follows " Safltltt»aQ*« ip0»f," — ^the news, 
now a week old, which arrived the day after the publication of 
the previous Journal, — with a letter from Si. John s, Newfound- 
land, Ociober 28, 1765, relating to the Nova Scotia and Mickmack 
Indians. 

Under the heading of COUNTRY NEWS we read the 
following : — 

" Salisbury, Dec. 2. We hear from West Ashton, in this 
county, that no less than 15 persons, men, women, and children, 
of that parish, were lately bit by a mad dog ; and the week before 
last they all went down to the salt waters and were dipped, but 
some of them since, finding themselves not well, are under the 
most dreadful apprehensions of what may be the consequences of 
this melancholy accident. The dog was kept by a person of the 
same place, who, on suspicion of its being bit by another, tied 
him up, and drenched him with what was thought would effect- 
ually prevent his going mad, but to no purpose ; which, *tis 
hoped, will be a caution to others to use more certain means with 
dogs that are bit, to prevent the like misfortune. 

On Saturday evening Mr. Hanbury of Wickmarsh, near 
Gillingham, being at the Vine in this city, and seemingly in good 
health, fell suddenly out of his chair and expired immediately."

'' A correspondent at Bath assures us, that by the nicest com- 
putation, there have been at one time, this season, full 20,000 
visitants at that place, and not less than 14,000 during the whole 
time."

49. Edmundsham Charter. — Sciant presentes et futuri 
qaod ego Thomas atte mulle dedi concessi et hac presenti carta 
mea confirmavi Reginaldo Le Coliere et Alicie filie mee et 
heredibus inter eos legitime procreatis omnia tenementa mea 
terras prata redditus et boscos cum omnibus eorum pertinenciis 
que habui in Enodesham ex dono et concessione dementis 
de bello bosco prout carte eiusdem Clementis inde mihi con- 
fecte plenius protestantur Habendum et tenendum omnia 
predicta tenementa terras prata redditus et boscos cum omnibus 
eomm pertinenciis predictis Reginaldo Le Coliere et Alicie et 
heredibus inter eos legitime procreatis de capitalibus dominis 
feodi illios libere quiete integre bene et in pace jure hereditario 
imperpetuum Reddendo et faciendo inde capitalibus dominis 
feodi illios redditus et servicia inde debita et consueta.

[The charter printed above is copied from the original in 
the possession of Mr. C. W. Holgate, from whom a communica- 
tion relating to Cranborne appeared in our last Number. 

Clement 'de Bello Bosco ' (Beauboys) is the first of his 
family mentioned in connection with Edmundsham in Hutchins' 
Dorutf vol. iii, p. 419-21. By a charter without date (13th 
century) he granted to Andrew Estores the moiety of the man- 
sion house at Hulkelake or Huckelake, and four acres of his 
demesne lands in Edmundsham, and common of pasture for four 
beasts. Dorset Editor.] 
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50. IVYTHORN HOUSB, SOMERSET. (VIII. Ivii. 35.) — 

Having obtained copies of the Inquisitions pos/ mortem of the 
Ivjthorn Marshalls I find that Richard Marshall, the husband of 
Ann Selwood, did not die until 30th April, 1591. Consequently 
it must have been his Father's widow whose marriage to Mr. James 
Perceval is mentioned by Collinson ; and the latter, to judge from 
the Christian name he gives the lady, thought that Elizabeth, the 
first wife of the elder Richard, outlived her husband. 

Jambs C. Marshall. 

51. Marshall Marriages. (VIII. Ivii. 35.)— In Mr. J. 
C. Marshall's interesting account of Ivythom Manor House, he 
refers to the marriages of the Percevals with the Marshalls. but in 
Anderson's House of Vvery, only one such marriage is mentioned, 
and that is the marriage of James Perceval, (the second with that 
name) who in 1556, at the age of 26, married his first wife, and 

for his fourth wife, ** the widow of Marshall, a woman of 

quality, but her name is not recorded" (Vol. I, p. 433). She, 
apparently, was dead before, or in 1579, as in Dec. of that year 
he marries his fifth wife at Bruton (see Brown's Somerset Wills, 
Series/., p. 81). **The widow," and ''woman of quality," and 
also the date of this marriage, ^before 1579) together, rather point 
to Joan Marshall the daughter of Sir John Fitzjames and widow 
of John Marshall. The Rev. Fredk. Brown, in his paper on the 
family of Fitzjames, says that she married Sir James Perceval 
(grandfather of the James Perceval mentioned above) for her 
second hunband {Som, ArchceoL Transact, Vol. 24, pt. ii, p. 36-38). 
Sir James Perceval (the first with that name), who was bom in 
1467, is only stated however to have married Joan, d. of John 
Kenne {H, of Yvery, Vol. I, p, 421, Visit, Dorset et Somerset per 
R, Cook penes Com. de Oxford) by whom he had a son, Edmond, 
"who succeeded to his whole estate." Sir James died in 1550, 
aged 81, and was buried in the Chapel of St. Mary Magdalene, in 
the Church of St. Paul, in Weston in Gordano. 

In the copy of his will {H. of Y., Vol. I. p. 422) dated 1536, 
fourteen years before his death, he certainly says, *' my name, 
with my Wyves," (not wyffis) •* to be set in the Quartertenns 
there" (Portishead) and he maJces his ** Wyflfe Jone" his executrix. 
Whether ** wyves " is a slip of the pen, or a copyist's error, and is 
intended for the possessive case singular, remains to be proved. 
The will is copied " Ex. Rcgistro Bathon. & Wellen." Edmond, 
their son, died in 1551, having married twice (H. of Y, Vol. I, p. 

430). His first wife was Isabel, d. of Marsh, or de Marisco 

of Huntspill, in Co. of Somerset {ex Visit. Dorset et Somerset per 
Robt. Cooke penes Com. de Oxford). It would be interesting to 
know, whether the House of Yvety is correct, or the Harleian 
MSS. and Dr. G. W. Marshall. 

I might mention, that in Vol. II. of the H. of Y. at p. 37, 
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the marriage is referred to of Thomas Bythemore, or Delamorcv 
with "Elizabeth, d. of John Marshall of Ivythorne, of Somerset, 

Esquire, by his wife, d. of Sir John Fitzjames, Knight.' 

The said Thomas died 14 Aug., 1523, leaving a son, John, and a 
daughter, Alice, who married David Perceval of Tickenham. 
Elizabeth Delamore, after her husband's death, married secondly 

John Cave of Sydenham (nr. Bridgwater), and after his death, 
ames Hadley, but there was no issue by either of these two 
marriages (see H. o/F., Vol. II. p. 97-102 and pedigrees at pp. 
22 and 28). John Delamore died without issue, and Alice Perceval 
his sister, succeeded to his estates. I can see no mention of an 
Isabel Marshall, sister of Elizabeth, who married Thomas Dela- 
more. The Perceval arms given by Mr. Marshall are those of 
the Percevals of Tickenham, a younger branch of the Weston in 
Gordano family who blazoned the 3 crosses patiie on their arms, 
or^ for difference. The last six generations of the Percevals of 
Weston in Gordano, in which are included the three members of 
the family above referred to, i>lazoned their arms with the 3 crosses 
patiie gules on 3 plates argent. Sir James' father. Sir John Per- 
ceval, was the first to do this. Perhaps this may explain what 
Mr. Marshall refers to in his note, as to the way these crosses 
have been carved. C. H. Sp. P. 

52. Heraldry of Marshall. Mr. Marshall says at p. 37 
of Vol. VIII, ^. &» D, N. & Q., that previous to 1573, the 
Marshalls bore a ' chevron ' instead of a ' fess.' Is it not likely 
that the coat was different, and that the true one was ' Arg. a 
chevron betw 3 leopards heads gu.,' which the Marshalls did 
bear? When the coat was granted in 1573, was it not founded 
on the Rooke one ? Though I am not able to find a Rooke 
heiress marriage, there seems to have been a close connection, as 
dn the same page he mentions Mr. Thomas Rooke, cousin. 

P. 39. In my Burke's Armory, 1844, Marshall is stated to 
be of Ivythorne, co. Somerset, not of * Strood.' F. Wbrb. 

53. CoMPTON DuNDON Church (VIII. Ivii. 28.) — I thank 
Mr. Buckle for kindly correcting my error, in stating that the 
screen in this church did not now exist. The plain, low massive 
wall is so unlike most screens, that I thought it was merely the 
foundation, or base of one. C. H. Sp. P. 

54. "The Mallard."— Can anyone give the original 
words of the quaint old West Country song of the above name ? 
It begins 

'' Oh what have I ate, and what have I ate ** 
*' I have eaten the toe of a Mallard," 
*' Toe and toe, nevins and all." 
&c., &c., &c. 
What arc nevins " ? The word is not in Elworthy's Word 
Book. C. H. Sp. P. 
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55. Chew Magna Church. — The gallery alluded to by 
Mr. Buckle ou the occasion of the visit of the Som. Arch. Society 
in 1901 [Prac. 47, i., 49], is described by John Strachey in his 
account of this |>arish. It is printed in the Proc. vol. xiv. ii., 100. 
** In the South side of the Church the Bp. had, as Leland calls it, 
a fair manor house. In my time there was a gallery standing 
crossing to the Church whence a window opened to the South 
Isle, from thence, thro* a hollow which is now shut up, like a 
cubbord in ye comer next ye Chancel, the Bp. or any of his 
family might see the Elevation which was the height of the 
devotion of those times without ye trouble of coming into the 
Church, — all which were taken down by Edward Baber, Esq. 
about ye year 1698." E. H. Bates.' 

56. John White of New England. — John White, who 
emigrated to New England in 1638, was bom about 1603, married 
in England, his wife's name being Joan, and his children, baptised 
in England, were John, Thomas, Joan, Elizabeth and Mary. 
The emigrant returned for a short time to England in 1648. He 
had a friend named Dalliber, a native of Stoke Abbas, Dorset, 
(who had also been to N. E.) to whom he brought a letter and 
money from his friends in New England. 

Wanted, the certificates of John White's baptism and those 
of his children ; also that of his marriage. I am prepared to give 
three guineas to anyone who will fumish these. The emigrant 
is supposed to have sprang from Dorset or one of the neighbour- 
ing counties. John Holding.

57. Forefathers of Robert Browning. — The earliest 
known ancestor of Robert Browning, the poet, was footman and 
butler to Sir John Bankes of Corfe Castle. He was also named 
Robert, and died 25th November, 1746. As the name of Browning 
occurred at Lytchett Minster in the 1 6th and 1 7th centuries and 
also at Bere Regis at the latter period, (see Indexes to S, S» Z>. 
N, S* Q.) it is not improbable that a search in the registers of 
Lytchett and the neighbouring churches may reveal some further 
generations of his forefathers. Will our friends, who have the 
opportunity take this search in hand ? The footman's eldest 
son, Thomas, had a lease of an inn at East Woodyates, in Pent- 
ridge parish, 29th Oct., 1760. Dorset Editor. 

58. Ancestry of Dorset Peasants. — In the issue of 
Tru/h for May 29, 1902 (Vol. 51, p. 1350) occurs the following 
reference to Dorset. 

" A friend of mine once told me that in a Dorsetshire village 
near him there was a family of agricultural labourers bearing the 
name of Percy, ai^d claiming kinship with the Duke of North- 
umberland. They had a traditional record of their descent from 
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some Percy who had settled in Wesscx many generations ago. 
My friend has a portrait of the very last descendant of this line 
of Percies — an imposing-looking old yokel in a smock frock and 
a tall hat worthy of Mr. Kruger himself. There are other cases 
of aristocratic families ending in a line of labourers, and in 
Wessex too. The genealogy of the D*Urberville family in Mr. 
Hardy's Tess is, I believe, founded on fact." 

Will our readers add other instances of claims to high descent 
on the part of Dorset labourers ? Dorset Editor. 

59. Kbirlb and Kearle.— What is the origin of this 
surname ? It seems to have a foreign ring about it, but is 
common enough in West Somerset, more especially round 
Bridgwater. What is the earliest record of it ? Perhaps it came 
in with William of Orange. D. K. T.

61. GiLLiNGHAM FAMILY OF DoRSET.— Can any light be 
thrown on the family or families of this name, members of which 
have lived here and there in Dorset } 

I. Richard Gillingham, B.A., Univ. Coll., Oxford, 1599, 
was R. of Lillington 16 18, and of Thornford 1623-6, and his 
administration was granted to Joan, his relict, 29th Nov., 1 641, and 
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again, di bonis mm, to his son. John» t2th Dec.» 1677. Richard, 
another son, was admitted to Caius Coll., Cambridge, 1629, M.A. 
1638, succeeded his father at Liliington in 1639, and a few years 
later was * outed ' by the Parliamentary Committee. 

2. Richard Gillimoham, son of Richard G. of Bishop's 
Canndle» was baptized there 2nd Jany.» 1653-4^ M.A., New Inn 
Hall, Oxford, V. of Martock, Somerset, 1684, and R. of Ham, 
Wilts, 1688. (Foster's Alumni Ox,) 

3. Robert Gillinghah, son of Nicholas G. of Lydlinch, 
baptized there 24th Nov., 1658, M.A., New Inn Hall, 1681, 
licensed to marry Cecilia Brome of Curry Mallet, 1685, V. of 
Isle Brewers, 1665, of Isle Abbots, 1686, and of Eastham, 1692, 
all in Somerset.

Barker, and Audry, 
wife of Dr. John Aylmer, and a cousin, Roger Gillingham. This 
Roger may have been the Roger, son of Richard G., of Pamphill 
(Wimbome) of All Souls' Coll., 1640, Barrister at law. Middle 
Temple, 1662, and Treasurer, 1694 J buried in the Temple Church 
3rd Jany., 1695-6. Another relation may have been Thomas, 
son of Thomas G. of Honeybrooke (in Wimbome), of New Inn 
Hall, MA., 1677.

65. Reynell-Hurley, Taunton.— Among Exeter mar- 
riage licenses occurs this one: 1678, Sep. 3rd, William Renell 
and Elizabeth Hurley of Taunton.'* The marriage is entered in 
the Register of St. Petrock, Exeter, thus : ** 1678, Sep. sth, Mr. 
William Reynolds and Mrs. Elizabeth Hurley.** She died the 
next year and was buried in St. Stephen*s, Exeter, where in the 
N. aisle is a floor slab inscribed : — 

" Here lyeth Richord the wife of William Mills who was 
Buried Feb. the 18 Anno Dom. 1667. Here lyeth the body of 
Elizabeth ye wife of William Renell of this psh. mercer who died 
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je 30 of Nouem. . 1679. Also Th . .mas his . . who died ye same 
month. Also here lyeth AUice his second wife who died the 27 
September 1685 And Joseph h. . son who died in the same month. 
Also here Ijet . . Elizabeth his daughter .... the 1 1 of Octo ....*' 

The floor slab is broken in half lengthways, the left half only 
remaining in the aisle. Of the other half one piece forms a step 
into the tower and another piece helps to make the flooring of the 
same, but the lower right hand corner could not be found. The 
church has suffered from fire and restoration. Ihe baptismal 
Register, St. Stephen's, records ** 1679, Nov. 18, Thomas son of 
William Reynell." This would be the Thomas who died the same 
month. Wm. Reynell or Renell may have been Wm. Rennell of 
Exeter who, in partnership with his father Richard, Nicholas 
Hele, M.D., and Joseph Marshall, built and worked a glass 
manufactory at Topsham, and was buried 16 June, 1702, at St. 
Stephen's, Exeter, as ** Mr. Wm. Reynolds at Ware " (Countess 
Weir, Topsham near Exeter).

68. Warbham Fire in 1762. — An account of this disaster- 
ous fire may be read in Hutchins' History of Dorset ^ (Vol. i., p. 80). 
One hundred and thirty-three dwelling houses, the Rectorial 
House, the Presbyterian Meeting House and other buildings were 
destroyed, and the loss amounted to ;f io,ooo« in addition to 
jf 9,593 38. 2d. paid by the Sun Fire Office. 

Printed below will be found the appeal issued at the time 
to raise subscriptions for the relief of the distressed sufferers, 
which resulted in the collection of ;£7,26o 12s. 8d. An Act of 
Parliament was subsequently obtained for the rebuilding of the 
town. 

"On Sunday the Twenty-fifth of July 1762, a most dread- 
ful Fire broke out at WAREHAM, in the County of Dorsbt, 
during the Time of Divine Service, which in a few Hours reduced 
the greatest Part of the Town to an Heap of Ruins ; and by much 
the greater Part of the Inhabitants, who depended chiefly on 
Trade, from a tolerable State of Ease and Plenty to the utmost 
Distress. — ^The unhappy sufferers having delivered in Estimates 
of their several Losses, verified by their Oaths, as well as by the 
most exact Surveys that could be procured by several experienced 
workmen and Appraisers, it appears, that the Total of their 
several Losses, amounts to the Sum of Ten Thousand Pounds, 
exclusive of what will be received on Account of Insurances : 
And likewise exclusive of the several Losses of such as have 
relinquished their Claim to any Share or Dividend from the 
Contributions that have been or shall be made towards the 
Relief of the unhappy Sufferers, as many have very generously 
done out of Compassion and Tenderness towards their poor 
Neighbours. — ^The Flames spread with such Violence, that the 
unfortunate Inhabitants had but little opportunity of saving any 
Part of their Household-Goods, Stock-in-Trade, or other Effects : 
And the Number of these unhappy Sufferers by this fatal Fire, 
amount to upwards of Two Hundred ; many of whom are now 
destitute of any kind of Habitation, and in their distressed 
circumstances utterly disabled from procuring any against the 
approaching Winter. — In this calamitous Case there have been 
several Meetings of the principal Gentlemen in the Neighbour- 
hood, of whom the under-written, with many others, are 
appointed Trustees, for the Purposes of properly supporting the 
most Necessitous, and taking Care, that what has been, or shall 
be, humanely contributed on this Occasion, may not be squan- 
dered away, but so disposed of as best to answer the Intent of 
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their Benefactors, by enabling these poor People to live and rise 
again, if possible, from their present State of Misery and Distress : 
And with which view they presume to take this Method of making 
the miserable Situation of these poor Sufferers more known than 
it seems to have been hitherto ; and flatter themselves, they shall 
be thought to have done no more than their Duties ; and for 
which the Affluent, Generous, Humane, and Charitable will thank 
them.

71. William Fauntleroy, D.D. — At page 180 of Hut- 
chins' I/is/ory of Dorset, Vol. IV., William Fauntleroy. D.D., 
is mentioned as the second son of John Fauntleroy of Fauntleroy*s 
Marsh, in the parish of Folke, by Joan his wife, sole daughter and 
heir of John le Walshe or le Waleys. To this bare mention of 
his name a few further particulars may be added. 

William Fauntleroy was an alumnus of New College, Oxford, 
and proceeded to the degrees of M.A. and B.D. and supplicated 
for the degree of D.D. i6th March, 1505-6, was licensed for the 
same degree, 13th December, incepted 8th February, 1506-7, and 
disputed, 2nd May, 1507, and 27th June, 1509. 

At page 298 of Register of t/niv. 0/ Oxford, Vol. 1 (Oxford 
Historical Society) reference is made to the appointment of certain 
Doctors and Masters to examine a decree of Doctor Fauntleroy, 
the commissary of the University, against M. James Mychell, 
28th October, 15 lo, and another against Thomas Foster. 
According to A. Wood he held this office from 1506 to 1513, 
both inclusive. 

In the Institutions in Wiltshire, printed by Sir Thomas 
Phillipps, it is stated that he was presented to the Vicarage of 
Wanburgh by the Prioress of Amesbury, 1508, and resigned that 
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living in 15 15, on being instituted to the Vicarage of Puryton, of 
which John Kyte, chaplain, was patron, by grant of the Abbot of 
Malmesbury. He must have held other preferment in Wilts as 
the Vicarage of Enford was filled in 1535, on his decease. 

In Wood's /Izx// (Bliss), Part I, col. 19, (note) mention is 
made of his appointment in 1523 '*ad officium custodis sive 
magistri collegii B. Mariae virginis, S. Thomae Martyris, and S. 
Edwardi Confessoris de Higham Ferrer, Line, dioc, per. mort. 
Mg'ri Ric'i Willeys, LL.B., ad coll. regis hac vice juzta 
exigentiam statutorum." 

His Will was proved 3rd May, 1535 (24 Hogen.) P.C.C. 

William Ffaunteleroy " Sacre theologiae humilis professor," 
Jany. 29th, 1534. To the Cathedral Church of Lincohi, 38. 4d. 
To the Cathedral Church of Sarum, 3s. 4d. To the Coll. B. M. 
Winton in Oxon, *' unam peciam argenteam vocatam a swaged 
pice,'* — or 5 marks. To the Abbot and Monks of le Royale • . . • 
in Oxon, 20s. To Mr. Chaffey, Rector of Donet [Donhead], 
a gown. To Mr. John Russell, Master of Fodryngay, 50s., if he 
gives back the money intrusted to him. The rest of my goods to 
my brother Tristram Fauntleroye, and Sir Thomas Hacketon, 
Rector of Ludgersall. A marble stone, " cum imagine," to be 
placed over my grave. 

In a codicil on S. Valentine's Day. To the Vicar of S. 
Peter's, Marlborough, ray violet gowne, — to my cousin Jane, my 
worst scarlet gowne. To the Church of Lydlyche, a vestment. 

This last legacy may be taken as proving that he was 
identical with the William Fontleroy, pbr., S.T.P., who was 
instituted to the Rectory of Lydlinch, 24th Sept., 1527, on the 
presentation of Edward, Lord Stourton, in which benefice he was 
succeeded, at his decease in 1535. by Thomas Jurdayn, B.A. 
(Hutchins' Dorse/, 3rd Edit. Vol. IV. p. 193.) 

It should not be forgotten that William Fauntleroy's sister 
was Abbess of Amesbury.

Dated at Waddon, 
the Saturdav next after the feast of SS. Peter and Paul, i Hen.

The three seals are broken. 

(b) William Hyne, clerk, John Fantleroy of co. Dorset, and 
Robert Veel grant by indenture to William Martyn of Waddon, 
and Alice his wife and to the heirs male of the body of William, 
all lands, &c. in Waddon, which they lately had by feoffment of 
the said William and of John Govytz of Wynterbom Aysshton, 
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cousin and heir of Robert Martjn, Knt. Failing these heirs, the 
premises, after the death of William and Alice to remain to 
WalterGovtZjSon of the aforesaid John Govytz, and the heirs male 
of the body of Walter, — and failing these, on the death of Walter, 
to remain to the said John Govytz and his heirs for ever.

[1538] by which 
Edwarde Twineho, Esq., of the one part, bargains and grants to 
John Jerarde of the other part, that before the feast of All Sayncts 
neit coming, he will make to the said John Jerarde a sure estate 
in the law of all his lands, tenements and hereditaments in West 
Waddon, West Totton, and West Chykerell, Dorset, to him and • 
his heirs, of the clear yearly value of iiij pounds, free of all in- 
cumbrances, except rents and services to the chief lord of the 
fee. He also grants to John Jerard, his heirs, &c., that he will 
do or suffer everything required in law to be suffered or done to 
assure the said lands to the said John Jerard. *' One Walter 
Bayley for soche interest and terme of sertayne yeres which he 
hath in ye premisses in West Totton and West Chykerell by the 
demyse and lease of the sayde Edwarde Twineho only excepted.

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and 28 acres of arable land, 2 acres of meadow in W.Waddon late 
or now in the occupation of William Jerard and formerly belong- 
ing to the Hospital of St. John of Jerusalem in England, &c., &c., 
in as full manner and form as Elizabeth now Queen by her letters 
patents under the great seal dated at Goramburye, 9 July, 14th of 
her reign granted tn/er alia to Christopher Hatton Esq., and as 
the latter by his deed indented, dated 10 July in the same year, 
granted inter alia to said Robert Freke and William Churchill and 
their heirs.

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HOTIGES OF BOOKS. 

74. A Short History of Sherborne, from 705 A.D., by 
W. B. Wildman, M.A., Assistant Master in Sherborne School. 
Second Edition, 1902. Sherborne: Bennett, Demy 8vo. Price is. 
6d. Pp [xii] + 198, with two plans and two illustrations. Also 
an Edition de Luxe, Demy 4to, with two plans and eleven illustra- 
tions, I2S. 6d. 

We gladly welcome the new issue of the History of Sherborne, 
just published by Mr. Wildman. It contains a large quantity of 
fresh material, and now consists of 79 more pages than the first 
edition, and these of larger size. It is full of information, care- 
fully sifted and condensed, and should win the gratitude of 
Sherborne Town and School. 

Attention has already been called, on a previous page, to the 
splendid Sherborne Missal, owned by the Duke of hforthumber- 
land, for a notice of which Mr. Wildman may probably find room 
in his next edition. The Calendar gives July i8th as ** Dedicatio 
ecclesiae sancte marie schyrb'.'* 

Some of the obscurities relating to the descent of the manors 
of Long Burton and Holnrst, and mentioned by our author on 
page 158, are cleared up by the original deed, now in our possess- 
ion, by which Sir John Paulet, Knt., Lord St. John, grants his 
interest in this property to John Leweston, Esq. The steps are

2. The Act of Attainder, in the Parliament held 4th Nov., 3 
Edw. VI, by which the manors, as leased, came into the 
hands of the King. 

3. Nov. 25th, 4 Edw. VI (1550) the King's grant of these 
manors (m/er aha) to Sir John Paulet, Knt., Lord St. John, 
for the remainder of the lease, without reserving any pay- 
ment to himself. 

4. Oct. 20th, 6 Edw. VI (1552) the transfer by Sir John 
Paulet of his interest to John Leweston. Esq., his executors 
and assigns, reserving to himself the annual rent of £s^ 
t 10^, and subject to two other small annuities.

75. BiBLiOTHECA SoMERSETBNSis, E. Green, F.S.A., 3 vols. 
4to • 1902, Barnicott and Pearce, Taunton. 

" At length an author's one GREAT work appear'd. 
By patient hope and length of days, endear'd : 
Expecting students hail'd it from the press." 

Crabbe's lines seem singularly appropriate in many ways to a 
work which was announced to be ready for press in 1892, and 
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which has been hoped for eTer since. Somerset is now proTided, 
like the adjacent counties of Dorset and Gloucester, with a worthy 
' Bibliotheca.* The first volume contains the author's explanatory 
introduction and the list of books relating to Bath ; the second 
and third contain the County books and an excellent index. The 
headings which include most articles are ' Acts of Parliament * 
filling 90 pages, and ' Civil War Tracts,* 63 pages. The most 
prolific writers seem to be Hannah More, whose works fill 37 
pages ; William Prynne, 28 pages ; and George Anthony Denison, 
12 pages. 

In the Introduction Mr. Green states that the first local 
press was started at Taunton as late as 1718, the printer being 
William Norris. Books were printed at Bath in 1729, and at 
Yeovil in 1747. This introduction treats of the Bibliography 
nnder several heads, one of the most interesting being that 
devoted to Topography with its record of proposals for bringing 
out a history of the County : the epitaph in each case probably 
being, "ars lomga, vita brbvis." 

It need hardly be said that these large volumes contain a 
great deal more in the way of literature than what would be in 
strictness regarded as coming under the head of a 'Somerset 
Library.* Neither Hannah More's tracts, nor Prynne's Animad- 
versions on things in general, nor the late Archdeacon of Taun- 
ton's paper warfare in behalf of his self-appropriated title of F.D. 
have really any more of the locality than the author's study, 
prison or pulpit. In the preface Mr. Green gives as his reason 
that • thus treated the literature of a county will reflect the history 
of the Country.' But this desire to let nothing pass by is, we 
feel sure, more prompted by the spirit of the collector, who must 
treasure every item, however remotely connected with his favourite 
subject. Long may the race flourish.

jreiierally ; and to Book- Lore in some of its most popular aspects. 
The first Number, of 68 pages, contains articles on Shakespeare's

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77. West Hall, Folkk, Dorset. — ^The accompanTing 
illustration represents the Mansion House of West Hall in the 
parish of Folke, Dorset, now the property of Mr. H. J. B. S. King. 

In 36 Edw. in John de Ceme settled two earucates of land 
and 50 acres of meadow in Westhalle and elsewhere on Philippa, 
his wife, as her jointure. Richard de Ceme, at his death, 9 Hen. 
VI, was seised of a messuage, one carucate of land and 30 acres 
of meadow here, held of the Bishop of Sarum, and John Herring 
was his kinsman and heir. At a later date the Manor was in the 
hands of the Mullins or Molejms family. Henr}' Mullins, who 
who died in 1594, held it of the Bishop, as of his Manor of 
Sherborne. It then passed to his son, Sir Thomas Moleyns, who 
died in 16 14, and subsequently to his grandson, Edward, who 
died in 1663. Susannah, the latter's daughter and coheir, married 
Thomas Chafe, and carried the property to her daughter, Susan- 
nah, the wife of Charles Kent, gent.,, and in 1741 it was sold by 
her representatives to Rev. John King, Rector of Glanvilles 
Wootton, the great-great-grandfather of the present owner. 

The house is mainly of Jacobean date, probably erected by 
the Sir Thomas Moleyns already mentioned, and contains a hand- 
some staircase. On the entrance door are several long and deep 
indentations caused, so tradition asserts, by the axes of the Par- 
liamentary soldiers. This is very probably the case, as the Folke 
Register 'contains entries of burial, showing that fighting was 
going on close at hand. 

" A souldier of the Parliament side, slaine in ye Court at 
ffolke house was buried the 22nd of July, 1645." 

** Another souldier. Will. Robertson, slaine in Alweston, of 
the Parliament side, was buried the 24th of July, 1645." 

The house also contains a curious secret chamber behind the 
panelling in the hall, in a recess between the chimney and the 
outer wsdl. It is lighted by a small window, now covered by 
creeping plants. Alterations were made in the reign of Queen 
Anne or George I, when the present Drawing-room was built ; 
and the date 1717, which occurs on one of the garden walls, seems 
to mark the year in which some of the alterations or improve- 
ments were in progress. The interesting wooden panels with 
coats of arms, formerly suspended in the hall, with a note of 
which the present writer supplied the editors of the 3rd edition 
of Hutchins' Dorset (see Vol. IV, p. 182) unfortunately disappear- 
ed after the death of the late Mr. King in 1869, and they have 
not since been traced. Various improvements have recently 
(190 1 -2) been effected in the northern portion of the house by the 
tenant, Mr. Norman McLean. 

The photograph from which the view of the house is taken 
has been supplied by Mr. Roberts of Sherborne.

This last refers to a suit of clothes for the writer's brother, 
which should be bought ' against ' (the -st quite correctly omitted 
in the dialect) Sunday, for him (to wear) at church and Sunday 
school.

** I should like to [have] wen/ dow[n] lyne " [Lyme]. 

This last use of ' went,' instead of ' gone,' has often been 
noticed by writers on south-western speech. The omission of 
' to ' in the same sentence is also thoroughly idiomatic. 

• Writ ' is fast disappearing before the more modem form 
• wrote.' 

(33.) The next example is perhaps hardly dialect, and yet I 
think it would not be found in literary wri/ing : —

Cp. also • where ' in (13). • Togather ' illustrates the local 

pronunciation. 

(37.) The following is not peculiar to our dialect,— in fact it ap- 
pears to be an importation, as ** I d' go " is the char- 
acteristic form : — 
** I goes to mappem Church and Sometimes I goes to neather- 
burry Church." 
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Phonetically, ' mappern ' is far more correct than the same 
writer's spelling in (28). 

(38.) Omission of -s : —

(47.) Addition of ' for ' before infinitive, as in other dialects : — 
[boots] " fit ^r to ware on a farm."

79. Dorset Rebels in 1497. — Has not Dorset's share in 
Perkin Warbeck's rebellion been almost forgotten ? Even our 
excellent county history, except for a statement that Sir Thomas 
Trenchard and others went to the help of the royalists beseiged 
at Exeter, seems to omit all reference to it. But that the part 
played by Dorset men in the revolt was a very real one is 
shown by the long lists of fines, imposed on the county in a roll 
among Exchequer Accounts in the Public Record Office and in 
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one of the Roy Rolls in the British Mnsenm. It will be remem- 
bered that there were two phases in the revolt of the West 
Country in favour of Perkin Warbeck or (would it not be more 
correct to say ?) against excessive taxation. The first phase, after 
the rebels had marched from Cornwall to Taunton, Wells, Salis- 
bury, and Winchester, ended with the battle of Blackheath on the 
22nd of June, 1497. The second phase, beginning in the follow- 
ing September with the landing of Perkin in Cornwall, collapsed 
a few weeks later when the pretender fled from Taunton to the 
sanctuary of Beaulieu in Hampshire. The Exchequer roll above- 
mentioned is dated 12 Henry VII., a year which ended on the 
2 1 St of August, 1497, and must therefore relate to the first phase 
of the revolt. The Roy roll, though undated, contains evidence 
of having been written in 13 Henry VII., is quite distinct from 
the Exchequer roll, and may therefore be regarded as containing 
the fines levied in connection with the second movement of the 
rebels. (It is curious to note that the former document refers 
to the rebel leader as " cuidam infami generis viro Petro War- 
bee,'' and the latter as ** cuidam idolo sive similacro Petro 
Warbec Flandr nato.") In both rolls are large numbers of 
names from Somerset and a few from Hampshire and Wiltshire, 
besides those from Dorset. It is proposed in this note to deal 
with the last county only. 

The number of Dorset men who fell at Blackheath can never 
be known, but some of those who fought and escaped are no 
doubt among the persons named in the Exchequer Accounts. 
Altogether 340 men from the county were individually fined in 
this document, the fines varying from £1 to ;^io. But these 
form a small part of those whose coffers were despoiled. Nearly 
the whole county was laid under contribution, each borough or 
tithing having in most cases to find a sum fixed by the Commis- 
sioners appointed for the purpose. The punishment inflicted 
was certainly not always proportionate to the wealth of 
the various towns and villages. To take one instance, the 
little tithing of Drempton in Broadwinsor paid £10 and the 
borough of Bridport but £s 6s. 8d. Of the other towns, Lyme 
Regis was fined 20 marks, Dorchester £$, Poole £4,, Blandford 
jfiSf and Shaftesbury /'30. Mapouder could not have been a large 
village, but its fault was evidently great, for the Commissioners 
extracted no less than ;^2o from its inhabitants. The Crown 
Manors of course escaped and probably did not deserve punish- 
ment. The omission of other places indicates that the princi- 
pal local families such as the Horseys, Strangways, Binghams, 
Willoughbies, Trenchards, Martins of Athelhampton, De la 
Lyndes, Mortons, Tubervilles, and Rogers* of Bryanston, were 
for the King. But the rebellion in Dorset was not entirely con- 
fined to the masses, for William Lovell, of Tarrant Rawson 
(** Antiogeston") and William Kelway, of Newland, in Sherborne, 
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were each fined ;^io, as also was John Okey, of Buckland New- 
ton, described as a chaplain. Ajnother rebel priest was John 
Mabbe, vicar of Netherbury, but his fine was only £1. One 
William Stephjns of Mapouder paid the maximum penalty of 
£iO' Can anyone identify him ? Robert and John Browne, of 
Frampton, also joined the popular cause, but as they paid the 
ordinary yeoman's fine of ;^i or ;^2 it is clear that their family had 
not as yet acquired the wealth which it possessed in the following 
century. It would seem that the monasteries generally sided 
with the people. The inhabitants of Abbots' Fee in Sherborne 
had, between them, to produce a sum of nearly £^0, the Abbot of 
Bindon had ;^20 placed against his name, and the tithings of Ceme 
and Milton Abbas, which could only be represented by the 
Abbeys, were assessed at ;^i5 and ;^io respectively. Abbots- 
bury's punishment was lighter, only /^4. The total sum entered 
on the Exchequer roll as collected in Dorset amounted to ;^io59. 
An examination of the Roy roll shows that Dorset's attitude 
towards the rebels in September, 1497, was very different to 
what it had been a few months previously. Experience of the 
King's heavy hand had apparently taught the lesson that 
rebellions were better left alone. There was no general fining 
of the whole county, the only fines exacted being collected from 
130 individuals. Two Sherborne men did indeed qualify as 
rebels but the other persons mentioned on the Roy roll were per- 
haps rebels merely in name and from necessity, for they all came 
from Stockland, Chardstock, Bridport, Dorchester, Tolpuddle, the 
tithing of Tincleton, Cliffe and Throope (probably represented in 
thiscaseonly bythe hamlet of Southover in the parish of Tolpuddle), 
Bere Regis, or Sturminster Marshall, — places which, it will be 
observed, form a line through the county from west to east. This 
line, it may be conjectured, lay on the route followed by Perkin 
in his ride from Taunton to Beaulieu, and probably the only fault 
of the 128 unfortunates residing in the eight towns and villages 
mentioned was that, overawed by Perkin and his sixty armed 
horsemen, they supplied the refugees with food and fresh horses, 
or with information as to the whereabouts of the King's troops. 
At all events Henry VII. was not the man to miss any oppor- 
tunity of extorting money from his subjects. His victims on 
this occasion were principally yeoman and husbandmen, but 
there was one countr}' gentleman, Richard Turberville (called 
Trobelfeld) of Bere Regis, fined ;^io, and the Vicar of Stock- 
land, named John Collyndon, who had to pay £6. The mer- 
chants of Dorchester and Bridport were ofcourse considered fair 
game by the Commissioners. The well-known John Williams, of 
Dorchester, a man of great wealth, was actually amerced in the 
large sum of ;^40 ; John Hobbell of the same town was con- 
sidered able for half that sum ; and there were others in both 
towns who paid a quarter of Williams' fine. F. J. Pope. 
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80. — A Prophecy Foxjnd in Sombrsbt. — ^The prophecy 
below quoted was printed by William Lily, author of numerous 
astrological pamphlets, in 1644, ^^ ^ small collection of similar 
prognostications called "7%^ Prophecy of ihe White King'' 
Unfortunately, he does not say how he came by it. Information 
as to the original, and as to which Charterhouse the *' Prophet *' 
chose for the hiding of his verses, is scarcely likely now to be 
forthcoming. The prophecy looks rather as if it were written at 
the time of the early Stuarts and purposely dated A.D. 1548. 
** Hempe " we learn from Lily's " Monarchy or no Monarchy in 
England'* (published in 1 651) is formed of the initial letters of 
the names of the following sovereigns, Henry VIIL, Edward VI., 
Mary, Philip, and Elizabeth, for thus he explains the word in the 
rhymes 

*• When Hempe is sponne 
England's donne '* 
and 

** When Hempe is come and also gon 
Scotland and England shall be one/* 

In this last named pamphlet, he explains the lines of the 
prophecy here quoted '• Accurst in E Norman's heir, &c." as 
meaning that the stock descended from the Norman Kings was 
cursed in Elizabeth who died without issue. The rest he does 
not try to explain, but according to him the drift of the prophecy 
is that in 1666 there would be no king in England.

81. Ancestry of Dorset Peasants, Percy. (VIII., 
Iviii., 58.)— I have heard something about the supposed descent 
of the Dorset Percies from the great Northumberland family. An 
ancestor of mine, William Fry, married Mary Percy at Shilling- 
stone, on 9th July, 1 72 1, and the eldest son of this pair, also a 
William Fry, married, as a second wife, Mary Percy, widow, at 
Shillingston, on 26th April, 1761, and I have been assured that 
the arms of the Northumberland Percies have been found in the 
neighbourhood of Child Okeford which adjoins Shillingstone. 
This is not improbable, as it appears from Hutchins (IV., 
pp. 329 and 330), that the manor of Child Okeford was held 
by the Northumberland Percies from Henry VI. to Henry VIII., 
but I very much doubt whether the Percies of Shillingston, with 
whom my people married, had any connection with those of 
Northumberland. 

The name is not uncommon in Dorset, and in the Church 
Register of Sturminster Marshall alone there are some 50 entries 
relating to Percies formerly resident there. There is a pedigree 
of Percy of Shaftesbury and Manston, taken from the Visiiaiion of 
Dorse/ in 1565, in Hutchins (IV. p. 74), but neither the arms 
given there nor those in Cokers Survey (p. loi and plate 5, 
248) agree with the coat borne by the Northumberland family. 

The earliest note I have of the name in Dorset is William de 
Perci, 7 Richard I. (1195/6) of Chardstock. See Feet of 
Fines {Dorset Records) p. i., and Hutchins (II. p. 81).

82. Ancestry of Dorset Peasants, Bowdich. — In reply 
to this Query I may mention Bowdich of Bowdich, a Chardstock 
family. In the Dorse/ Visitation of 1623, this family is set down 
with 15 descents. Bowdich (now commonly pronounced Bur- 
ridge) was a not very large estate in Chardstock, which (like one 
or two others) somehow became severed from the Episcopal 
Manor of Chardstock. In the first half of the 17th century, I 
find Bowdiches in this and ^neighbouring parishes as yeomen, 
batchers, and so on. At the present day Chardstock and the 
neighbouring parishes contain very many Bowditches, mostly of 
the labouring class. L.B.C.

86. Buckland Nbwton and Sturminstbr Nbwton. — 
Many must have noticed the strange statements in the 3rd Edition 
of Hutchins' History that the hundred of Buckland Newton was 
in the Nonae Rolls called ** Nyweton et Chonelonde " (see III, 
691) and that in the same record the hundred of Sturminster 
Newton was called *' Nyweton et Conclonde " (see IV, 305). 
Where were these mysterious places ** Chonelonde " and ** Con- 
clonde " ? In the subsidy roll of 6 Edward III, the modem hun- 
dreds of Sturminster Newton and Buckland Newton were united 
under the name of " Nywton Bouclond." It may be, therefore, 
that '* Chonelonde " and '' Conclonde " were but misreadings of 
Bouclond. 

There is another point I should like to mention. How did 
the village which we now call Buckland Newton get the second 
part of its name ? The county history reasons that the existing 
Buckland must have been built " later than some other neigh- 
bouring vilL" There is presumably no doubt that the name 
Newton Buckland, as applied to the hundred, signified a union of 
the hundreds of Newton and Buckland, and there is thus a possi- 
bility that the village of Buckland Newton was so called because 
it was the Buckland which lay in the hundred of Newton Buck- 
land. 

It would be interesting to elicit opinions on both points.

87. Inscription on a Farm Housb at Frampton. — ^A 
few years since I was shown a stone, built into the wall over the 
back door of the farm house at Southover in Frampton, on which 
were cut the initials W.W. and beneath the letters was the date 
1666. A Thomas Whittle, who came to Frampton from Winter- 
borne Abbas in Elizabeth's reign, by his will dated 1635 left " to 
my Sonne William Whittle the moyetie of my lease hould at 
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Souihover for the term that I have in it/' and also gave *' onto 
my sonnes William Whittle and Barnard Whittle all my goods 
that I have at Southover within doreand w^out." Further there is 
evidence in the will of John Gould of Evershot, dated 1670, that 
this William Whittle was then still living at Frampton. The let- 
ters W.W. therefore stood for William Whittle, and the stone was 
doubtless intended to commemorate some important addition or 
alteration of the house.

91. Marshall Marriages. (VIIL Ivii. 35, Iviii. jJ). — 
From Mr. Perceval's interesting communication respecting the 
marriafi^es of Perceval with Marshall it appears that the ffouse of 
YveryjMi\c\i was probably Collinson*s authority for saying that 
the widow of Richard Marshall became the fourth wife of James 
Percevali leaves out the Christian names of the widow and her 
first hns&and. Collinson however was almost certainly correct 
in inserting *' Richard," since the only widow of Marshall avail- 
able was Lora, widow of Richard. At the inquisition in 1559 on 
the death of Richard the age of his son Richard was found to be 
30 years and more, and consequently Joan Marshall, nU Fitz 
James, the son's grandmother, would in 1570, the approximate 
date of James Perceval's fourth marriage, have been about 90 
years old if still living. Besides she probably predeceased her 
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son Richard, as his inquisition says nothing about any dower or 
life interest of hers in any part of the family property. My state- 
ment that she married, secondly, Sir James Perceval, was made 
solely on the authority of the Perceval pedigree supplied to Mr. 
Weaver by the Rev. F. Brown, and printed by him in his Visita- 
tions of Somerset. Where did Mr. Brown find the evidence of the 
marriage ? If it was simply an inference from the passage in the 
House of Yvery^ it falls to the ground. Whether Lora Marshall 
was a ** woman of quality " or not, she was a person of some 
means, as under the settlement made on her first marriage she was 
left on her husband's death with a life interest in over 300 acres 
of land in Goosebradon and elsewhere. 

The House of Yvery cannot be correct if it says that the first 
wife of Edmund Perceval was Isabel, daughter of Marsh or de 
Marisco of Huntspill, for Huntspill passed from the family of 
Marsh on the death of Stephen de Mareis, 47 Edw. III., a cen- 
tury and a half before Isabel's marriage (Collinson, II., 392).

NOTICES OF BOOKS. 

112. Somerset Medieval Wills, 1383 — 1500. — Somerset 
Record Society, Vol. xvi (1901 ), edited by the Rev. F. W. Weaver, 
M.A., F.S.A., pp. XX + 464. Price to subscribers, one guinea. 

We are accustomed to good work from Mr. Weaver, and 
here we have a carefully edited series of Wills illustrating 
Somerset, not to say English life through a period of 109 years. 
One could have wished for more explanatory notes out of the 
store-house of the editor's manifold collections, e.g.^ on the 
hospital of the Holy Trinity of Rome, p. 16 ; on St. Umfray, p. 
200 ; the Gaunts, p. 88 ; on the Journal of Simon de Sudbury and 
the book 'Innocent,' p. 46 ; the Catholicon and Gutrumnus, p. 371; 
the distinction between a * mynched professed ' and a nun. p. 
363 ; and Maister Richard, father of Sherborne Monastery in 
1490, wlion the usual list glvas Pt-ter R^msam as Abbot, p* 193. 
But the fourfold index of ]\Ir. J . R. H, Weaver is very complete, of 
which the Index Rirtim is of the nature of a catalogue mtsmnit 
under such heads as Apparel, Books, Plate, Vestments. Many 
fresh facts come to li^ht, as tlic erection of an altar of St. Erasmus 
in %U johii*3 Glastonbury, p, 251 i Altars of Majesty in Bath 
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Cathedral church, p. 214 ; of St. Katharine, B.V.M., and St. 
Anne in Mells church, p. 333 ; of St. Nectanus at Cheddar, p. 
304 ; of the Holy Ghost in Wells Cathedral, p. 370 ; the 
dedication of Cothelstone to St. John Baptist, not St. Thomas 
Cant., p. 386 ; of Mark chapel to St. Mary Virgin, p. 114; and of 
Keynsham to B.V.M., not St. John Baptist ; a church at Whit- 
comb, p. 376, unless the church of Corton be meant ; the 
existence of three fraternities at St. Cuthbert*s, Wells, p. 369 ; a 
house of the choristers of the Cathedral, p. 262. The exact 
date of the building of St. Mary's Tower, Taunton, is 1499, p. 
379 ; of St. Cuthbert's Vestry, 141 6, p. 74. The Editor has now 
definite evidence of St. Sunday being St. Dominic, p. 245 ; and 
Tinensis of the Wells Registers is found to be John Valence, p. 
309. Bp. Erghum's College was dedicated it appears, p. 297, in 
the name of St. Katharine as well as St. Anne. 

Canon Lasty's will enables us to picture the inside of a 
residentiary's house, with its bed in the parlour hung with cloths 
on the walls ; the hall where he kept his apparel with boards, 
tables and footstools ; its fixed table and cushions and banker ; 
the little benches and fire irons ; the kitchen with pots and pans, 
hooks and crocks. The house must certainly have had its cup- 
boards for books and for the plate, cups and salts which he 
bequeaths. 

The altar of the Holy Cross in Bruton, presumably in the 
Rood loft, illustrates the piscina still to be seen in the Rood loft 
of Frome church and the altar mentioned, p. 34. Since neither 
John Cable, 1408, nor William Twynyho, 141 2, refer to the chapel 
of St. Nicholas which their families had license to found in 1407, 
it was probably not completed till 141 9, the date of the institut- 
ion of the first chaplain recorded. 

On p. 286 the title * curate ' appears in its modem sense for 
the assistant of the Vicar of Chard. When the legacy of a *croke 
of 4 galons,' p. 389, is spoken of, the word is employed in the 
same sense as in the Glastonbury St. John's accounts, c. 1484, 
* de xyj 8 receptis de incremento de j idrea dicta Croke in 
Bovetown et Wyke,' shewing that Bp. Hobhouse's explanation 
of the word as ** The Processional Cross, the gathering of alms 
being made during the procession,*' (Sam, Rec. iv, p. 1), is at 
least not universally applicable. On page 224, 1. ii,ong, surely 
means Origen, not * original,' who wrote much on the Old Testa- 
ment. On p. 252 it is likely that 'Hellinton' is an error of 
transcription for ' Lullington.' 

Joan Mudeford's legacy of 5 nobles for restoring the principal 
silver cross in St. John's Glaston, p. 250, is illustrated by the 
item in the Wardens' accounts for 1484, *' de 33/4 receptis ex 
dono Johanne Modiford ad opera ecclesie pro puteo infra 
ecclesiam sibi vendito." The mention of the "Deacon of 
Frome," p. 102 and no, suggests that he was in a prominent 
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position in 141 9 and 1423. Can this be the explanation of the 
appearance of John Alampton in the List of Incumbents in 1409, 
at a time when Adam atte Well was vicar, who appears as witness 
to a deed as early as 1379 and, p. 102, in 1419 ? Had he grown 
so old that a deacon occupied an unusually high position in the 
parish ? The mention of Le Bale at Bristol, p. 58, is illustrated 
by the Glaston accounts of 1 500, where carved seats are carried 
k Tempyll Freris usque la Backe, before being embarked for 
Rokys Mill. Stephen Forster, p. 183, was singularly thoughtful 
for his Chantry Chaplain that he should spend Christmas, Easter 
and Pentecost and other fitting feasts on visits to the widow. 
During the earlier period of this book more money is left to the 
four orders of Friars than to the Monasteries. But special 
anxiety is shewn to arrange for the exequies. When fully 
carried out these consisted, p. 296, of prayers in the house ; then 
Placebo and Dirige in church ; with Mass of Requiem on the 
morrow ; next the Trental lasting a month, and finally the anni- 
versary. To get a thousand masses performed within a week 
must have taxed the energies of executors, hence divers horse- 
men were sometimes required, p. 59, to find the necessary priests. 
For expedition was a great object, cum festinacione, p. 65. St. 
Gregory's Trental. 1.^., 30 masses, supposed to have been recom- 
mended by that Pope, usually cost 2/6 ; hence the bequeathing 
of a trental seems sometimes to mean that sum; sometimes how- 
ever, as much as 20/-, p. 28, was paid. 

The bequest of Canon Drayton, p. 67, is illustrated by 
entries in the Cathedral Communars' Rolls of 1414. Solutum 
pro factura de novo iinor Capsularum quercinarum et pro 
meremio ad idem [ ? ibi J imponend iiij ^ libros Juris Canonici 
ex dono R. Drayton xjs ; nails 3/10 ; four skins to cover books, 
2/5^. Pro ij virgis et ij catenis pro j portiphorio et j psalterio 
ex dono Mri R. Drayton xjs ; 3/9. Pro j lectrino ad supportand 
libros Juris Canonici ex parte boriali chori 2/5, iron bars and 
nails 2/-. Vasa electrina, p. 37, can hardly be vessels of electro, 
rather pewter, as the note suggests ; and on p. 251, autenticum 
altare is rather the high altar than of a side chapel. On p. 203, 
the note on * anele ' shews two words distinct in origin, neither 
of which can be identified with anielatam of the text. Does not 
this rather correspond with the work we call niello ? Pp. 315 and 
355 give a beautiful phrase for Confirmation, Sublimati ad manus 
Episcopi. A whole chapter might be written on the authors and 
printed books mentioned in various wills. Many of the testators 
occur in the Cathedral MSS. John Chelsey, p. 5, is there called 
John Cholnesey ; John Osburn, p. 116, was installed Canon 
141 8 ; Thomas Shelford, p. 117, in 1408 ; Roger Wodshele, p. 
138, in 1436 ; Richard Stourton, p. 144, was Canon in 1428 ; 
Andrew Holes (Hulse) p. 213, was installed Canon of Wells 1445. 

Woad is a frequent article of bequest ; cloth being the staple 
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industry. A loom is even left to a church, probably to be sold. 
It is surprising to see how often lay people possessed vestments 
and chalices, p. 279, which they present to Churches. Perhaps 
the Wills of Sir Humphrey Stafford, father of Bp. John Stafford, 
afterwards Archbishop, and of Bishop Bekynton afford the live- 
liest pictures of character.

113. The Prayer Book of Abdbluald the Bishop 
commonly called The Book of Cerne, edited from the MS in 
the University Library, Cambridge, with Introduction and Notes, 
by Dom. A. B. Kuypers Benedictine of Downside Abbey. Cam- 
bridge, at the University Press 1902. Demy 4to, Pp. xxxvi -|- 
286, with two facsimile plates. Price 21s. net. 

This beautifully printed volume, issued by the Syndics of 
the Cambridge University Press, will be gladly welcomed by all 
students of Christian devotional literature. 

The Book of Cerne, as the readers of S. S* D, N. S* Q, are 
well aware, for it has already been described in our pages (Vol. I, 
page 234, and Vol. Ill, page 283), is one of the glories of the 
Cambridge University Library. Of the external history of the 
MS. all that appears to be known is the fact that it formed part 
of the collection of John Moore, Bishop of Ely, presented by 
George I to Cambridge in 17 15, on an occasion celebrated by an 
exchange of caustic epigrams between the two sister Universities. 
Its previous connection with Cerne Abbey is evidenced by the 
copies of 40 to 50 charters and other documents, comprised in 
the first 26 leaves of the codex, written in handwritings from 
** early xii to late xiv centuries." This portion, together with a 
collection of Sequences written in the xv century, followed by 
an inventory of relics preserved at Cerne, is not treated of in the 
present volume, which is confined to a most carefully executed 
issue of the central portion, * The Book of Aethelwold, the 
Bishop,' with a critical apparatus, preceded by an Introduction of 
some 25 pages, and followed by an Appendix containing MS. 
Royal 2 A. XX, in the British Museum, The whole concludes 
with 58 pages of Notes, chiefly by Mr. Edmund Bishop, and an 
" Index of Initia of Prayers and Parts of Prayers etc. in Cerne 
and 2 A. XX." 

The two illustrations are beautiful facsimile prints, represent- 
ing (i) the frontispiece to St. Luke's Gospel at fol. 21, and (2) 
the opening page of the Lorica of Loding, at fol. 43 of the Book 
of Cerne. 

The Editor is of opinion, and gives good reason to shew, 
that the central portion of the Codex, to which the name of 
' Aedeluald Episcopus ' is attached, in an acrostic of eighteen 
lines, is of Mercian origin, written in the first half of the ix 
century ; and that in all probability the prelate indicated is the 
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Bishop of Lichfield of the name, who occapied the See A.D. 
818—830, a date which corresponds to that assigned to the MS. 
on paleographical grounds. 

This portion was not intended for Liturgical use, but may be 
called the Prayer Book of Bishop Aethelwold, and contains the 
• Passion ' and * Resurrection from the four Gospels, and a 
collection of prayers, hymns and psalms, with a dialogue between 
Christ, Adam and Eve in limbo. With what elaborate care the 
Editor has done his work will be apparent on reference to the 
volume, to which we have great pleasure in directing our readers. 
We may venture upon the opinion that it is as complete and 
thorough in execution, as is possible at the present day. 

The third portion has already been virtually edited by Misset 
and Weale. in their Analecia LHurgica^ pars 2. pp. 573-589 (see 
5. S' D.N. S' Q., Vol. Ill, p. 283). Two of its Sequences, * In 
Translatione S. Edwoldi,' l/nus est Dominus ex quo omnia ; and *In 
Depositione S. Edwoldi,' Eia musa tange lyram ; are appropriate 
to the neighbourhood of Cerne, and the Church of Stockwood in 
Dorset is dedicated to St. Edwold's memory. 

Who will supply us with a careful transcription of the first 
portion containing the Cerne Charters, which, though noticed in 
Hutchins' History of Dorset, 3rd edit., vol. iv, p. 20, it would be 
well to have in full ?

PIROU CASTLE, NORMANDY. 
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1x5. PiROU, NoRMANDT.~A traveller in Normandy with 
his Baedeker or Murraj wonld probably pass by the Castle of 
Piron, and would miss one of the most fascinating old- 
world buildings that can be found in that land of antiquarian 
delights. Good fortune guided my footsteps to the village of 
Pirou one day in last July, and led me to discover this ancient 
Norman fortress. 

Pirou is an easy day's excursion from Coutances, or from 
Carteret in the opposite direction ; at either place there are 
decent hotels. The train will put you down at Lessay, and 
there the temptation seizes you to go no further, first, because 
of a magnificent nth century Abbey Church, its charter was 
signed by William and Matilda, their sons Robert and William, 
Archbishop Lanfranc and others, — this church and the quaint 
streets and houses press you to linger ; and secondly because of 
the difficulty of further transport. An agreeable native quite 
thought that his lumbering two-wheel farm cart, that had just dis- 
gorged its load of calves, was a conveyance that I ought to have 
been thankful to use. But at the inn a little fourwheel trap can 
be hired, with a strong pony, and a very thirsty driver. Pirou is 
about three miles away, seawards ; its fine church tower, re- 
modelled on an ancient base, is partly whitewashed to serve as a 
landmark to coasting and fishing boats in the Channel. The 
houses in little clusters here and there along the road are built 
solidly of stone, the windows are generally small, sometimes 
protected with iron grilles, the stone roofs are encrusted with 
lichen and saxifrages in gorgeous masses. Through every open 
door the inquisitive eye catches glimpses of fine old presses and 
wardrobes, brass-fitted, and other curious and old-fashioned 
articles. The driver supposed that * La Barbarie ' was my 
destination. This is a camp of wooden huts and iron sheds 
among the sandhills, where town folk come and live as barbarians 
for the month of August. They cannot live otherwise with such 
accommodation. 

Perhaps a mile away, amid the lonely marshes at the back 
of the sandhills, a clump of trees catches the eye, with a small 

frey turret rising above it. This is the watch tower of the Castle 
leep, from which some of our earliest Norman forefathers must 
have sometimes spied the approach of the dreaded Danish 
Marines. This fortress was built by vassals of the earliest Dukes 
of Normandy to protect the borders of their country, and was 
placed on the margin of the great forests that in those days 
stretched right down to the sea. There was no hill or mound 
that they could utilise, but they made their castle impregnable 
with a triple ring of moats and walls. The illustration is taken 
from a work recently brought out by a Havre publisher entitled 
*' La Normandie MonumeniaUr The agent in England is Mr. 
Elliot Stock. For the whole set of volumes the price is forty

guineas, I think ; bat lest the statement of such a figure should 
hinder further enquiries, it is right to say that subsections are 
mercifully dispensed to the poor in small two-guinea doses, and 
anyone who is interested in a particular district, can help him- 
self to what he likes at this price. Our picture does not show 
the turret just mentioned ; nor does it show the colour of the 
splendid clumps of pink carnations that have rooted in the 
crumbling walls, and trail down from top to bottom of the tower ; 
nor does it show the vivid colouring of the waterweeds that have 
nearly choked the stagnant moat ; nor does it take in the outer 
circle of ruined fortifications, nor the gateway, nor outer moats. It 
shows the entrance to the keep, and the fine old front, built with 
more care for solidity than elegance, also its huge irregular but- 
tresses. Very massive they had need to be, or the whole fabric 
would have foundered long ago in the quagmire around it. 
Windows have been fitted into the walls, and a roof covers it in, 
while at the back of the tower a large block has been added 
which was occupied as a country house years ago. Now the least 
ruinous part of the building is the habitation of farming folk. 
Some of the garrison came out as I approached, a gang of hay- 
makers, their spears had been turned into pruning hooks ; and 
outside, but within the outer walls, the girls of the establishment 
were milking a herd of cows. 

We are told in this book that the Castle furnished a Knight 
to the army that conquered England, and that his services to Duke 
William were recompensed by a gift of the Castle of Stoke in 
Somersetshire, and that, at the end of the 13 th century his 
descendants still held it, and had given it the name of * Stoke 
Pirou.* The lords of Pirou held offices under the Norman Kings 
of England. One of them was cupbearer to Hen. I., and Grand 
Seneschal of Normandy. Later on they swore fealty to the King 
of France. Thomas of Pirou raised 119 men and helped to 
defend Mont St. Michel against the English. The eldest branch 
of the family died out in the 15 th century; and Catherine, the 
heiress, brought it by marriage to the family of Boys, who held it 
for three centuries, taking the name of Boys-Pirou. They were 
raised to the rank of Marquis. Several of the family attained to 
great distinction in France, but they eventually died out. In the 
last century the Castle changed hands several times, and is now 
the property of the heiress of M. Quesnel de la Morini6re and 
her children. 

Popular legends state that the souls of the ancient lords of 
Pirou re- visit every year the cradle of their infancy, under the white 
down of wild geese that nest about the Castle moats. But history 
is more flattering than legend, and has recorded that Pirou was 
the nestingplace of two distinguished families, both of which 
have filled a place in England's life. Boys is a name not 
unknown amongst us still, perhaps we have it too in the well- 
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known name of Boyce. Pirou is harder to trace, it was further 
back, but perhaps in some families of Perry, or of like name, the 
rich blood of these Norman warriors still flows.

116. Extortions by Harry Uvedale and others in the 
Isle of Purbeck. — About the year 1500. (British Museum, Roy 
Roll, 14 B 21.) 

This roll contains a curious list of charges of bribery and 
corruption against Harry Uvedale of Corfe Castle who is described 
as bailiff of the hundreds of Haselor and Rowbarrow and of the 
borough of Wareham, and who is said to have been abetted in his 
iniquities by William Rawlyns alias Bayle of Wareham. The 
interest in these allegations now must lie entirely in the picture 
they present of some of the conditions of mediaeval life in 
Purbeck, of the duties and powers of bailiffs, of matters relating 
to wrecks on the coast, and so on. The exact character of the 
document cannot be told, for the heading of the paper has decayed ; 
it is not signed and there is no clue to the personality of the writer. 
The date is fixed approximately by the reference to fines paid by 
the adherents of Perkin Warbeck. The writer states that both 
Uvedale and Rawlyns, some eight or nine years past before they 
came to Purbeck, had been ** of lytell substauns,*' but now had 
grown so rich that ** the wurst of them " was worth 1 000 marks 
or more. Moreover, Uvedale had appointed as under bailiff of 
Wareham one Richard Alen alias Bayle ** that came tbider within 
thes iij or iiij yere not wurthe a grote, how be it by his sotell 
practyce and fals ymaqinacons [hej is as well apwynted in his 
house at this owre and as clenly appareld as any man of his degre 
within that towne." The specific accusations made may be 
classified as follows : 

Various acts of Extortion. 

"Taken extorcyously by Harry Uvedale of Mr. Nicholas 
Ingylsent, parson of Stepyll in Purbyke six score shepe." 

** Taken by William Rawlyns alias Bayle at the same tyme of 
the seyd Mr. Nicholas extorcyously a geldyng of the valwe of 
xxvi«* viii*^" 

" Also that Thomas Shott of Stepyll found by the see syd a 
cofer at Cristmas last past and ther in a purs and x crownys of 
goold and xl» of sterlyng grotys with other thyngys wher as 
William Bayle toke thes away from the seyd poreman with 
manysshyngs and thretenyngs rewardyng the poreman never a 
farthyng for his fyndyngs but rezervyng all to the use of Uvedale 
and himself contrary to the custom of the lie." 

•* That Harry Uvedale toke extorcyously of John Okeley of 
Wareham corueser vi*- viii*^- for strykyng of John Bowcher of Corff 
payed in Thomas Bowcher is house at Wareham." 

" That Thomas Tru of Langton was arested apon suspecon 
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of felony and never was indited nother fled apon the same yet 
Harry Uvedale by the avyse of William Rawlyns toke from him 
certe)m rother bestys and also come growyng in the feeld to the 
valwe of X marke and above." 

"That ther was one John Hyll alias Laborer taken at 
Stoborow apon suspecon of felony and was sent to the Jayle of 
Dorchester and ther fyll sick and died and Harry Uvedale toke 
from his wyfe ij kyne with ther calvys and a mare and zx shepe. 
Also that Harry Uvedale with his servaunts fayned a mater for the 
sevd John Hyll to John Holeney of Stoborow and extorcionisley 
toke from hym a cowe and xx»- of money." 

"Also that Harry Uvedale and William Rawlyns had of John 
Sly late of Wareham and now of Salysbery, glover, xxxiij iiij<*-" 
in connection with the recovery of a debt from Thomas Glover of 
Wareham. 

Misappropriation of money dm to the King. 

Rawlyns' mother who lived at Castle Gary, Somerset, had 
"ayded supported and cumforted the Gornysshmen" [i>., the 
rebels] bnt it is said that Rawlyns " made fyne with the kyngys 
Gomysshioners at iij"- refusyng to pay anything with his pore 
neghtbors at Wareham.** Uvedale in his capacity of bailiflf with 
some of the inhabitants of Wareham had been called before the 
Commissioners at Sherborne, where Uvedale made a declaration 
that no persons from his hundreds or borough had " cumforted 
nother supported none of the Gomysshmen, which aunsuer was 
then taken for the exscuse of the seyd hundredys and borow." 
Notwithstanding this, "Richard Alen bayle of Wareham under 
Uvedale sate by his master's comaundment as well apon the 
inhabitantys of the seyd ij hundredys as of the borugh and sett 
thois tethyngys to pay as pleased his master William Rawlyns," 
and the money it is suggested, though paid to Sir Amias Paulet, 
had never reached the king's exchequer. 

Evading the supply of men for the king's service. 

Rawlyns, it is explained, had two holdings, one at Wareham 
and the other at Gastle Gary, and when the king called for men 
"if he have been at Gary he aunsuerd that he hath found forth 
men with my lord Ghamberlayn oute of Wareham," While if he 
was at Wareham he said " that he hath found forth men at Gastell 
Gary with my lord Brooke and thus by fals and sotell wayes 
disseyvith the kyngs good grace and his comyns and passeth his 
tyme here presumptuously as he that may despend C^ or ij by the 
yere and disdaynyng them that be farr his betters as in this Shire 
is not unknowyn." 

The secret exportation oj wool and skins. 

" That the x*** yere of the reigne of the Kyngys good grace 
there was a bote of iiij Tun and more was lade at Stowdelond 
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within the He of Purbyke with wall by one William Barfote of the

his masters." 

" Also that apon Estereve was xij moneth ther came a shipp 
oate of Lulworth havyn into a cryke in Pnrbyke called Wyrbarow 
and by tokyns that were left there he [the master of the ship] 
laded wull and fellys. For one John Colyns sheperd to Jerard 
called thider John Jerard the yonger and John Clavell jentylman 
and shewed them lockys of wall and pesys of fellys and the tray- 
lyng of the packys. And by lycklyhode this shipp was laden 
apon Esterday at Resurrezion tyme." Though the ship had often 
been seen by Uvedale*s servants, he had never made any search 
in the matter " wherfor it is to be presupposed hyt was Uvedale 
is dede." 

"Also for the lycklyhode of the same Uvedale sheryth every 
yere of his owne shepe growyn a xl or 1 weight of wull and it is 
not knowen in this cuntre where or to whom one weight of wull 
growyn of his owne shepe [? is sent] wherfor it is to be pre- 
supposed that he conveyeth hit oversee." 

Concerning Wrecks and Shipwrecked Mariners, 

"Also that wrakkys hath fallyn oftymes by fortune of 
tempestys within the He of Purbyke syn Harry Uvedale was ther 
officer where as the custum is that at the tyme of such wrackys 
that the jentylmen and other men of substauns shuld be called 
and enpaneld to make a tru inquere and presentment of such 
wrackys he hath ever enpaneld his owne servaunts and those that 
be longyng unto hym by the reson of the which my lady the 
kyng is moder is disseynt rezervyng the most parte of his owne 
use as apperyth by his sone goten riches and this is done by the 
avyse and councell of William Rawlyns." 

"As ther was a shipp of Flaunders in handfast bay in 
Purbyke uppon the sandys in a grete tempest and iiij of the 
maryners came to land and desyred food and heipe to save ther 
goodys, Harry Uvedale with his servauntys came thider and wuld 
suffer few or none to helpe them but such as pleased hym. And 
so he savyd the goodys to his owne use for the more parte the 
which was wax waynscote holond cloth mastys salys ankers cabyls 
gu*nys with other merchandyse to the valwe of xx" and above as 
men seyde And the iij pore men departed with litell or nothjmg 
abowte ther bodyes.*' 

*' Also that ther was aFrensshipp lost at the foreland of Seynt 
Aldenn and vij of the mar3mers came to land alyve and fayn wuld 
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have had food and helpe to have saved ther goodys to ther owne 
use. Harry Uvedale and his servaant3rs savyd the seyd goodys to 
his owne use, the which was oxhidys Hand mantels and fissh with 
mastys saylys ankers cabyls and gn'nys to the valwe of x'' and above 
as men seyd and so the pore men departed with litell or nothyng 
hangyng apon ther backys."

*' Also that William Wolf of Alton was robbyd by a servaunt 
of his owne and in the He of Parbyke the felon was taken by 
Harry Uvedale is servaunts and apon hym was found gyrdels of 
sylver and gylt broken sylver and viij»- of halfepens. This felon 
was sent to the jayle of Dorchester and at Shaftesbery dampned 
and hanged." But Uvedale kept the goods himself, ** contrary 
to the kyngys lawys."

— Complaint 
of William Draper, John Sparke, and Robert Pytt of Wilcalton 
(Wincanton) Somerset, carvers, to the lord Privy Seal, against 
Sir John Divale, their curate, who is giving to " dicing, carding, 
booting, and playihg at the cross waster,'*' with such other 
nnthrifty games. Snch as are willing to hear or read the 
Scripture, he calls heretics. They desired the parish priest of 
Castle Cary, Sir John Warde, to preach to them ; who gladly did 
so and exhorted such as could read to read the New Testament 
in English. On Good Friday last, the Curate in his sermon 
admonished his parishioners against " these new fangled fellows 
which read these new books, for they be heretics and knaves and 
Pharisees, and likened them to a dog that gnaweth on a mary 
bone and never cometh to the pith." If anyone praise the New 
Testament, the curate is ready to fight him, and '' applieth in 
such wise his school of fence so sore continually that he feareth 
all his parishioners therewith." 

Moreover he has said he trusts to seethe bishop of Worcester 
burned, with all the new books in England about him.

lao. Akcestry of Dorset Peasants, Napier. (VIII. 
Iviii. 58, liz. 81, 82). — ^There are living at the present day in the 
parish of Minteme, Dorset, persons of the name of Napier, now 
occupying a lower position in the social scale, who claim to be 
descended from the distinguished family of the name, formerly 
landowners there and at More Crichel, whose estates have 
descended through a distaff to Henry Gerard Sturt, Lord Aling- 
ton. This claim appears to be well-founded, and the writer has 
been able to trace their line of descent from Sir Nathaniel 
Napier (or Napper as the name was usually written) of Middle- 
marsh and More Critchel, knighted at Newmarket 161 7, Sheriff 
of Dorset, 1620, and its representative in Parliament, 1625. 

Sir Nathaniel had a younger son, John Napier, as appears 
by his will dated 14th Feb., 1632, proved i Feb., 1635-6 (15 
Pele, P.C.C.) a short abstract of which has been kindly sent us 
by Mr. G. S. Fry. 

*• Nathaniel Napper of Moore Crichell, Dorset, Knight. My 
three daughters, Elizabeth, Jane and Frances. My son Robert. 
To my youngest son, James, the perpetual donation of Mintern 
Magna. My son Nathaniel. To my son, John, my burgages in 
Dorchester. My son, Gerard. My son, Robert, to be executor. 
My son [in law] Thomas Gierke, Mr. Edward Hooper, and my 
kinsman, Mr. Peter Sainthill, to be overseers." 

This son, John Napier, is stated in Hutchins' Dorset ^ 3rd 
edit., vol. iii., p. 125, in the Napier pedigree there given, to have 
died without issue. This is proved to be incorrect by the follow- 
ing abstract of the said John's will, for which we are also 
indebted to Mr. G. S. Fry.

So far with the aid of these two wills. On turning to the 
help of parish registers the following additional information is 
gained. 

At Glanvilles Wootton were baptised three of the children of 
**John Napper, gent.," (the son of Sir Nathaniel,) — viz. John, 
15th Sept., 1645; Margaret, nth Feb., 1647 » ^^^ Mary, nth 
March, 1648. These are three of the children mentioned in 
their father's will. John Napier, the father, was buried at Min- 
terne 3rd Feb. 1693-4, as ** Mr. John Napper." He is called 
" the elder ** in his will, to distinguish him from his son —

She is probably ** ye widow Napier," who 
received three shillings, part of the forfeit paid for burying in 
linen Wyndham Napier, the eldest son of the squire (another 
Sir Nathaniel Napier,) who was her late husband's second 
cousin, 28th May, 1734. Her name occurs in "The account how 
ye fifty shillings arising from ye burying of Windome Napier, 
Esq'* in linnen was disposed of." It should be noticed that in 
the list of the recipients of this forfeit, ** ye widow Napier " 
received sixpence more than any of the other poor — which may 
be taken to be a recognition of her relationship to the deceased.

121. FoiTR Dorset Broad-Shbbts. — The historian of the 
future will in all probability make more extensive use of the 
broad-side or " sheet," which, until the beginning of the last 
century took the place of the daily paper of to-day, and often 
with circumstantial accuracy, picturesque detail and surprising 
up-to-dateness, if the coining of such a term is permissible. The 
writer owes the possession of these particular sheets and others 
to the fact that no purchaser ^n bloc could be found for the unique 
collection of the late Colonel Grant, which at his sale passed into 
the hands of Mr. James Tregaskis of the '* Caxton " Head, High 
Holbom. 

Mr. Tregaskis promised the writer a preferential offer of all 
Dorsetshire and Monmouth items in case he decided (as he 
subsequently did) to break up the collection, and it thus came to 
pass that the items now conmiunicated to S. &» D, N. S* Q. were 
eventually bought by him. The broad-side relating to Jeffries' 
proceedings at Exeter appeared in facsimile some time since in 
Devon N. S» Q. The broad-sides to a great extent speak for 
themselves, and they tell at a glance the story of the tragedy of 
King Monmouth as far as Dorsetshire is concerned. The writer 
also possesses the " sheets '* relating to Bristol and Taunton. 
The latter is particularly important. 

At every turn one meets with still familiar Dorset names. 
It is evident that in the matter of Monmouth Bridport and Lyme 
took diametrically opposite sides, and that the thirteen *' rebels," 
sent for execution to Bridport, were so treated on purely ^^ pour 
encourager Us autres " grounds. 

Amongst those who were hanged at Lyme, however, was one 
Christopher Battiscomb, a young lawyer, '* possessed of a fair 
estate between Bridport and Lyme." Verst Farm within sight of 
Bridport is still owned by a Battiscomb, and was so owned at least 
two and a half centuries before " King Monmouth " became the 
subject of the derisive doggerel of the sheet entitled " Monmouth 
Degraded, or James Scot, the little King in Lyme."

A Captain under the Late Duke of Monmouth in the Western 
Reoellion ; who being Apprehended on Monday the 19th. 
of Octobir. 1685: and committed to the County- Goal 
of NiWgaU for High Treason, on the 20th. of October, 
Hanged himself in his Chamber in the Press-Yard: To- 
gether with the Remarkable Circumstances that atten- 
ded it, &c, 

STrange are the EffeAs of Despair, running Men headlong Into De- 
•tniction many times, not only of the Body, but of the better 
part, by prompting them (for the Escape of a present Calamity) to 
lay violent Hands upon themselves, and haxard thereby their own 
Eternal Welfare, as in many sad Examples, in past Ages, have ap- 
peared : Nor has this present Age been wanting to furnish the World with 
the lilce Rashness in Men, whose Understandings should have been their 
Guide, and have given them safer DlreAions to suffer patiently those Af 
flidtlons and Punishments their Sins have brought upon them, to look up- 
on them as the Scourge of their Impieties ; and not to add Sin to Sin, by 
wilfully casting, as it were, that Talent of Life in the Face of their Crea- 
tor, which he has given them, to improve to his Glory, and the Salvation 
of their own Souls. But so it is, when Men, through Rashness, are re- 
gardless of tlieir future State, the Enemy of Mankind takes the advantage 
to push them into Ruin, and heighten the Sepce of their Guilt, into that 
of a desperate Despair ; as appears most evident in the Rash and Unadvised 
Tragedy of the Unfortnnate Person occasioning the Snbjedt of these Pages; 
to whose rash and disastrous End I shall proceed. 

Rob$ri Long, otherwise Bak*r, formerly an Ion-keeper in the Town of 
Shaftsbuty; where for some Years he lived very plentifully, and was pos- 
sessed of a good Trade in the Way of his aforesaid Employment ; bnt not 
being contented therewith, nor to live happy in his Stadon under the pro- 
teftion of his Lawful Prince, betook himself to Unlawful Prances, and 
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temne one in the Late Rebellioii in the Wut; andthere.aea Cmptain, he 
Commanded a Party of the Rebela In Arms, headed by the Late Dnke 
otMommouik; and was aanaHy in the Fight on the Moor near Bridge- 
maUr, where the Rebels, on the Sixth cijmly, were brolten, and pot to the 
Rent ; he. at that time, escapinf: But so it hapned that, after absoondinga 
while, he made for London, and there disguised himself as mneh as possible ; 
bat notwithstanding on the Nineteenth of this instant Octob$r, in the 
Sirmnd, he was Seised and Charged as aTraytor. for being in the Rebelli- 
on aforesaid, and taking a Command, and thereupon committed to the 
County Goal of N$wgaU as such ; when being confined to a dose Chamber 
in the Press-yard of the Goal aforesaid, he became very MelanchoUy, his 
Countenance, at the same time, shewing a kind of \^dness, not belngin the 
least free in Speech, but of a Reserred temper, being often obsenred to Sigh 
and Groan to himself, little regarding Bating or Drinking, and in that con- 
dition he continued all Tunday the soth of OctoUrin the Evening, when one 
of the Keepers going, as is customary, to see what he wanted, and unlock- 
ing the Door, found it Barrocado'd within side ; upon which he knocked 
aloud, but could not make him Reply, whereat after, divers Repetitions of 
knocking, he called some of his Fellows and forced open the Door ; where, 
up on Entrance, they beheld the sad Effeas of Despair. 

The Person before-mentioned, viz. Long, Mlias Bakt, hanged by a small 
Cord, on a Hook that supported the Tester of his Bed ; the Cord, be- 
side that part which went about his Neck, not exceeding sixteen Inches ; 
his Feet bearing on the Ground, and his Neck hanging awry. Where- 
upon, they run to him. and sni»ported him, in hopes to bring him to Life 
again ; but upon handling his Face, Pulses, Stomach, and the like, found 
he was quite dead; whenas they took him not down, but attended the 
Coming of the Coroner, who Summoned his Jury ; and on Wtdntsday the 
tist. of Odobtr, about One of the Clock, the Jury took a View of the Bo- 
dy, and examined the Witnesses ; by whose Testimony it appearing, that 
no Person was with the Deceased, but that he was locked in by hhnself, 
the Keeper, or Turn-Key of the Press- Yard having been with him some 
Hours before, and seen him Well, as to his Bodily Health ; and that, up- 
on his Return, he found the Circumstances as I have before related. Up- 
on this, the Jurors withdrew to a House adjacent, and there brought it In, 
P»h ds/$ : Or, that. Through his Despair, occasioned by the Horrour of 
his Guilt, he laid Violent Hands upon himself: All the Evidences indu- 
cing them so to believe, and nothing appearing that presented a Shadow 
of the contrary. 

Whieh unadvised Rashness, we hope, will prove a Warning to others, 
in deterring them ftom contrading such Guilt, as the Horrour thereof Is 
capable of Running them upon the Rock of Despair.

123. WssTON-iN-GoRDANO Old Cross. — ^Thc following 
letter of Roger Soudon is chiefly of interest in mentioning th6 
old cross which formerly existed at Weston-in-Gordano, of which 
there is now no trace. The writer is buried at £aston-in-Gordano, 
and his monument is, or was, against the N. wall of the chancel, 
with this inscription," Hie jacet Rogenis Soudon, hujus parochiae 
et Portburiae vicarins, obiit quarto die Martii anno Domini 1 703.'* 
The letter was written to Sir Robert Southwell of King'sWeston, 
CO. Gloucester, in answer to some queries concerning the 
Percevals. 

'•Aug. 24, 1698." 
"Sir" 

" I was at Weston on Monday last in the Afternoon and 
searched among the monuments of the Dead for what related to 
the Family of the Percivals and truly I came away not a little 
concerned to think that I should find no more Memoirs of a 
Family whose first founder as the Ancient Inhabitants of the 
place declare by oral Tradition came in with William ye Con- 
queror. There is no date on any of their Tombs nor so much as 
a letter of their name, save only on one where I found a name and 
a short Inscription. I took one Mr. Callis along with me into the 
Church, an -ancient School Master of that Village aged allmost 4 
score, a grave and sober Person, who as he tells me has been ac- 
quainted with the Family these 3 score years and from the notices 
he and others gave me, I give your Worship this account. 

The last of that Family that lies buried there is Thomas 
Percival Esqr aged 77, he was interred in the Church October — 
A.D. 1692, he had never but one Child Mrs. Anne Percival who 
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was first married to Richard Lloyd [ ? Evan Lloyd of Llanemi- 
nich, Shropsh:] and is now the wife of Thomas Salisbury Esqr 
[of Bachagraige, co: Flint]. His Father's name was James Per- 
cival who lies under a Tomb in the Churchyard amongst the 
ashes of Richard Percival a Knight of ye Holy Land, and as they 
say, son to that Percival that came with Will: ye Conqueror. 
When he lay upon his Death Bed, be is reported to say these 
words —Bury me umUr the Tomb of my Noble Ancestor^ who lost a 
limb to rescue the grave of my Crucified Lord from Infidels. The 
Tomb is now a very mean thing but they tell me that 4 score 
years hence it was a stately monument. In the Church by the 
North Wall near the Pulpit lies another of the Family who (they 
say) was son to that Percival who was one of the Knights of the 
Holy Land — ^and truly I thought it not improbable when I ob- 
served the Inscription written on a Freestone monument fixed in 
the Wall above his grave. *Tis written in an ancient English 
character scarce legible by reason of its antiquity and the diffi- 
culty of the letter— The Inscription is this — Richard Percival, 
Lord for thy Bitter Passion bring his Soul into Salvation. The 
Inscription was [written] but the rest is plainly cut out of ye 
freestone. I observed in the window over the Communion Table 
the Arms of the Family painted in the glass. I asked an old man 
that stood by me, how they came here — he answered, he could not 
tell, but told me that about 40 years ago the Arms of the Family 
were in every window of the Church, but by Degrees as the win- 
dows wanted glazing they were thrown out. Another old man 
told me that in the Green Court that leads into Weston House 
there stood a Cross that had all the marks of Antiquity upon it — 
which Cross was demolished about 40 years since, and that one 
of ye ground stones of it in that square which lay on the earth, 
when they turned it up they found there 2 letters inscribed 'R.P.' 
which questionless relates to one of the Richard Percivals above 
mentioned. The sione is still to be seen and serves for the foot 
of a leaping Stock near ye House and the letter * P.' is visible on 
it, but * R.* is somewhat defaced. I shall further remark that 
James Percival was buried about the year 1630 [after 1640] and 
that from him there is no trace or footsteps [there] of any inter- 
mediate head of the Family and how many years that may in pro- 
bability be your Worship can compute far better than I. Their 
Register runs not above 50 years backward and is so imperfect 
that it does not deserve the name of one. 

" I remember Sir George Norton [of Abbots Leigh, co: 
Somerset] hath some pictures in his long Gallery that relate to 
that Family — I will wait upon him for some more Notices and 
will then presume to wait on your Worship and in the interim 
subscribe myself 

** Your most humble and obliged Servant 
•• Roger Soudon." 
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Sir George Norton died without issue, and the manor of 
Abbots-Leigh came into the family of Trenchard of Cutteridge, 
CO. Wilts : by the marriage of his sister Ellen to William Tren- 
chard (see Collinson's History of Somerset, Vol. III., p. 154). Are 
the pictures referred to at Cutteridge or rather at Stanton House 
near Highworth, co. Wilts ? The above letter is copied out of 
the MS. 3rd Vol. of Anderson's •* History of the House of Yvery,'' 
p. 77, This volume is referred to in the last page of the preface 
to the 2nd Vol., but was never published, and is mentioned in 
the Appendix to Seventh Report of the Historical MSS, Commis- 
sion, p. 233. It contains many references to places and persons 
with whom the Perceval family were connected in Somerset.

124. SoMBRSBT Archives at Lambeth Palace Library. 
— (in. xxii. 234). — 

We are indebted to the Rev. W. T. Dyne, Vicar of Ever- 
creech, for the loan of this and other Court Rolls, relating to 
that manor, preserved in Lambeth Palace Library. He intends 
to include them in a projected History of Evercreech, but in the 
meantime has generously allowed us to print them in the pages 
of 5. S'D.N.S' Q. 

The Manor of Evercreech belonged to the Bishop of Bath 
and Wells, who had a house iheje, and we find from the Itinerary 
contained in the Register of Bishop Ralph de Salopia that that 
Bishop frequently stayed at Evercreech : no doubt other Bishops 
did the same. The Rectory belonged to the Prior and Brethren 
of St. John the Baptist's Hospital at Wells, having been bestowed 
on them by Bishop Josceline in 1231, the chief duty of the 
hospital being the housing and entertainment of pilgrims to the 
Cathedral city. The church of Evercreech had formerly belonged 
to the Treasurership of the Cathedral, but Bishop Josceline 
effected an exchange with the church of Martock (see Welis Caih, 
MSS. p. 26). 

There is no royal road to the study of Court Rolls, but we 
recommend our readers to peruse carefully the third chapter of 
Capes's Rural Life in Hampshire; the chapter is entitled 
*' Manorial Usages/' and there will be found many a clue to the 
understanding of such a document as the one we are considering : 
the duties, for instance, of the Reeve or Bailiff {preposiius) and 
of the Reepreeve (messor), the difference between a Court Baron 
and a Court Leet, the Sjrstem of frank pledge, and the divers 
offences which rendered the tenants ** at the mercy of the lord " 
{in misericordia). At these courts there was no respect of persons. 
Mr. Capes quotes an instance of the lord of the manor being 
fined for not keeping the stocks in repair, and there is an instance 
in the next of these Evercreech Rolls, preserved at Lambeth, 
(dated 1414) of the^ Bishop being summoned before his own 
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Court for allowing his fences to be in a bad state. With regard 
to the persons and places mentioned in the Roll, Adam South- 
wood evidently lived at Sonthwood, a hamlet still so named, 
on the way to Evercreech Junction ; there are at least two 
Mills in the parish, Pecking Mill and Cuttem Mill; we do not 
know which of these was ** the lord*s Mill," for not using which, 
several of the tenants were fined.* 

We append explanations of a few of the more difficult 
terms.

" Students and admirers of Browning will be interested to 
know that a Tablet has just been erected in S. Rumbold's Church, 
Pentridge, to the memory of Robert Browning, an ancestor of the 
poet. The Browning family resided in Pentridge daring the 
greater part of the eighteenth century. Thomas Browning, the 
poet*s great-grandfather, held the lease of Woodyates Inn (men- 
tioned by Thomas Hardy in *^ Lifers Little Ironies ") and was for 
many years churchwarden of Pentridge. The Tablet now erected 
in Pentridge Church is of white marble on a setting of dove grey 
marble, and bears the following inscription : — 

To the Memory of 

ROBERT BROWNING, 

of Woodyates in this Parish, who died 

Nov. 25th, 1746, and is the earliest 

known forefather of

• 132. Livery-Tablb. (VIII. Ivii. 3, lix. 96.)— The Century 
Dictionary gives. — " Livery-table, a side table or cupboard. Fuller, 
Pisgah Sight V. i 18." The words of Fuller may be worth quoting. 
Speaking often tables for the she w-bread (2 Chron. v. 9) he says — 
"I am confident there was but one principal table for the 
presentation of the shew-bread, whereas, by God*s appointment, 
the twelve cakes were set in two rows (Levit. xxiv. 5, b), according 
to the number of the twelve tribes of Israel. Now, if there were 
ten tables provided for that purpose, the twelve cakes could not be 
equally set upon them without a fraction. I conceive, theref ore, 
the other nine only as side-cupboards, or livery tables, ministerial 
to the principal one, as whereupon the shew-bread elect was set 
before the consecration thereof, and whereon the old shew-bread, 
removed for some time, might be placed when new was subsituted 
in the room thereof." F. W. W. 
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133. As far back as the 15th century, when our ancestors 
supped at 5 or 6 in the evenini^, and dined in the morning at 10 
or II, it was customary to serve out or deliver to the guests on 
retiring for the night certain rations of food and drink which were 
placed in a small cupboard called a *' livery cupboard.'* The 
bedroom livery table was no doubt a small side table on which 
such provision was placed.

134. Marshall Marriages (VIII. Ivii. 35 ; Iviii. 51 ; lix.

Could then Sir James Perceyal his grandfather have married 
twice, Joan Kenne as the House of Yvery states, (in his will he 
refers to, '* my brother, John Kenne '*) and Joan Marshall as the 
Rev. F. Brown states in his Fitzjames pedigree?

** Wyves " in the copy of his will, given in the House of Yvery, 
is correct. Reference to his will (dated 15 June, 1536) in the 
Registry at Wells should determine the correctness of this copy, 
I*am too faraway to go and see. Perhaps Mr. Weaver may be able 
kindly to throw light on the grounds for this statement of the 
Rev. F. Brown, as he was not likely to have made it without some 
good foundation. 

With regard to the stated origin of the wife of Edmund 
Perceval, the Visitation of Soms : and Dors : by Rob^ Cooke seems 
to be the authority from which the Editor of the H. of Y. 
obtained his information, unless he added *^ of Huntspill," for as 
Mr. Marshall says, Coilinson states that the property there passed 
from the DeMarisco family about 1373.

chief indented (gules) three crosses patty of the first * Perceval.

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As regards the two Shields on the corbels of the window — 
I had a very short time, and no steps for a close inspection ; the

plant, but the ** femme '* of the sinister was quite distinct, though 
the charges looked more like * an attire ' than a branch ; however 
it is quite possible to be the coat which Gerard gives asSoMERTON. 

Although he says 
that Robert de Somerton left for his heir Peter son of Rafe de 
Ivelton, by Cicily his wife, only heir of Robert. She remarried 
Sir Leonard Stowell, Colby's Som, Visit. 106, but it is not among 
the Stowell quarterings, especially if Ivelton ought to be read 
Ivythorne, though these Iveltons might have adopted the Somerton 
coat then, instead of their usual one. I cannot find this coat in 
any reference book ; it is curious Gerard makes no mention of 
Ivythorne in his work. 

The charges on the " barons " are like dice boxes with a 
wreath round the middle, not at all like heraldic chessrooks, as 
the tops are not cercell^e, I am inclined to think they represent 
cups, and that the coat is * Azure a chevron between three cups 
or' Marissal or Marshall given by Rudder, p. 803, as in 
Westbury Church. This way of spelling the name might easily 
have led to Collinson's saying Edmund Perceval married Isabel 
de Marisco or Mareis, as well as to show the later grant to be 
Marshalls was founded on the Rooke coat, not an adaptation of 
the old one : but, for want of steps. I could not make out any 
mullets on the chevron with the aid of glasses, and so must take 
them on Mr. J. C. Marshall's authority ; when, if read so, it 
would be Butler. It would be worth while taking rubbings of 
both these shields. F. Were. 

136. The name 'Philip.* — 
Phi nota foetoris, lippus gravis omnibus horis. 
Sit Phi, sit lippus semper procul, ergo Philippus : 
Quoted by Wright in his glossary to Piers Plowman, s, v. 
fyen, from MS. Cotton, of 13th centur>'. In Somerset, where the 
Glastonbury traditions brought St. Philip, one might have ex- 
pected frequent dedications of churches in his name. Only two, 
however, are recorded, Burtle and Norton St. Philip's, both in the 
joint names of St. Philip and St. James. Can it be that this 
couplet had an influence in making the name distasteful ?

138. Trinity School, Dorchestbr. (Vol. V. zxzvi. 
134.) — In 1897, 1 inserted in S. &^ D. N, &» Q, a note respect- 
ing this School, and asked for information about it ; none was 
forthcoming ; it may therefore be well to place on record the fol- 
lowing notes respecting the two schools existing in Dorchester 
in the early part of the seventeenth century.

*• A free grammar school was founded and endowed in the 
year 1579 by Mr. Thomas Hardy of Wyke, near Weymouth, for a 
master and an usher : the government is vested in trustees. It has 
a trifling exhibition of £% per annum arising out of the profits of 
the markets, at any college in either of the Universities, in addition 
to which there are two exhibitions of / 10 per annum each at St. 
John's College, Cambridge, for scholars either from St. Paul's 
School, London, or from the free school of Dorchester. A 
second school was re-founded by the Corporation about 1623, 
having existed prior to the establishment of the Grammar School, 
and intended as a subordinate institution. The master is ap- 
pointed by the Corporation, and instructs gratuitously five boys 
of their nomination in reading, writing and arithmetic."

" A Free Grammar School was founded and endowed by Mr. 
Thomas Hardy in the year 1579 the Government of which is 
vested in trustees. 

A second school, founded prior to the grammar school, was 
founded in 1623 by the Corporation." 

Both these authorities agree that the second school existed 
before the free Grammar School, and it appears probable that the 
stone placed over the present Grammar School bearing the date 
1569, with the Queen's Arms supported by a Lion and a Wyvem, 
belonged originally to the second school, built by the townsmen 
ten years before Mr. Hardy's foundation Both the Trinity old 
School and the Free Grammar School perished in the great fire 
of 1613, and were rebuilt, the latter in 161 8, the former in 1623, 
but as Mr. Hardy's endowment bears the date August 3, 21 Eliz. 
1579, and the first master appointed was Edward Doughty. 1580, 
it is fair to assume that this is not the school bearing date of stone 
1569, but of the old school which existed prior to Hardy's en- 
dowment. 

Hutchins in his History of Dor ut only gives the first three 
masters of the Trinity School. I have succeeded after much re- 
search in obtaining a complete list, which I now append.

Skeat's Dictioruiry under 'Whortleberry' derives that word 
from A. S. wyriil, a small shrub, dimin. of wyri, a wort. He 
adds *• Not from heori-berige^hdni-btTTj, as Lye carelessly asserts."

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148. An Extraordinary Dog. (VIII. lix. 137). — My 
mother remembered the dog, and its owner. She said {Memories 
and Traditions^ 1895, p. 55). . . .** 'Count Dawe/ a curious eccen- 
tric man who lived in Dorchester with his mother. His early 
daj^s had been spent in France, and he always dressed and looked 
like a Frenchman. A well-shaped active man, he danced very 
well, and turned out his toes in walking rather absurdly. He 
wore a French hat with rosette, and had many elaborate canes 
with tassels. The mother and son lived very quietly, though the 
Count sometimes went to a ball ; he was proud of his dancing. My 
interest was chiefly in his dog Caesar, a magnificent black New- 
foundland. Sometimes the Count would exhibit to the bystanders 
the feats of Caesar in the river, fetching and carrying at the word 
of command given in military style. I was always delighted when 
I and my nursemaid were present ; I was very fond of Caesar, who 
sometimes allowed me to pat his head. He was once exhibited 
on the stage, and I went to see my friend. The Count had com- 
posed an ode, which was repeated while Caesar stood on a pedestal 
in front of the audience. Two players stood respectively before 
and behind him, and repeated the ode. Caesar remained perfectly 
quiet, receiving the homage graciously. As for the verses 1 only 
remember he was compared to Julius Caesar, and the words Veni^

152. BucKLAND Newton. (VIIL lix. 86.) — In reply to 
H's enquiry at page 1 10 ; ** How did the village, which we now 
call Buckland Newton, get the second part of its name ?'* 

Our late Dorset Poet, the Rev. William Barnes, when my 
guest some years ago at Buckland Newton Vicarage, told me that 
' Newton ' means the new enclosure, in contrast with the adjoining 
Parish of Alton, which means the old enclosure, ton signifying 
enclosure in Saxon. 

In corroboration of this view that there was an earlier settle- 
ment at Alton St. Pancras than at Buckland, it may be mentioned 
that before their respective restorations in ' the seventies,* Alton 
Parish Church had older work than anything in Buckland Newton 
Church. 

At Alton there was a Saxon Chancel Arch, which perished 
in the restoration. It fell entirely to pieces, and the ruins of it 
could not be used again. 

There is still at Alton a Window, partly Norman, in the 
North wall of the Chancel, showing, on the outside, the tran- 
sition from Norman to Early English. The original moulding 
evidently was Norman ; then at a later period a stone was pat 
above, with the upper part moulded as a Lancet Window. 

At Buckland Newton all the ancient work in the church has 
been carefully preserved, but nothing in the fabric is earlier than 
the North Windows in the fine Early English Chancel, which 
dates from about A.D. 1280. 

Buckland is so mamed from the tenure of its land, by deed 
in writing, called Bocland or Bockland, i^„ Bookland ; whereas 
Folkland, on the contrary, was land held by common consent, 
not by a written document.

153. KiLMiNGTON (Devon) Church Wardens' accounts, 
1SSS-1608. Edited by Robert Cornish. W. Pollard and Co., 
Exeter. 1901. pp. iv. + 99* 

Mr. Cornish is a painstaking archaeologist. We believe that 
he has transcribed and indexed the Axminster Registers, and now 
he has given us useful and genuine work by editing the early 
Churchwardens' accounts of the little parish of Kilmington, a 
parochial chapelry annexed to the Vicarage of Axminster. 

The accounts for 1 556-7 and 1557-8 are extremely interesting : 
for they shew that all over England, the church authorities were 
busy restoring the churches and services to what they had been 
before " the unhappy divisions." Thus in the former year the 
churchwardens paid 2/6 for *' a processioner boke," and various 
sums for" ij tapers agaynst Christmas," •* a paschall taper" and "a 
sepulcur taper," while in the latter year we find three occasions 
on which lod. were spent " for ij days worke abowte the rood- 
laught," a curious spelling of rood-loft : 8d. was paid to Thomas 
Crandon for fetching a " portys," i.e., a portiforium or breviary, 
and they probably had to send to Exeter for it. A sum was also 

5 aid this year "for a paschall taper, a sepulker taper and for 
ndas lyghts." 

The Editor explains in a note that a " Judas light " was 
the wooden dummy that bore the central candle of the Paschal 
taper ; we think however that this term was applied to all wooden 
holders for candles. The word occurs twice in Churchwardens' 
Accounts {Somerset Record Society, vol. iv,)once at Yatton (p 99.) 

1456-7 "to J. Hyckys to make a Judas and the font tapyr 
viijd." and once at Tintinhull (p. 185) where there were 40 such 
light holders ranged along the rood-loft. 

145 1-2 "Item Willelmo Perys locate ad faciendum de novo 
xl Judaces ligneas ad portandum luminaria stantia coram alta 
cruce ad thascam xd." 

In 1 590- 1 there is an interesting account of a special Church 
Ale held to raise funds to buy a Bible. The Bible cost 28*-/4<* 

The curious word " bawderye," sometimes elsewhere " baw- 
drip," occurs, and the Editor says it is the [leather] belt by which 
the bell-clapper is hung ; no doubt be is right : the New English 
Dictionary contains an interesting article on the word. 

Space forbids us to give more extracts from these interesting 
accounts ; we must refer our readers to them for various items 
relating to Gaol and Hospital Money, Money for Maimed Soldiers, 
Parish Armour, Musters, Butts, the Church House, a Parish 
House, and a Priests' House.

— The 
Inquisitions Post mortem of which a first instalment is now given, 
and which will be continued from time to time, are taken in 
alphabetical order from the original documents preserved at the 
Public Record Office, London. It is not necessary to state here 
what they are or why they were taken, full particulars being given 
in most handbooks on genealogy, and they have been fully 
described in several works published in the Index Library 
(British Record Society), Mr. Bird's Handbook to the Public 
Records^ Mr. Phillimore's H'nv to trace a family history, &c., &c. 

The calendar of Inquisitions for the period Henry III to 
Richard III (1216-1485) was prepared by Mr. E. A. Fry for the 
Dorset Field Club and appeared in their Transactions for 1 896, 
Vol. XVII.

In Porton half a virgate of land of 
the gift of Richard de Porton of the fee of Gilbert de OskereswulL 
And in Estchaluedon i virgate of land of the gift of Randle 
Eskermissur of the fee of William Harang, In West Chaluedon 
half a virgate of land and 5s. 8d. of yearly rent of the gift of 
Robert de Bosco of the fee of Alfred (Aluri) de Lincoln.

156. Dorset Records. — In conjunction with my friend 
and kinsman, Mr. E.. A. Fry, I have had some experience in 
searching Dorset Records. With those preserved in London, (at 
the Record OflSce, Somerset House, Lambeth, or British Museum) 
we have had very little difficulty, but with the local records 01* 
experience has been of a totally different nature. We have nevet 
been able to ascertain readily what really existed, and when wfe 
have possessed a clue to the existence of documents it has beeti 
a troublesome matter to discover their custodian. There must be 
many who have found themselves in a similar position and it has 
occurred to me that, if, through the pages of S. &» D. N. & Qi, 
we could be furnished, from time to time, with full particulars of 
the records preserved in different parts of the county, or outside 
it, other than in London, very great assistance would be rendered 
to all students of Dorset history. 

The records of which it is desirable to have the fullest in- 
formation are : I . County Records. 2. T6wn Records. 3. Probate 
Court Records. 4. Parish Register Transcripts. 5. Marriagb 
Licences. 

I. County Records. The Report of the Committee on 
Local Records, issued in October last, does not give much help. 

Vol. VIII. Part lxi. March, 1903. n. 
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At p. 7 of the Appendix is a reference to a list of records in the 
Dorset Conntj Record Room in the jear 1877. There is a note 
however stating that this list is not printed (in the appendix it is 
presumed). Would it be possible to print in these pages the sub- 
stance of this list, brought down to the present time, so that we 
may know exactly the nature and extent of the County Records 
now at the Shire Hall, Dorchester ? 

2. Town Records. Full particulars with regard to the 
Records of Bridport* Shaftesbury and Weymouth have been pub- 
lished, and we are greatly indebted to Mr. Wainwright, Canon 
Mayo and Mr. Moule for their labours. Canon Mayo has tran- 
scribed the Dorchester Charters, and made an analysis of Minute 
Books and other documents belonging to the Borough, which now 
await the fiat of the Corporation for their publication. Will 
someone do a similar work, or failing this, contribute to ^. 6* D. 
N. & Q. a full descriptive calendar of the documents (charters, 
leases, burgess lists, school lists, apprentice rolls, &c., &c.) belong- 
ing to the local authorities at Blandford, Ljrme, Poole, Sherborne, 
Wareham, Wimbomet and any other places where such records 
exist. At some towns it is possible that, in addition to the 
records already enumerated, there may be port documents giving 
particulars of emigrants, &c., and it is very desirable to have full 
information of these. 

3. Probate Court Records. There are few Wills at 
Blandford of an earlier date than 1660, and if it were not for the 
Wills at the P. C. C, and in the court of the Dean of Sarum for 
the 49 parishes, &c., in that jurisdiction, Dorset would be very 
badly off for testamentary records. I have endeavoured to trace, 
but so far without success, calendars or lists of an earlier date 
than those now in use at Blandford, and I am inclined to think 
the existing calendars must be taken rather as lists of the docu- 
ments now preserved, than as exhaustive records of the Wills 
proved and Administrations granted during the period to which 
they refer. I have come across references to Wills about which 
litigation was pending in the Archdeacon's Court, but have not 
yet been able to find either the documents in the cases or the Wills 
themselves. There are rumours of Wills and other testamentary 
records existing in some stable at Blandford, but nothing definite 
can be gleaned. 

Are there any representatives still in the county of early 
Registrars of either the Archdeaconry or Consistory Courts, and 
have they any documents or books which will in any way supple- 
ment the present information at Blandford ? 

4. Parish Register Transcripts. I don't know whether 
Dorset is worse off than other counties as regards early Parish 
Registers, but whenever I have particularly wanted an early 
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reference the Register has not been forthcoming. If the early 
registers of Iwerne Minster, Shillingstone and Tarrant Gunville 
could be produced, many important questions relating to my own 
family could be settled, and I am consequently very curious to 
find out the whereabouts of the Transcripts. Those for the 49 
parishes, &c., in the Peculiar of the Dean of Sarum are, I under- 
stand, at Salisbury, but those for the county generally, now in 
existence at Blandford, are said to date from 1730 only, and for 
some years after are very incomplete. 

The disappearance of the earlier Transcripts is, no doubt, 
attributable to the fire at Blandford ; but as there are other docu- 
ments still existing, such as Wills, which the fire spared, the 
question arises whether the Transcripts previous to 1730 were 
really destroyed. At any rate it is presumed there would be two 
series, the Archdeacons* and the Bishops*, and if the Archdeacons' 
series, which was probably kept at Blandford, was consumed in the 
fire, it is possible that the Bishops' series may exist, and may pro- 
bably be among the Bristol records, as it is very unlikely that in 
1837, when Dorset was restored to the Salisbury diocese, the Bris- 
tol authorities would have handed over, or those of Salisbury have 
enquired about, the Parish Register Transcripts. Unless, there- 
fore, the information as to the earliest date of the transcripts now 
at Blandford is wrong, it appears that the only hope for the com- 
plete scries is at Bristol, and perhaps someone can say authoritii- 
tively whether or not they are in existence there. 

5. Marriage Licences. The licences for the 49 parishes, 
&c.. in the Peculiar of the Dean of Sarum are, I believe, at 
Salisbury, but those for the County generally are stated to be at 
Blandford, and to date from 1825 only. Where are the earlier 
licences or bonds ? Is there any possibility of their existence 
at Bristol ? 

Among the publications of the Historical Manuscripts Com- 
mission is an account of the Mtiniments of the Dean and Chapter 
of Salisbury (Report on Manuscripts in various Collections, Vol. 
I. 1901). Among these are documents relating to certain Dorset 
parishes, e.g., Beere {}), Burton, Castleton, Ceme Abbey, 
Iweme. Folke, Helton (?), Horton, Melbury Abbas, Poorestock, 
Shaftesbury, Sherborne, Toller Whelme, Wimborne, and possibly 
some others. If someone at Salisbury, with the necessary leisure, 
would favour us with an exhaustive account of the nature and 
dates of these documents, a very useful addition would be made 
to our information about Dorset records.

— Our 
correspondent, Mr. Kent, has forwarded to us an English trans- 
lation of the will of Sir Richard Lake, from P. C. C, 14 Wattys. 
Though he was beneficed in the Isle of Wight he had an in- 
terest in Dorset, for he refers to his rams and cows at Catstoke 
in that county. In fact he was rector of that parish, to which 
he was instituted 9th Feb., 1470 (Hutchins* Dorset, iv. p. 14). 
At the date of his institution he is termed Chaplain of High

This little book is not only curious in itself but from Ihf 
further fact that it is interleaved with blank pages» on many \»f 
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which has been written in a contemporary hand a quantity of 
notes, partly Scriptural, partly legal, together with petitions 
addressed to Cromwell and others by Sir Richard Strode, Knt. 
Of these anon. But first of all attention may be drawn to the 
printed matter of the book. It is arranged in three divisions 
(i) A portion consisting of upwards of i6 pages (the exact num- 
ber cannot be given as a leaf or more is missing) containing 
portrait of the author, title-page, address * To the Reader,' and 
• Observations on the Eclipses happening this Year.' (2) The 
Calendar with observations on each month, and the place of the 
Planets, &c. ; and Tabulae Domorum, being 63 pages, unnum- 
bered. (3) "A New Years-gift, 1651," dealing with legal sub* 
jecis, followed by matters relating to the family of Strode, pp. 23. 
It is curious that both this printed portion and the MS. observa- 
tions should deal with the afifairs of the same family. 

A memorandum by a former owner, inserted in the book, 
says '* 1744. N.B. Will" Bennett my Ten' of Gold's Tenem* in 
Evershot bought of a Barber of y« Towne this book for 2/6." 
The writer of this note does not affix his name. The book was 
advertised for sale in Sotheran's April Catalogue, 1902, price 
£3 3 o. 

Sir Richard Strode, above mentioned, was son of Sir William 
Strode of Newnham, Devon, and married Catherine, daughter of 
Sir Robert Strode of Pamham, Netherbury, Dorset, by his first 
wife, Mary, daughter of Thomas Lutterel of Dunster Castle. 

It will be well to take first in order the printed matter relat- 
ing to the Strodes. On page 15 of the third section of the book 
occurs « 

** An Act concerning Richard Strode.'* 

•' 4. H. 8. 8. Complaining sheweth, Richard Strode Gen. of 
the County of Devonshire on of the Burgises for Plympton. That 
where the said Richard Strode condescended with other of this 
house to put forth bills in this Parliament against certain Tinners, 
for reformation of the perishing & destroying of divers ports 
havens & creeks, & other bills for the common weale of the said 
County, because the said Richard is a Tynner, and for the causes 
& matters aforesaid one John Furse Tynner Understuard of the 
Stemirie in the said County, at 4 of his said Courts the said 
Richard was fined at each 40I. in all 4 80I. publishing then that 
the said Richard at the last Parliament at Westminster would 
have voided and utterly destroi'd all liberties , priviledges and 
franches concerning the stemerie : for which the said Richard by 
an act and ordinance made by inners at Crokerentor, was there 
one fined 80-pound. To which the said Richard was never 
warned nor called to make answer to the premises, contrary to all 
laws, right, reason and good conscience, and yet for the sae 80 1. 
the said Richard was imprisoed at Lidford Castle in a dongeon 
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nnder ground 3 weeks and more, there or else-where, until let out 
by a writ of Priviledge out of the Kings Exchequer at Westmin- 
ster, for that he was a collector, which prison is the most annoy- 
ous, contagious and detestable place within this Realme, so that 
he was put in great perril and jeoperdie of his life, and on John 
Agwilliam authorized by the said King entreated and promised 
the keeper 4 marks to use him straitly and put irons upon him, 
and to give him but bread and water : which four marke (to save 
his life) the said Richard promised and paid of it to the keeper 
13. s, 4. d. and was bound in a 100 1. to be a true prisoner during 
the Kings pleasure in the Castle of Lidford, and also was bound 
to do nothing whereby he shall in the Law be deemed out of pri- 
son, wherefore the premisses by the great wisdomes tenderly con- 
sidered, the said Richard humbly prayeth that it may be or- 
dained, established, and enacted by the King, Lords, and the 
Commons in this Parliament assembled and by authority of the 
same that the same condemnations of the said 80. 1. and every 
parcel had or to be had for any of the premises to be void against 
the said Richard and of none effect. 

And over that it be enacted by the said authority that all 
suits, executions, charges of imprisonment &c. had or to be put 
hereafter unto or upon the said Richard, and to every other of the 
person or persons of ore specified, that now be of this present Par- 
liament or that of any Parliament hereafter shall or FOR ANY bill, 
SPEAKING reasoning or DECLARING of any matter or mat- 
ters concerning the Parliament to be commenced and treated of 
to be utterly void, and of none effect. 

And also that if the said Rich. STRODE, or any of the said 
person or persons hereafter be vexed or troubled or otherwise 
charged for any causes aforesaid, he and they shall be paid treble 
damages and costs upon an action of the case wherein no pro- 
tection essoyn &c. shall be allowed.** 

This is followed, on page 17, by a letter from Robert to 
William Strode, to which immediately succeeds, on the next 
page, a statement of Sir Richard Strode*s legal troubles. 

P. 17. " To the worshipful my special good cousen William 
Strode Esquire at Nunham these be delivered.** 

MY good Cousen there hath been some conference between us concern- 
ing an entermarriage between your sonne and my daughter^ and 
now having a came to use some money by reason of a certain purchase 
I made of late^ I thinh it fit to acquaint you with my mind^ if you 
please to deale with me for my daughter ^ I will accept of you before any 
man living, and a thousand pound better cheape then any other I protest 
to you, I will assure unto your son and my daughter and to their hiers 
for ever yearly, six hundred pound (besides my leases, which I do 
valew at least yearly a hundred and fourty pound) for two thousand 
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pound. If it please you to come to Pamaham we will confer of the 
matter at large^ Par$taham in hast this 20 of June 1596. 

Your most assured cousen 

Robert Strode. 

" This letter was shewed unto Henry Derby gent, at the time 
of his examination on the behalf of Sir William and Sir Richard 
Strode Knights at the suite of Sir Robert Strode Knight Plaintiff, 
taken the second day of November, 1611. Anno 9. Jaeobi Re^.** 

P. 18. "Sir Robert Strode of Pamaham in the County of 
Dorcet, being seised in fee of the said Pamaham manner and 
divers other lands in Dorcet and Sumerset, 39 of Eliz. and he having 
one only daughter and hier A'a/Amn for the valuable consideration 
of marriage name and blood ; and also 2000. 1, paid did by fine, 
recoveries and indentures settle his said lands, to the use of him- 
self for life (if be did not alien the limitation) and after to his 
wife Mary for life, (if she so long lived unmarried) the remainder 
to the heirs males of the body of Sir Robert Strode who then was 
out of hope of having a son, & died without a son the remainder 
to Sir Richard Strode, and the said Catherin & their heirs (being 
of the same name and blood) & for default of such issue to the 
right heirs of Sir Robert for ever & covenanted to make farther 
assurance at all times according to the trae meaning of the said 
Indentures and that the said Sir Richard and his said wife and 
their heirs should enjoy it quietly & ct. & to enter if the said Sir 
Robert did go about to alien or alter the said limetation ; But the 
said Sir Richard (finding that the said Sir Robert had and [ ? an] 
intent to deceive his own children of their said estates,[)] past his 
remainder to the Crown, to help prevent fraud yet neverthelesse, 
shortly after the said Sir Robert 7. lacobi, past his pretended 
remainder unto his younger brother Sir John Strode a Lawyer, 
for fained considerations by a fraudalent deed and new recoveries 
contrary to his first deeds and recoveries, [&] contrary to his bond 
of 2000. 1. for which his injurious dealing the said bond of 2000 
was put in suite, but staied, and made to be delivered up in 
Chancery, (without the said Sir Richards consent, and thereupon

which the said Sir John pleaded a Popes pardon viz : for his per- 
jury committed 10 years after the pardon, but the same Lord 
Coventry in the court also by his unjust proceedings, protected 
the said Sir John from punishment & delayed the said Sir 
Richard from a due hearing for his relief ; for all which the said 
Sir Richard complained four times in person to the late King, and 
the last time was at the He of weight, but themallice of the Duke 
of Buckinkam with the corruption of the Lords FtWAand Coventry 
combining, kept the said king from doing justice and the said Sir 
Richard Strode out of his possession in the said Lands at Pama- 
ham, by a chancery injunction contrary to two decrees and several 
judgements in the same court, where this cause hath depended 
since 40 of Eliz. upon which delaies by the Statute of 14. £d.

The said Sir Richard complained by his bill at the beginning of 
this happy Parliament which after twise read and committed to 
all the Knights, Citizens and Burgesses of Dorset, Devon and 
Cornwall, the said committee sent a warrant for the said Sir lohn 
to bring before them the fraudulent deed and cotmterfeit decree 
complayned of by Sir Richard Strode, but he chose rather to die 
then to give obedience thereunto, and his wife being a Windham 
had the power of that Side in the warre time unjustly to keep the 
possession of the said lands at Parnaham till the end of the first 
war, when this Lord General then Lieutenant General had totally 
routed the enemy in the West, and near about that day one of 
his souldiers, with his sword casually killed the said Sir Johns wife 
in the same place Parnaham which she so unlawfully kept against 
the said Sir Richard Strode by couler of the said fraudulent 
deed, for her son, who about the same time also fled into an other 
place and was taken prisoner for the Parliament for his malignancy : 
All which notwithstanding the said Sir Johns sonne still keeps 
the said possession contrary to the rules of law and equity. 

And though of late the said Sir Richard Strode got an order 
from 3 of the 4 Commissioners of the broad Seale for an injunction 
to have the possession of the said lands at Parnaham whieh 
Mr. Prideaux opposed, yet the said Sir lohns sonne still keepeth 
the possession thereof contrary to the lawes and judgments of 
God and man as by the several decrees aforesaid and arguments . 
out of the judged case hereafter mentioned do more plainly 
appear. 

[Here follows a citation of old legal cases which it is not 
necessary to repeat.] 

And because the late King went from his Parliament and 
tooke up arms a^nst them before Richard Strode could get Kis 
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cause and bill to be returned from the Committee and past, and 
the said Sir I. S. died also in the interim, therefore the said 
Richard STRODE hath preferred his petition humbly desiring 
the Parliament that the possession of the said manner and lands 
of Parnaham so taken in and by the warres from the right heir 
and true purchasers (who are also both active in the warres and 
very advantagious for the state therein) may be restored to the 
said R.S. untiil by legal proceedings he may or can be thence 
evicted by the common lawes of England.

163. Seal of John of Stalbridgk, Abbot of Sher- 
borne. — An illustration is here given of the Seal of John of 
Stapelbrigge or Stalbridge, who presided over the Abbey of 
Sherborne, 1285- 13 10, and we are indebted for the photograph 
from which the block is made, and for the information which 
accompanied it, to Mr. W. B. Wildman, the historian of Sher- 
borne. The seal was found in 1900 close to the old gate-house 
of the Abbey, at the time of the taking down of the shop, since 
rebuilt, of Mr. E. J. Tuffin, at the east end of the existing 
churchyard. The seal is the Abbot's personal, not official 
seal, and the matrix is about an inch in length. In the illustra- 
tion it has been enlarged. The inscription runs — 

S. JOHFS D. STAPELBRIGGE. 
[Sigillum Johannis de Stapelbrigge.] 

Hutchins (vol. iv., p. 232, footnote aa) was in doubt whether this 
Abbot's Christian name was John or Hugh, but the seal which 
has now come to light, seems to settle the matter.

164. The Parley Murder, 1803. — In the Register of 
Christchurch, Hants, is the following burial entry: — "1803. 
Dec. 5. William Harben, who was murdered by his son and 

iohn Guppy. who were both hanged and gibbetted." The Rev. 
L. A. Chudleigh, Rector of West Parley, has sent the following 
traditional account of the event, which we are glad to print, in 
the hope it will produce some further details taken from the news- 
papers of the period. Another tradition of which we have 
heard states that both the murderers were hanged in chains, and 
the entry above affirms that both were * gibbetted ' as veil as 
hanged. Is there any evidence to shew that this was the last 
example of this form of punishment ?

the consequences, — he would be hung, it wouid hnz^z a crrsc 
apon him, & so on. To this the mother replied " Upon ir,e be 
the curse, my son, only kill him/' [Note how her phrase recculs 
Rebekah to Jacob.] He yielded ; and giving his mate half-a- 
crown to help him, the two lay in wait between the barrows on 
the heath, and tried to surprise the father when retnmicg from 
Ringwood market. He spurred his horse and eRcap>ed them. A 
second attempt, when the same two men dragged the fanner out of 
his bed, pulled him downstairs, and dro^e a, screw-driver in at 
his mouth and out at the back of his head, was quite successful. 
They were both hung, — the mate at Winchester, — the son on the 
heath, and in chains, at the scene of the attempted murder. The 
tnother went mad ; she spent most of her time under the gaJlows, 
fraying away the birds [Cf. Rizpah the daughter of Aiah] and 
trying to pitch food into her son's mouth, (the lower jaw had 
dropped open), and the only joy she knew was to lodge a potato 
between the teeth. Years went by ; under that gallows 
p^ple found a favorite resort for Sunday pic-nics ; they lit their 
fires and boiled their kettles against the gallows-post, till the 
wood was quite consumed, and the upper part was only held 
up by the iron uprights affixed to the sides of the (hex- 
agonal) post. It was on Mr. Elliott's land, and he, disgusted at 
the Sunday revels, removed the whole erection. One half of the 
post he kept for himself (I do not know its fate,) the other half 
which stood, he said about six feet from earth, and out of the 
reach of the fires, he gave to my predecessor, Mr. Buller, who, to 
preserve it, set it in the churchyard as base for a sun-dial, which 
sun-dial, so some old men lold me, refused to keep true time. 
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Mr. Elliott described the execution as happening in 1800. 
Moreover he fixed the date by remarking that there was the 
usual debate whether it were the last year of the eighteenth cen- 
tury, or the first year of the nineteenth. But the entry in 
Christchurch register seems to shew that the date is wrong. Mr. 
Elliott was our churchwarden for many years, and a very well- 
known man.**

167. George Crabbe at Frome St. Quintin and Ever- 
shot. — In the autumn of 1783, Lord Thurlow presented Crabbe 
to the united livings of Frome St. Quintin and Evershot, because 
the Duchess of Rutland wished it, and because her poet-proteg^ 
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reminded her of Parson Adams. In January, 1784, Crabbe (ac- 
companied by his wife) journeyed down to Dorsetshire to take 
possession of his preferment, staying a few days en route with Mr. 
and Mrs. Edmund Burke at Beaconsfield. At Frome St. Quintin 
Crabbe says he was entertained by ** Mr. Baker, late a candidate 
for the County." It is easy to identify the poet's host with Mr. 
George Baker, who two years previously had completed Frome 
St. Quintin House, a roomy Georgian mansion close to the church, 
and on the portico of which are inscribed the words ** George 
Baker A D 1782.'* Mr. Baker died in Nov. 1803, and his nu- 
merous ''Christian and social virtues'* are commemorated by a 
handsome marble tablet on the south wall of the church, outside 
which two altar tombs belonging to the same family are still to 
be seen. Canon Ainger doubts whether Crabbe ever came into 
Dorset at all, and Hutchins (Second Edition) makes the tenure 
of his livings there terminate in 1786, and not in 1789 as his son 
asserts. There is no reason whatever to doubt Crabbe's circum- 
stantial account of his going there for induction, confirmed as it 
is by the inscription on Frome St. Quintin House, although the 
writer has failed to obtain any details of the '* candidature for the 
county" spoken vaguely of by Crabbe, while describing his host. 
The entries in the Frome St. Quintin baptismal register during 
February and March, 1784, bear a strong resemblance to Crabbe's 
well-known handwriting, but there is no signature. It seems 
probable that the Rev. Nathaniel Bartlett acted as Crabbe's 
Curate during the whole time he was Rector. Possibly he was a 
native of Evershot, and one of the Churchwardens bore the same 
name. By the courtesy of the Rev. P. Milne the writer examined 
the Churchwardens' Account Books from 1784 to 1789 with the 
following result : — In Nov., 1785, one shilling was paid for the 
postage of ''a letter from the Rev. Mr. Crabbe, appointing 
Thomas Brett clerk ; " the Rev. G. Crabbe was assessed every 
year, from 1784 till 1788, for is. 3d. rates on glebe and tythes ; 
in 1789 his name no longer appears, and John Langfield succeeds 
Nathaniel Bartlett as Curate. The entries in these books are 
sometimes of a very curious nature, e,g.y a cart was provided to 
stay the spread of smallpox by conveying an infected family as 
far out of the parish as possible ; one shilling was voted for the 
repair of the stocks and for ** a prayer for His Majesty," while 
two pages are devoted to the undue prevalence of ** drunken 
quarrels and the cries of murder and fire in the night-time " and 
the means for their prevention.

169. Somerset Carthusians, Books, &c.— The two docu- 
ments quoted below, both of the late 15th or early i6th century, are 
preserved in the Public Record Office. The first, considering the 
scarcity of lists of English Carthusian libraries, has a more than 
local interest. The Life of Christ which Dom John Wheteham 
took to Hinton was no doubt that by Ludolph of Saxony, who, at 
one time a Dominican, ended his years in the Charterhouse at 
Strasbourg. The earliest printed copy of his book in the British 
Museum is A.D. 1474. The book ** malumgravatum" is probably 
known to those acquainted with the literature of contemplative 
devotion. The full title of the Revelations of S. Matilda is 
Speculum Spiritualis grade ac mirahilium revelationum diviniius 
factarum sacris virginihus Mechiildis et Gerirudis ; the two saintly 
ladies were of the family of the Counts of Hackeborn, and were 
nuns of the convent of Helffede in Germany during the last half 
of the 1 3th century ; the book was evidently a favourite with the 
Carthusians, the first edition of it being printed by a German 
monk of the Order in 1539. * The last book named may have been 
a compilation by Wheteham of the old and new statutes of his 
Order. The second document is merely an example of the usual 
outfit of a Charterhouse monk.

Compare the old story of the unwilling bride- 
groom who, when asked — ** Wilt thou have this woman to thy 
wedded wife ? " replied, ** I be forced to, Maister." The express- 
ion " being led with a rope to church " is unusual. It may be 
metaphorical.

171. The Murder of Betty Trump. (VIII. Ivii. 32, 
Iviii. 46.)—** Ilmimster, Important Disclosurb. Some of our 
readers will perhaps recollect that about 14 years since a most 
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horrid marder was committed on Backland Hill, about six miles 
from this town. The unfortunate victim was a young girl, about 
fourteen years of age, named Trump ; and although a person 
named Flood (whose innocence of the crime laid to his charge 
has been fully established) was taken up and discharged on 
suspicion of being the murderer, yet no clew had yet been 
obtained which could lead to the discovery of the actual per- 
petrator of the deed. One day last week (Friday) a man con- 
fessed that himself and two other persons were concerned in the 
affair. His evidence and confession were immediately taken 
down by Mr. Nicholetts, of South Petherton, and the man is now 
in custody. The other persons are also being sought after, and 
it appears every way probable that the perpetrators of this 
diabolical murder will shortly be brought to justice. As a 
thousand contradictory reports are in circulation, we forbear, for 
the present saying anything more than that the man is in safe 
custody, and other important intelligence may be expected 
shortly.

I 
always took the * Golden Pen,' either as the Inspired Pen of the 
Gospels, or the Pen or fold of the Sheep, without finding out 
what it meant in the singer's mind. She pronounced * Twelve ' 
as * Twell,' I suppose to make it rhyme with Bell. The following 
is her version of the Carol. J. B. Mbdlky. 

Sing all over One. What was One ? 
One was God, the Righteous Man, 
To save our souls in rest, Amen. 
&c., &c., &c.. 

Two was the Jewry. 

Three was the Trinity. 

Four was the Lady bore. 

Five was the Man alive. 

Six was the Cnicifix. 

Seven was the Star of Heaven. 

Eight was the Crooked Straight. 

Nine was the Water-wine.

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173. KiNGSWAY IN Mark. — In the volume of Proceedings 
of the Somerset A, &» N, H, Society for 1902, on page 50, in an 
extract from the Diary of the late Dr. Giles allusion is made to 
the name Kingsway in Mark, in support of a tradition that an 
Abbot of Glastonbury once feasted a King of England in High 
Hall, in that parish. 

I have always understood that this road received its name 
from King James H having taken it in his route to Sedgemoor in 
1685. and that this is the almost certain origin of the name may 
be inferred from the following entry, in an old book belonging to 
a Mr. Thomas House of Mark, which I copied many years ago. 

•* 1685 The King passed through Mark on the 27th day of 
August and the Churchwardens gave the Ringers 10/-"

From 
the context I infer that the reference is to wood cut on the 
estate, which the writer purchased from his employer.

176. Sir Charles Sturt, Australian Explorer. — 
He was one of the eight children of Thomas Lennox Napier 
Sturt, born 1767, and Jeanette, n^ Wilson, his wife, third son 
(surviving infancy) of Humphrey Sturt of Horton, M.P. for 
Dorset from 1754 to his death in 1786. Sir Charles Sturt, who 
married Charlotte C. Greene, was bom at Chunar Ghur in India, 
1793, and entered the Army, 181 3, as Ensign of 39th Foot. He 
became Captain in 1826, and left England in the Mariner, as a 
convoy to some convict ships, bound for Port Sydney. He after- 
wards became the explorer of the Murray River, and discovered 
the overland route to Adelaide, S.A. In 1844 he undertook his 
great central expedition up the Murray, across the Stanley and 
Grey Ranges. He died at Cheltenham loth June, 1869. He 
left issue Col. Napier George Sturt, R.E., who married Beatrix 
M. Muirhead, and is now represented by a son, Geoffrey Charles 
Napier Sturt, and two daughters. In the M.S. Journal of John 
McDouall Stuart, Nov., i8bo — April, 1861, it appears that * Cen- 
tral Mount Stuart,' discovered in i860, was named 'Central 
Mount Sturt ' in honour of Stuart's former leader, but in his pub- 
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lished diaries and his subsequent publications and maps, his own 
name, Stuart, has been substituted by Messrs. Chambers, who 
had fitted out the latter for his expedition.

177. Dbrby or Darby Family. — I. Can any reader give 
any genealogy of the Derby or Darby family prior to 1650, other 
than is contained in Hutchins' History of Dorset or in 
Marshall's Genealogist? 

II. Can the descendants of Sir Stephen Derby of Langton 
Long Blandford be traced after the Wars of the Roses ? His 
daughter, Margaret Goffe, was one of the founders of the Alms 
House of St. John the Baptist and St. John the Evangelist in 
Sherborne ; was Sir Robert Derby, who was the Master of this 
Alms House in 1526, a descendant also ? 

III. The writer has given four months to search for the 
father of the Roger Derby of Topsham, Devon, who in 1668 
married Lucretia Hillman of Topsham, and came to America in 
July, 1 67 1, and there founded a family in Salem, Massachusetts. 
The only facts revealed upon the English side of the water are that 
his son Charles was baptized in 1669, in the Parish Church at 
Topsham, and that he, Roger, signed in a clear scholarly hand 
two bonds now in the Probate Court at Exeter, given in settling 
in 1 67 1 the estates of his brother Samuel and sister Ann, both of 
Exeter. He brought to America several pieces of Silver-ware 
and also money, as he was soon fined large sums for " Sheltering 
Quakers " and threatened with imprisonment for ** not attending 
Meeting" — and was the owner of a farm and dwelling house. 
There seems to have been no family of Derbys in Devonshire at 
that date of sufficient property to have supplied him with either 
his education, or money, or Silver-ware, nor does the name Roger 
occur in the Derby family there. 

IV. Was Roger Derby who came to America in 1671 the 
son of Roger Derby of Beaminster, Dorset, who matriculated at 
Oxford from Lincoln College in 1625-6, and was Vicar of Somer- 
ton, Somerset, from 1648 to 1660? The name Roger occurs several 
times among the Dorset Derbys.

178. BoNEFiRE.— In Suckling's Suffolk, II. 53, is a list of 
subscriptions toward a * bone(j/<f)fire * at the Coronation of Charles 
II. upon St. George's Day, 1661 ; and amongst the contributions 
is actually a * load of bones,* sent by Mr. John Dale. Surely this 
tends to show that in those days the idea of cremation was a 
stronger tradition than that of a beacon, so that we seem to be 
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in error in calling the last nowadays, a * bonfire ' ; it would be 
interesting to know whether there are other instances of bones 
having been used for the purpose.

I am sorry to say I cannot lay my hands 
on a reproduction of this, but it is most uncommon to use inan- 
imate supporters, the pillars of Hercules being the only ones my 
memory can recall, so that I should think these buttresses were 
most probably parts of his castle with the shield on the wall 
between them. Supporters and Crests have very little in common.

109.) — I ventured to suggest that Poynett (end) was a variant of 
point, and of Norman origin. Lynchet is certainly of Norman 
coinage, since it does not appear in Anglo-Saxon charters which 
have only the word linch ; and the ^/, as a diminutive, has a 
Norman and not a Saxon parentage. Here, in Portesham, is a 
hiU called Rocket. Can the list of such words with this suffix, 
be extended ?

182. Blacker's Hill.— Can any reader tell me anything 
of the history of this ancient encampment ? It is situated in 
Chilcompton, in Chewton Hundred, Somerset. Collinson says it 
is an old Roman camp, but I know it is sometimes described as 
Danish.

June, and proved 23 July, 1790, (P.C.C. 343 Bishop.) Hutchins' 
History of Dorset ^ 3rd edition, IL 195, gives an account of Warren 
Lisle and his second wife.

'*T can never understand the sentiment which prompts people to 
A transport the remains of those they love from the place where 
they happen to die to somewhere else. However, it prevails 
with many, and I remember being told many years ago of a 
family residing in Somersetshire who hearing that a certain Aunt 
Martha had died at Nijni Novgorod in Russia were at great pains 
to have the coffin or '* casket ' as it is sometimes picturesquely 
termed, containing her remains, conveyed by sldw train from 
that busy commercial centre to the little village of Barlescombe. 
At last the grisly trunk arrived covered with luggage labels. 
Arrangements were made for the funeral, but the family yielded 
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to an affectionate, if rather morbid desire, and decided to have 
one final look at Aunt Martha before patting her in the grave. 
What was their consternation on opening the coffin to behold 
not the homely body of the kind old lady with the corkscrew 
curls but a Russian general in full uniform of the Imperial Guard, 
covered with medals and decorations, with bristling white hair 
and a moustache herissie. Evidently a mistake had occurred at 
one of the Russian railway stations and the wrong casket had 
reached Barlescombe. The distraught relatives telegraphed to 
the consul-general at Nijni Novgorod begging him to make 
inquiries, and received in reply a message to the following effect . 
*• Aunt Martha buried at Moscow the week before last with full 
military honours. Please bury general." The remains of the 
Russian warrior were accordingly quietly interred at Barlescombe. 
A chestnut tree marks the spot.*'

197. The Ooser (II. xvi. i^g.y-The following quotation, 
taken from Besse's Sufferings of the Quakers, 1755, vol. I., p. 165, 
Dorset, appears to illustrate the account of the ' Ooser,' which 
was printed in our pages in December, 1891. 

Anno 1656. "At another time this {^Thomas'] Hurlston^ 
wrapt up in a Bull's Hide, came among the Rabble to the Meet- 
ing-house Door [in Melcombe Regis] and threw in an Hom^ 
with which he struck off part of the Preacher's Lip. But the end 
of this profane Man was remarkable, who being shortly after at a 
Bull -baiting, the Bull struck his Horn through his Chin up into 
his Head, so that his Tongue was torn out of his Mouth, and he 
instantly died, having but a Quarter of an Hour before told some 
of his Companions, that he designed to he at Evershot again that 
Day, to make sport of the Quakers. This Man's Exit was re- 
marked by many as a singular instance of the Divine Justice.

of St. Lo, Baber, Jones, Roberts and Vickris. 

The population of Chew Magna with its hamlets was 1345 in 
1801 and 1481 in 1891.

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THE CHILDREN ON PETHERTON BRIDGE 
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903. Thb Children on Pbthbrton BiaDOS* — ^The ao 
companjing illustration represents the effigies of two figures, 
carved in stone, that have occupied a site on Petherton bridge for 
manj generations, bat of which all reliable history has been long 
since lost ; indeed the probable date of the relic has always been 
9L crux antiquariorum. 

The thing itself consists of a slab of Ham-hill stone, on 
which is carved in strong basso relievo, two draped standing 
figures, presumably male and female, inserted into the south 
parapet of the bridge which is the present-day representative of 
the ancient ford that carried the Foss-way across the river Parret 
in the dajrs of Roman occupation. 

The size of the stone above-ground is as follows, — Height 
35 inches; width 29 inches: thickness 6 inches :^and the writer be- 
lieves that within his memory, it once stood like a small headstone 
close by the end of the parapet, without adventitious support on 
either side, although of this he cannot be absolutely sure. One 
thing however is quite certain, and that is, that it is much older than 
any masonry at present surrounding it. 

As the illustration shews, it is in a very dilapidated condition, 
and has apparently suffered a good deal from past ill treatment, 
but even in its present state, it seems to point to a late mediaeval 
origin. 

The existence of the stone was known to Stukeley, but it 
does not appear to have been noticed by Leland, who in all like- 
lihood never saw it. 

The former, writing probably about the early part of the i8th 
century, says 

'* Petherton Bridge, near South Petherton, once the 
Palace of King Ina : here was formerly a wooden bridge, 
but ruinous, where two children were drowned, as they say ; 
whereupon their parents rebuilt it of stone, and caused their 
effigies to be cut upon a stone which lies at the foot of 
the bridge."* 

Collinson, evidently following Stukeley in his description of 
the river Parret, writes thus, 

" It passes (South Petherton) under a stone bridge of 
three arches, a mile southward from the church, in the turn- 
pike road from Ilminster to Yeovil, and at the intersection 
of the Roman fosse road coming from Ilchester. This 
bridge was formerly of wood, which being become ruinous 
and two children having being drowned in the river near it, 
the parents of those children rebuilt it of stone, and caused 
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their little infant effigies to be placed thereon by way of 
commemorating the circumstance."* 

During the writer's childhood the effigies seem to have been 
chiefly utilised by parents and nurses, as an object-lesson illustrat- 
ing the woeful consequences of disobedience, the little victims hav- 
ing always been charged with the heinous crime of picking black- 
berries on the river's bank, in defiance of strict parental orders to 
the contrary. 

This is the only bit of local tradition concerning the spot 
that the writer can recall, but in a recently published volume of 
the *' Somerset Record Society" we meet with the following note 
respecting South Petherton, 

"By it passed the Roman Consular waye called Fosse, 
which the river Parrett cutts it sunder where it is now joyned 
by a faire stone bridge, at the end of which I have seene graven 
on a stone the effigies of the founder and his wife, now much 
defaced by lewde people, and the memory of them for want 
of an inscription lost, 'f 

The writer of the above died in October, 1634, so that his 
notice of the stone must have been penned before that date ; and 
it is more than probable that the several narratives above quoted 
are but different glosses of the same legend or tradition, but un- 
fortunately they throw little or no light on the antiquity or the 
ratson ^etre of the memorial. 

The present bridge is probably in the main a 17th century 
structure, but the parapet is evidently of much later date. 

From the fact of the sculpture having so long survived the 
wear and tear of ages ; the storm and stress of surrounding 
battle on more than one occasion | ; and the wilful malpractices 
of " lewde people " for a considerable period before Gerard's day, 
it would almost appear that some special interest had formerly 
attached itself to the spot, but if so, all such has faded in the 
lapse of years ; indeed one object of the present article has been 
to endeavour to keep alive such interest in the hope that further 
information may eventually crop up (as in Gerard's case) which 
might tend to throw additional light on the subject. 

Meanwhile it will do no harm if it only leads future genera- 
tions to respect the relic as being probably a pious memorial of 
some pathetic incident that had occurred, centuries since, in this 
remote spot, and as such to be regarded as tangible evidence of

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the existence of one universal touch of nature which makes the 
whole world kin. 

Thb Bridob. 

A few brief chronological notes relative to the bridge itself, 
gathered from reliable sources, are here appended for the inform- 
ation of readers who may be strangers to the locality. 

In In the days of the Roman occupation, the 

Prt'hishric river Parret was crossed by a ford,* evidence of 
iimes. which still exists at low water in a section of the banks 

close to the north side of the present bridge. 

1305-6. At an Inquisition p.m. 33 Edw. I., on the 

decease of Elias Daubnsney it was found that 
"Bruges*' was a hamlet in his manor of South 
Petherton.f 

This of course is conclusive evidence that a 
bridge existed in the neighbourhood at that date. 
The estate has borne the same name ever since, and 
the grounds of William F. Blake, Esq., the present 
owner, are within a stone's throw of the bridge itself.

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May^ 1 645. This spot was the scene of a disgraceful military 

blunder which Clarendon quaintly calls '* the 
counterscuffle at Petherton Bridge/' when Goring 
set two of his best officers fighting each other in 
the dead of night, to the mutual discomfiture of 
each, and a grevious amount of bloodshed on both 
sides.* 

July^ 1645. Just after the final relief of the garrison at 

Taunton, the Bridge was pulled down by Goring's 
army in their headlong flight before Fairfax and 
Cromwell on their wav to Langport, a day or two 
previous to the battle there.f 

The present structure exhibits evidence of several periods of 
repair, but there is little to indicate the probable date of its 
original erection in the three plain arches that support the road- 
way above. The parapet, as before noticed, is quite modem, not 
dating further back than the first quarter of the last century. 

Collinson (Vol. Ill, pa. 106) gives a plaintive little poem on 
the presumed tragedy as related by himself, which appeared in 
the 4th volume of a collection of poems published by a ^f r. Pearch 
11^ 1775 \ of which it may be remarked that it is more touching 
than reliable, and needs only to be alluded to here. It is believed 
to have been written by a Mr. Gerard, and inscribed to the Rev. 
Mr. Bean of Stoke-sub-Hamdon.{

(VIII. Ixi. x6o.^ — So far from the printed matter relating to the 
Strodes, contained in this little book; but when attention is 
turned from this to the MS. notes written on the margins and 
interleaved pages, it becomes abundantly clear that the same 

Eerson is the writer of both, vix.. Sir Richard Strode of Newnham, 
^evon, already mentioned — the same mixture of Law and Scrip- 
ture is seen in each case, — ^and the writer stands displayed as a 
' crank ' with a grievance, who had arranged with Nich. Culpepper 
to print his case at the end of the almanack, and then interleaved 
a copy and added further particulars in a similar style. Sir 
Richard, like many a litigious suitor, had fallen on evil times, and 
in 1652 was an inmate of the Fleet prison, and was struggling to 
regain his liberty. On January 13th, 1651/2, and again on April 
22, 1652, he petitions ' His Excellencie ye Lord Generall Crom- 
well,*^d on 31st May " v« Reverend Judges of y« ho"* Co" of 
Comm Pleas at Westm'.' These petitions are as follows :

May it please yr Excellencie, The Lord of Hfosts hath] 
miraculously blessed yr victories for the perpetfual] Justice with 
peace & holinesse to this nation f ] & righteousnesse hath 
combined to restore Christ[s vnijversall power over his people 
in this Commonweath [that] they might from God's power truly 
enjoy yt libertie & holines for ye continuance of David*s govern- 
ment with ye rod of Iron to ye ende of ye worlde, by yr LordP» 
managinge thereof, as faithfully in ye Cenate, as you have valiently 
fought it in ye feeld, for God's glowry & good of his people, & as 
he hath promised by Isaiah to restore his Judges as at ye first & 
his counsellors as in ye beginning, yt their land might be flowing 
with milke & honey after their deliverance from Egiptian bondage.

Your ho'rs most 
humble servant unjustly kept a prisoner Richard Strode 1 2 of Jan. 
1651,51. 

Postscript. If I were now in ye house a member as I 
was elected by law & by ye priveledge of Parliament I now ought 
to be, I would have moved yt vr Lord'p as a Duke of England (as 
well as ye Duke of Venis) might so appoynt Judges yt they should 
give righteous Judgement as ye words of ye fundamentall laws & 
true meaning of ye lawmakers intended or pay ye damages double 
out of their estates."

The humble petition of Sr Richard Strode on his owne 
bebaulfe & all other prisoners yt crave due hehefitt by ye late 
Gracious act of pardon and oblivion. 
Humbly Sheweth 

That ye sd Act of Parliamt doth not onely free and acquitt 
ye sd pet'rs that have taken ye ingagement from all wrongs and 
deceipts wth ye Judgmts contempts & execucons therevppon, but 
allow of all other matters and things not in ye sd Act excepted, 
as well as if they had been particularly named so soone as ye writt 
of scire facias is sued out, as in ye sd act is intended ; And yt if 
any officer Gierke or theire deputy in ye 4 Courts at Westmr or 
any other wthin this Comon wealth doe levy, receive, take or wth- 
hold of or from any person any thing acquitted released or dis- 
charged by ye sd act shall pay 3ble damages besides costs of 
sute & 10 li. All wch by ye sd Act doth most plainly appeare. 
And for that ye sd scire facias is most unduely long delayed, & 
the takers and wthholders of our just rights and liberties are wthin 
ye jurisdiction of yr ho*ble Court priviledged from proceeding agt 
y™ elswhere, soe yt ye pet'rs are much prejudiced and delayed 
contrary [to] ye words & meaning of ye sd act. 

May it therefore please yor honors to order & direct 

First, that ye sd offenders may be examined uppon theire sd 
contempts and breaches made by theire ambiguities and dclayes 
contrary to ye sd act of pardon and oblivion. 

(2) That habeas corpusses may be allowed for ye better 
prosecution of this and other causes yt wee may pursue ye lawe 
and defend ye same, as in ye statute of H. 4. 2, i, and yt wthoyt 
paying more then by ye Great Charter is appointed against selling 
ye way to justice, either in writts of error, AuditA quereld, or other 
matters and things in ye sd act of oblivion pardoned and discharged. 

3 ly. That yr honors would be pleased speedily to procure 
a meeting of ye Judges, yt ye pet'rs and theire Counsell may be 
heard to plead for ye enjoying of Englands just and antient rights 
and liberties, as by ye preamble in ye sd gracious act of pardon 
and oblivion is intended by our happy Parliamt, who thereby have 
published and resolved to doe what in them lyes for ye obtaining 
and effecting thereof. 

For the accomplishment whereof yr pet'r shall ever pray, &c." 

How fared the petitions presented to Cromwell is not stated, 
but it appears from the following memorandum that some of the 
Judges made short work with the statement laid before them. 

"This petitio was delivered by John Wood ai West'r & red 
before ye 3 Judges of ye Com Bench, 2 s. paid for readeing of it» 
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ye last daj of je terme Monedaj 31 of Maj, 1651. Also ye same 
morning at ye side bar of ye nper Bench ye same J: W: delivered 
& hard red before those Judges ye same petido with an other 
direction only to those of ye nper B. & they were so mach dis- 
pleased at it Yt ye Lord C: J: Rolle did bid ye man yt red it to 
teare it & so he did doe it openly as Jo: Wood can testifie.** 

In addition to these petitions Sir Rd. Strode has recorded 
certain writs issued in the name of the ' Keepers of the Liberty 
of England/ requiring his production by the Warden of the Fleet, 
for examination. 

1. On 14th May, 1652, before Peter Warburton, Justice 
of Common Pleas ; 

2. On — June, 1652, before the Lords Commissioners of 
the Great Seal, in Chancery ; 

3. On 7 July, 1652, before Peter Warburton, at his chamber 
in Serjeants Inn, Fleet St 

The following order is worth quoting, as it gives one of the 
causes for Sir Richard's detention. 

" The Keepers of the libertie of England by authority of 
Parliament to the warden of our prison of the Fleete or to his 
deputy there, greetinge. Whereas Rich. Strode, Knt, is detained 
pnsoner in your custody upon a certaine writt comonly called a 
bill of Midd wth the suite of Robert Meller gent, in an action of 
Trespas and also in an action of debt att the suite of the aforesaid 
Robert Meller by Henry Williams, Esq., his guardian. And be- 
cause the said Richard Strode, Bint., hath come in our Court 
before us in the upper Bench att Westminster and hath found 
manucaptors to answere the aforesaid Robert att the actions 
aforesaid. Therefore we command you that you altogether 
supersede from any other attachinge, arrestinge, imprisoninge or 
him the said Richard thereupon in any sort molestinge. And if 
you have any waies taken him or imprisoned him for the cause 
aforesaid and no other, then upon your perill without delay you 
cause him to be freed and delivered from your prison and custody 
where he is soe deteyned, if for the causes aforesaid and noe other 
he is deteyned. Wittness Hen. Rolls att Westminster the 29th day 
of No. 1652. Wightwicke. Joh'es Martyn, Attor." 

From another document entered among the memoranda, it 
appears that Sir Richard had also been cast in a suit for a debt of 
£200, in the Common Pleas, brought by Edward Tooker, Esq., 
executor of William Eyre, Esq., deceased, with 80 sh. damages. 
These sums were satisfied, and his liberty, so far as that matter 
was concerned, decreed, 7th July, 1652. (Peter Warburton.) 

It may be hoped that Sir Richard soon obtained his liberty. 
He had already. 2nd Sept., 1652, by the name of Richard Strode 
of Newingham, Devon, Knt., in conjunction with John Dike of 
Catstock, Dorset, yeoman, become bound to Henry Hopkins. Esq., 
Warden of the Fleet prison, in the sum of ;(^2ooo, that he womd 
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remain a prisoner until lawfully discharged, and pay all fees, &c., 
due to the said Warden. This was the usual form of hond re- 
quired from his prisoners by the Warden. 

A note written in the Calendar, 4 July, states "The Lady 
Elnor Dauy died ye 4 at 9 in ye morning & ye Lady Eliz: Strode 
ye Suday next before at 1 1 at night," \t\ e. June 27.]

205. Fromb-Sblwood Church Goods.— 

The following documents, considering the scarcity of the 
returns of Church Goods for Somerset, are additionally interest- 
ing. The large parish church of Frome (a town of growing im- 
portance) with its several chapels and altars, must have been well 
stored with '• juels " of this kind before the *• great pillage ** 
began. The churchwardens' complaint of the *' maintenance *' 
which the robbers found, seems to point to the probability that 
John Twinowe was a member of the well-known Twineho family 
of Keyford.

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207. Skeletons found at Huish Episcopi.— The 
following notice of the discovery of human remains at Huish 
Episcopi, Somerset, is taken from the Western Gauite of 24th 
April, 1903, E.H.B. 

" At mid- day on Thursday, whilst engaged in excavating sand 
from the Court Field Sandpits, near the Tannery, Huish Episcopi, 
George Francis struck his pick into a human skull. Proceeding 
more carefully he discovered two complete skeletons, which on 
first examination he did not consider to be human. The next 
day he caused information to be given to the police, and P.S. 
Edwards made a careful inspection of the bones. The skeletons 
were lying in a cramped position about three feet from the surface. 
The outer skeleton appeared to be that of a man, whose height 
might fairly be judged at six feet. Lving inside, and apparently 
within the arms of the other, was that of a smaller skeleton, 
possessing a rather abnormal skull. The bones were greatlv 
decayed, and when distvrbed immediately fell apart. The teetn 
were in an excellent state of preservation. The Vicar of Huish 
Episcopi (Rev. J. Stubbs) has expressed the opinion that the 
bodies were interred after the battle of Langport, which was 
fought in 1645 near Wagg Drove, when the Parliamentarians 
defeated the Royalists. Similar skeletons have been found in 
the neighbourhood before, and the Vicar undoubtedly considered 
they were the bodies of men who were killed in that encounter 
between Cromwell and Goring. The pit, Francis states, had fiot, 
except in the last few days, been worked for some years, but he 
could never remember skeletons being discovered there before. 
By the kindness of the Vicar the bones were temporarily placed 
on his premises, and the Coroner for the district was communicated 
with. — Mr. T. Foster Barham has replied stating that he did not 
think it came within his province to hold an enquiry as to the 
cause of death if, as the police surmised, the burials took place 
about 1646. — ^The re-interment of the bones took place in 
Huish Churchyard during the week." 

208. Derivatign op Highbridoe. — ^This is evidently 
Hythe-Bridge. 

The Bridge on the Bristol and Bridgewater road, carrying 
the road over the river Bme and connecting the parishes of 
Bumham and Huntspill, is closely adjacent to the Wharf or 
Landing place at the mouth of that river. 

In Jackson's Wadham College^ p. 40, " stone. . . .and timber 
. • . .were brought by water to Oxford and landed at Hythe Bridge, 
or High Bridge as it was generally called, where, as the name 
implies, there was wharfage accommodation." 

It is evident that, colloquially, Hythe Bridge would be 
shortened into'* Hy Bridge," and soon crystallize into High-bridge, 
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and as early as 1327 it is found Latinized into "(juzta) altum 
pontem."''' Modern tradition connects the name with the bridge 
over the G.W.R ! J.R.B., f.s.a. 

209. The NiifB of Bugg in Dorset. (VIII. Ixi. 192)— 
Mr. Troyte-Chafyn-Grove has kindly sent for our inspection an 
indenture of 3rd Nov., 13th Eliz. (1571) between (i) Thomas 
Jerarde of West Waddon [PortishamJ Dorset, Esq., and (2) 
Wyllyam Bugge and Robeige his wife, witnessing that the former 
leases to the latter for their lives, and to their son Wyllyam Bugge 
for his life, at a rentof 5sh. and for "one mannes woorke for one 
whole daye at haye makinge and one mannes woorke for one 
whole daye at reapinge of wheate in harveste," per annum, — " one 
parte of a howse standinge in West Waddon aforeseyed wherein 
the seide Wyllyam dothe nowe dwell, beinge nere to the mansion 
howse of the seyde Thomas there, and the Backsyde, and one 
halfe of the garden adioyninge to the sayde howse and the firste 
share of one acre of meadowe in Broode Meade, and also the 
pasture and feedinge for one Cowe on Portesham filds with the 
beasts and cattell of the seide Thomas.'* 

The lessees covenant to repair, and a right of re-entry is 
reserved to the landlord and his heirs under certain contingencies. 

The deed is endorsed, in a later hand *'Made the 13th of 
Queene Elizabeth for that tenement now Notlys," and has had 
two small seals, of red wax, one bearing a cross ; the other has 
dislppeared. Livery of seisin was given 20th March, 14 Eliz.

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216. Inscription at Hinton Friary, Somersbt. — In 
the wall round the piece of ground still known as " old church '* 
(cf. Archaeoiogta, Vol. LV, p. 529), on the site of the Domus 
inferior or lay brothers' quarters of the Carthusian Priory of 
Hinton Charterhouse, there is a large stone which the cottagers 
at the Friary point out as an ancient tombstone. One of the 
oldest of these cottagers recently informed me that this stone had 
an inscription on it, and that a former schoolmaster of Freshford 
School was able to read the inscription, and years ago told them 
what it was, but, of course, they could not now remember what 
his reading of it was, and it is now, being at the bottom of the 
wall, so buried under the superimposed stones, that no part of 
the inscription can be seen. It was not, of course, usual for there 
to be tombstones in the cemetery of a Carthusian Monastery, as 
nothing but a small wooden cross was allowed to be erected to 
commemorate the place of interment of a Carthusian Monk. 
Can it be that this is a stone bearing inscribed on it part of the 
" Prophecy found in a wall, in a Carthusian House in the county 
of Somerset, Anno Dom. 1548, by a mason, a copy whereof was 
taken by Richard Mogg, 1623,'' and whereof a copy is given in 
^. 6f D.N. 6- Q., Vol. VIII, p. 106 ? Perhaps some local 
reader may be able to throw light on the question.

217. Tablet at Freshford Chctrch. — Under the east 
window of the chancel of Freshford Church, Somerset, in the ex- 
terior wall, there is a small tablet about a foot square, bearing an 
inscription, the letters of which are now almost illegible.

218. Hull Family.— Rev. Joseph Hull, bom in England 
about i595» was a graduate of St. Mary's Hall, Oxford, and for 
eleven years, until 1632, Rector of the Parish of Northleigh, 
Devon. 

Mr. Hull embarked from Weymouth, Dorset, 20 March, 
1635-6, described as of Somerset, a Minister aged 40,* with wife 
Agnis, aged 25, and seven children, Joane aged 15, Joseph aged 
13, Tristram aged 11, Temperance aged 9, Elizabeth aged 7, 
Grissell aged 5, and Dorothy aged 3, bound for New England ; 
three servants accompanied the family.

See also John Camden Hotten's Original Lists ofPirsons of Quality ; Emigrants: 
RiUgious Exilis, S^., tt«%o wtnt from Great Britain to the American Plantations,

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Nothing is known of Mr. Hall's English ancestry, though it 
may be mentioned that he was instituted to the Rectory of North- 
leigh in 162 1, on the presentation of Thomas Hull of Crewkeme, 
Somerset ; the Register of this Parish begins in 1 55 ii but the first 
book is said to be deficient up to 1650. 

The Hull family of Devon bore arms : — Guies, a chevron be- 
iween three ialbois* heads erased argent. 

On the other hand, the blazon of Hall of Devon is :—SabIe, 
a chevron argent between three talbots* heads erased of the second. 

These coats of arms it will be observed differ only in the 
tincture of the shield, and it is probable that the families of Hull 
and Hall descended from the same ancestor.

220. Thb Gbnbral Mbbtings of the **Gbntlbmbn 
AND OTHERS OF THB CouNTY OF DoRSET." Held in London 
during the Seventeenth Century. — 

It would be interesting to know more of these " general 
meetings," — their festivities, charities and solemnities. In Dec, 
1690, William Wake of Blandford, afterwards Primate, preached 
before his " fellow-countrymen " at /he reviving of these assem- 
blies "long discontinued," and dedicated his discourse to the 
*• Stewards of the Dorsetshire Feast," viz. : — Robert Norris, 
Roger Hazard, John Dutton, William Oliver, Henry Hillyard, 
Robert Colmer, Thomas Castle, Nicholas Purchase, George 
Bisson, Thomas Petty, John Cave and John Ernie. He chose 
as his text i John, iv. 21. In 1691 (Dec. ist), the preacher 
was Thomas Lindesay, A.M., Fellow of Wadham College, Oxford, 
and Chaplain to the Earl of Essex. The scene of this part 
of the '* Anniversary Meeting of the Dorset-shire Gentlemen " 
was once more the church of St. Mary-le-Bow, and the stewards 
appear to have been Mr. John Miller, Mr. Hugh Strode, Dr. 
Robert Pit, Mr. John Abbington, Mr. Henrv Davenish, Mr. 
Lawrence Purchase, Mr. Henry Langford, Mr. Thomas Frampton, 
Mr. Charles Bream, Mr. James Dumford, Mr. Abel Lawrence and 
Mr. Samuel Thexbury. Mr. Lindesay preached from the loth 
verse of the 6th chapter of Galatians and the dedication of his 
sermon is signed " Your affectionate Countryman, &c." Spratt, 
Bishop of Rochester (a native of Beaminster) was the " preacher 
to the natives of the County of Dorset residing in and about the 
Cities of London and Westminster at St. Mary Le Bowe on Dec. 8, 
1692." He selected as his text the 32nd verse of the 4th chapter 
of Acts. There is no dedication, and no list of Stewards, but the 
preacher described the occasion as a " Feast of Charity." When 
did these London ** Anniversary Meetings of Dorset men" first 
begin ? How long did they continue after their revival in 1690 ? 
When did they again drop into desuetude ? What was their 
object, and are any of their minutes or accounts in existence ? 
The sermons of 1690, 1691 and 1692 are in the possession of the 
writer.

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aai. A Vineyard in Dorset?— In the will of Henry 
Bankes of Kingston Hall, Wimborne Minster, proved 8th Oct., 
1776 (41 1 Bellas P.C.C., at Somerset House) occurs the follow- 
ing : — *' All that piece of Meadow Ground or Pasture, called 
'* the Vineyard, situate in the Borough of Corfe Castle." This 
seems to indicate that at a previous period there had been a vine- 
yard in that locality. Probably there is other evidence as to viti- 
culture in the county. E.F.

223. " The Sea-Board of Mendip." — Mr. Knight has 
made an error at page 457 of the above-named book, in stating 
that *' the Earl of Egmont, ... is also Baron of Rolston and 
Tickenham.*' These two manors were disposed of in 1656 by Sir 
John Perceval, first Bart., who was grandfather of the first Earl 
of Egmont. (See, House ofYvery, Vol. 1, p. 89). The Earls of 
Egmont, therefore, never possessed, and were never made Barons 
of these two places. Mr. Knight may be confusing the term, 
*• Lord of Tickenham and Rolleston," referring to the lord- 
ship of the manors. The first Earl of Egmont was made Baron 
Perceval of Burton, CO. Cork, in 171 5, and the second Earl of 
Egmont was made Baron Lovel and Holland of Enmore, co. 
Somerset, in 1762.

133). — ^Three livery cup- 
boards are still preserved, hung up in a recess in St. Alban*s 
Abbey. We give an illustration of the middle one. The top is 
38 inches in length, the bottom 35 inches, the height 22 inches, 
the breadth 10 inches. Mr. Page, F.S.A., in his Guide to the 
Abbey (p. 29) says that they are still filled with loaves every 
Sunday which are ''delivered** to the poor, according to a charity 
founded by Robert Skelton in 1628 ; but the cupboards are older 
than this date, the one on the S. side being the oldest, that on 
the N. Elizabethan, and the middle one temp. Charles I.

In the name of God, (Father, Sonn, and Holy Ghost, Three 
persons, and one God Etemall,) Amen ; 

I Bullen Reymes, of Reymes Woddon, in the County of 
Dorset Esqr. ; Being in good health of Boddy, and of Perfitt 
Memory, (Praysed be unto the same God) Considering the 
uncertenty of man's life, and the many severall ways to sudden 
death, Espetially remembring My father dyed of an Apoplexey, 
and my selfe not free from the aprehention of the like death, 
Have thought fitt to make my will, and accordingly, Doe make 
this my last will and testament. In manner following. 

1 Item. In the first place, I give my Soule to God, who gave 
it me. Humbly beging his mercy and pardon hartely ; That I 
have not preserved it. In the same purety, and Innocency, I 
ought to have done. But by, and through the merrits of Jesus 
Christ, (and him onely) I hope and beleive, my sinns are done 
away, and by his Precious bloud, so washed and Clensed from all 
transgressions, as that in the end, it will be saved, and receaved 
into everlasting Glory ; Amen ; 

2 Item. In the second place, I give my boddy to the earth.

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COLUMN FROM ROMAN VILLA, FIFEHEAD NEVILLE. DORSET. 
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232. Ancient Bridge and Roman Villa, Fifbhead 
Neville, Dorset. — The old village of Fifehead Neville, half way 
between Starminster Newton and Hazelbury Bryan, nestling under 
the hills in a pretty dell watered by the little river Devlish, contains 
some interesting relics of antiquity. Where the little river crosses 
the rpad by the old mill there is a very ancient pack horse or foot 
bridge of stone, of two arches, over the stream. The arches are 
pointed and built up of flat layers of hard grey stone, almost if 
not quite without mortar, springing from most ancient piers of a 
similar stone. An old ivy tree has grown through these piers 
and spread over the bridge. It is doing much damage to the 
bndge, and in fact the old bridge, if not speedily attended to, 
threatens collapse. The writer is not sure whether it is the 
property of Mr. Wingfield-Digby or the District Council of 
Sturminster Newton, but, whoever has the charge of it, no time 
should be lost in seeing to its condition, if this most interesting 
relic of antiquity is to be saved. There is no doubt whatever but 
that it dates from Saxon times, and may even probably go back 
to Roman Britain, for very interesting discoveries have been and 
are being made in a field hard by, belonging to Mr. Digby, on the 
site of a very large Roman Villa, — to judge from the coins found 
probably of about the date of Carausius or Allectus, Emperors over 
Britain only 285 to 296 a.d. The lower part of the villa was 
first opened by Mr. Connop, then owning the Manor House, 
Fifehead Neville, about 20 years ago, he being moved to do so 
from the quantity of Roman relics continually turning up. He 
opened out one room with a very good Mosaic floor, a bath and 
hypocausts. He found many coins, leaden pipes, hair pins, &c., 
&c., many of which are now in the museum at Dorchester, 
together with a good plan then taken of the floor,and especially a 
very fine stone column 6 feet high, which is supposed to have 
stood in the Atrium, and had on it a bust of the reigning Em- 
peror (not found.) This column now stands in the writer's garden 
at the Manor House, and has recently been pronounced by experts 
to be the finest column of the sort yet found in Great Britain,— 
better than anything at Silchester. Lately Mr. Digby has re- 
opened the excavations and numerous other rooms have been 
found, some with floors, some without — one, which has been 
raised on arches and heated, having the channel for carrying the 
hot air from the hypocaust well shown ; numerous roof tiles, 
some with the nails still in the holes, bricks, &c. The villa is 
so large that it must have belonged to a person of importance, 
and it is sugg^jsted that it may have bct-n that of a htg Roman 
official who came here to enjoy qtiietude* fishing and the use of 
a warm spring, uill existing in a field opposite and known as the 
Holy WeJl Mead. Arthur G. Dug dale. 

Fifehead Neville. 
Vol. VIIL Part 
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233. Rogers, of Brianston, Dorset, and Barwick, 
Somerset. 

The following sketch of the descent of Rogers of Brianston 
and Barwick is not offered as in any way complete, and probably 
contains omissions and inaccuracies, but it is believed the main 
particulars are included. 

The earliest recorded possessor of Brianston, and from 
whom it apparently received its name, was Brian de Insula, or 
Brian de L'Isle, •* descended from a family which took its name 
either from the Isle of Ely or Wight, and was a person of great 
note, and one of the Barons of that age.*' A descendant of his, 
and similarly named, held the manor, and died 19 Henry III, 1235. 
One of his heirs was Ralph de Stopham or Scopham, ob. 1272, 
of an antient family, resident in a place so named near Petworth, 
in Sussex ; and it remained with them until Eva, daughter and 
heir of a succeeding Ralph, brought it by marriage to William de 
Echyngham, of another antient race in Sussex, settled in the 
parish so designated. 

i. WiUiam de Echyngham ; he married Eva^ daughter ol Ralph de Stopham, 
died 22 Edward I, 1293, leaving a son Richard. 

ii. Richard de Echyngham ; who died leaving a son James. 

iii. James de Echyngfuim ; he died 23 Edward III, 1349, leaving a son WiUiam. 

iv. Sir WiUiam de Echyngham; he married Elizabeth , rebuilt 

Echyngham church and was buried there : be died 18 Jany, 1388. He left a 
son WtUiam. 

Y. Sir WiUiam de Echyngham ; he married Joan, daughter of John Arundel, 
Lord Mautravers : she died i Sep., 1404,— he died 20 March, 1412, and were 
both buried at Echyngham. They left a son Thomas. 

vi. Sir Thomas de Echyngham ; he married first Anne, daughter of John de 
ShoysxveU, of Shoy swell, Sussex, and secondly Margaret, daughter 01 Sir Thomas 
Knyvett, Co: Norfolk;— he died 15 Oct., 1444. and was buried at Echyngham. 
He left one son Thomas, and a daughter Anne. 

vii. Sir Thomas Echyngham ; he married Margaret, daughter of Reginald 
West, Lord la Warr (ob: 1451). He died 20 Jan., 1484. and was buried at 
Echyngham. 

viii. Anne de Echyngham, only daughter; she married John Rogers and 
they were of Brianston. 

Arms of Stopham, — Argent^ on a chevron between three crosses- 
crosslet sable, as many crescents of the first,— of Echyngham — Asure^ 
fretty argent. 

Intermediately, during the descent of Echyngham, they 
appear to have alienated the manor, which seems to have been 
held by various owners; but probably it was not permanently 
released ; at any rate John Rogers, apparently after his marriage 
with Anne Echyngham, seems to have been possessed of both 
the manor and advowson, acquired it may be partly j'ure uxoris, 
and otherwise by purchase. 

The family of Roger or Rogers appears to have been located 
both in Dorset and Hants from very early date ; John, the first 
of Brianston and Barwick, seems to have come from Bridport. 
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Before proceeding to the descent of Rogers, it will be desir- 
able to describe the heraldry relating to them that Richard 
Sjmonds, the Cavalier Antiquary, noted in his Diary, which he 
observed in the windows of the old church at Blandford, (de- 
stroyed in the dreadful fire that devastated the town in 1731,) 
when in October, 1644, for several days^ — "the Court was at Mr. 
Rogers, his howse in Braynston."

Qoarterly, Rogers, and Argent fretty sable, a chief gules, — impaling £r- 
mine, two bars sable, each charged with three mullets or, (Hofton) and other coats 
not filled in. 

The same ; impaling, Argent, afess in den te d counter-indented sable, (West.) 
The same ; impaling, Barry of six or and vert, a bend gules, (Povninos.) 
The same ; impaling, Gules, a pair of wings in lure or, (Seymour.) 
The same ; impaling. Argent, on a chevron sable between three birds {herons) 
aiure, as many escallops or, (Browne.) 

The same ; impaling. Ermine, on a bend sable, three bexants, (St. Aubin, 
of Alfozton.) 

The same ; impaling, Strakgways,— SoM^, two Ums passant in pale, paly 
of six, argent and gules. 

This series of shields almost completely displays the descent 
of Rogers, and their alliances. They were apparently set up by 
their last male descendant, Richard Rogers, ob: 164.3, at the date 
mentioned by S3rmonds, 1 629, and may be compared in illustra- 
tion of the following particulars. 

I. John Rogers, the first recorded of Brianston, appears to

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have held considerable property both in Dorset, Somerset and 
Berks. 

He married Anrn, daughter and coheir of 5f> Thomas Eehyn^- 
ham^ ob: 1444, bj his vrife Afme^ daughter oi John ShoysweU. Bj 
this marriage, as also probablj partly bj purchase, he acquired 
the manor and advowson of Brianston, to which he presented 
3 Henry V, 1415. 

And 7 Henry IV, 1406, relates Mr, Batten in his History of 
Barwich Churchy — 

" By indentures of fine between John Rogers of Bridport and others, 
plaintiffs, ancL Reginald, Lord Grrey (de Rutli3rn) defendant, the manor of 
Barwich (and advowson) was, in consideration of one hundred marks of silver, 
conveyed to the said John Rogers and his heirs. The family held it for six 
generations, to the latter part of the reign of Qaeen Elizabeth, when Sir Richard 
Rogers, knt., sold the manor and advowson to William Symes of Chard, 
merchant" 

He subsequently became possessed of the manors and ad- 
vowsons of Maiden-Newton, Sutton-Walrond, Allington, and 
other properties in Dorset* 

He died 20 Henry VI., 1442, and by his will, dated 1441, or- 
dered his body to be buried in the church of St. Martin, at 
Brianston. 

Secondly, (lis wife married John Audeleyy son and heir of 
Lord Audeley. She apparently held a considerable portion of the 
properties in dower, and he, at various times, jure uxoris pre- 
sented to the livings. 

She died about 3 Henry VH., 1488, and Lord Audeley 26 
Sep., 1491. 

He (John Rogers) appears to have left two sons, coheirs, 
John^ the eldest, and Thomas^ who held the manor and advowson 
of Allington, who died 1 1 Edward IV., 1472, leaving a son Thomas^ 
who held it after him. 

II. John RogerSf of Brianston, aged thirty at his father's 
death. 

He married Elisabeth^ daughter and heir of John Shottesbrohe, 
of Bercote or Becket in Shrivenham, Berks, who died in 1518. 
Their arms are given as Ermine, a chief party per pate indented or 
and gules. 

From Lysons' Mag: Brit: Berks, we gather, 

" The antient manor and seat of Bercote, or Becket, in Shrivenham, be- 
longed to the Shottesbrokes, from whom it passed by a female heir to the family 
of Rogers, and from them by a heiress to Sir William Essex ; and the manor of 
Ordestone in Ashbory, Berks, which, in 1518, was in the possession of Rogers, 
also passed to Es^ex, who sold it in 1598, and Sir William Essex, a descendant 
of the above, who was created a Baronet in z6i2, being described ' of Becket,' 
(since extinct) sold that manor in 1621." 

According to Hutchins, in 1429, his father entailed on him, 
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and Elixdbeth his wife, the manors of Benbam-Valence and East- 
Enbome, Berks. Of this we learn 

" Benham-Valence, a manor in Speen, Berks, and that of East-Enborne, in 
Endbome, Berks, were acquired by B^ogers, and passed bv marriage with their 
heiress to Sir William Essex, who gave the manor and park of Benham- Valence 
to King Henry VIII. in 1542, and that of East-Enbome in 1543. 

In the north transept of Lamboom Church, Berks, is the monument with 
the effigies of Sir Thomas Essex and Margaret his wife in alabaster, he died in 
1558." 

It will be noted that Sir John Rogers of Brianston, ob: 1565, 
*• died at Beket in Berkshire, at the house of my Lady Essex." 

He died 14 Henry VII., 1499, and left a son Henry, Hutchins 
assigns him two other sons, /am^s and Anthony^ and a daughter, 
Joan^ who married Richard, son and heir o(LordZouch. 

III. Sir Henry Rogers^ of Brianston ; he was made Knight 
of the Bath, at the marriage of Prince Arthur, 17 Nov., 1501, 
(17 Henry VII.) and presented to Brianston in 1502. 

He married a daughter of Stourton, of what descent is not 
stated, but probably of Preston. He left a son John. 

His arms, with the Stourton impalement, are the first of the 
series noted by Symonds in Blandford old church, and he also 
records their being in Brianston church " in the east window, 
chancel, pretty old ; " and the same are given by Metcalfe (Booh 
of Knights), who also adds as his presumed crest,— ^Five branches, 
leaved vert f fructed gules. This crest will be further referred to.. 
It is curious that both this generation and the next are omitted 
by Hutchins in his pedigree. 

IV. John Rogers, of Brianston. He was Sheriff of Dorset, 
13 Henry VIII., 1522, and presented Jacobus Rogers, LL,B., to 
Brianston in 151 1. 

He married Elizabeth Courtenay, of the Powderham descent. 
She has not been identified in the family pedigree, but was pre- 
sumably the daughter of Sir William Courtenay of that place, — 
ob: 1512, — by Cecily, daughter oi Sir John Cheney o^VinYioe, near 
Exeter. They left a son John. She died 1 Oct., 15 18, and was 
buried at Brianston. 

Hutchins narrates (Edition 1774), — 

" The chancel was rebuilt 1745, when a vault was made for the late Mr. 
Portman. Against the north wall is an altar tomb of grey marble, with a 
canopy supported by two pillars of the same ; under which are two persons 
kneeling, and labels issuing out of iheir mouths. On each side of them, and over 
their heaids, an escutcheon, and several more at the basis and about the canopy ; 
but the brass plates are adl gone. 

On the floor without the rails of the altar, on a gravestone, on brass plates, 
are the effigies of a man and woman in gowns, kneeling, and theu' hands elevated. 
Over the man's head is a coat of arms, Quarterly, i and 4, Frette, on a chief a 
fUur-di-lys; 2 and 3, A chief gules, a muUet fierced in base, (Rogers), over the 
woman's head another escutcheon, but the brass is gone. Below the man an 
escatcbeon charged with the same arms as that over ms head ; under the woman 
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Rogers, impaling. Thru roundils,m ckiif m file of three points, (for COURTBNAT). 
Under all, this inscription in old Englisn characters : —

In the east window nre two coats, i, Quarterly, i and 4. Argent, a fiewr-de- 
ly$ — on a chief or, a mullet pierced uibU tn base ; — 2 and 3, A frett sable, a chief 

gules, (Rogers) the impalement broke ; 2, impaling Rogers, — these arms 

are ill done, and the colours much faded.** 

Symonds also notes the impalement of Courtenay with 
Rogers, as occurring in the east window of Brianston church, in 
succession to Stourton. 

He, John Rogers, appears to have married, secondly, Dorothy^ 
daughter and heir oi John Ifeld and Agnes his wife, and widow of 
Sir William FillioU (K.B. 1501) of Woodlands, Dorset, ob: 1528, 
who ordered his body to be buried in the Grey Friars Church, 
Salisbury. Her daughter, Katherine, by her first husband, mar- 
ried the Protector Duke of Somerset, as his first wife, and their 
son, Edward, was ancestor of the Seymours of Berry Pomeroy, 
South Devon, whose descendant. Sir Edward Seymour, Bart., 
succeeded to the title, as eighth Duke, in 1750. He died about 
1546, — his will datjed 1535, gave twenty pounds to new making 
the body of the church. 

And Hutchins further notes, 

"At Brianston on the pedestal of an ancient font, — 
Hie jacet cor. Radvlphi D ham. 

As the chasm will admit no more letters, we may venture to supply it D$ 
Scopham, one of the ancient lords of the manor. It was usual formerly to bury 
the body or heart of great persons near the font, especially if they contributed to 
the building of the church.*' 

Eva, daughter of Ralph de Scopham, brought the manor by 
marriage to Echyngham, and from them by Anne, their heiress, to 
Rogers.

Batmanson bad been 
removed from Hinton to preside over the London Charterhouse 
in A.D. 152Q. Prior Horde, who with his convent petitioned 
the king about the ponds, surrendered the monastery at the time 
of the suppression of religious houses.

236. — HmsH Champflowbr Barrow, near Ralbigh*s 
Cross, on the Brendon Hills. — This mound, marked on the 
1 inch Ordnance Sheet ** Huish Champflower Barrow," at a 
height of 1,237 feet above sea-level, is on the property of Sir 
Walter J. Trevelyan, Bart., and is situated about half-a-mile to 
the east of the source of the river Tone, J mile from an iron mine 
now disused, 5 furlongs from Raleigh's Cross, and in the angle 
formed by the junction of a bye-road connecting Stolford with 
the main road from Watchet to Bampton. This bye-road at the 
nearest point is only 35 yards to the east from the wall encircling 
the barrow. The Elworthy Barrows are ij miles to the east. 
Six parishes meet within a short distance of, if not close to, this 
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moand, vis., Clatworthy, Huish Champflower, Brompton Regis, 
Leighland, Old Cleeve and Nettlecombe. 

The diameter of the mound, which is circular, or nearly so, 
is 68 feet. The summit, which showed some slight depressions 
before excavation, reaches an average height of about 5^ feet 
above the level of the surrounding field. The base of the mound 
is surrounded by a slight depression about 6 inches deep, the width 
averaging 6 feet. On digging a trench across it, this depression 
proved not to be a ditch encircling the mound, as I anticipated. 

Outside this there is a bank or vallum, surrounding the 
whole earthwork which appears to have been mutilated on its 
outer slope, being apparently cut away vertically from the crest 
and faced all round the outside by a stone wall 4 feet in height, 
surmounted by a bank of earth, averaging 8 inches in depth. 
On this bank 30 beech trees, of some considerable age, have 
been planted at fairly regular intervals. The higher parts of the 
barrow are planted with larch, probably some 70 years ago. 

The width from the base of the mound to the top of the 
stone wall averages 1 3 feet. 

Before my arrival in company with the Rev. Preb. F. Han- 
cock, F.S.A., on April 21st, 1903, Sir Walter Trevelyan had 
driven two trenches, nearly 3 feet wide, from the east and from 
the south at right angles to one another, meeting in the centre 
of the mound. In all the parts excavated he dug to a depth of a few 
inches below the **old surface line" under the mound, which 
was fairly well indicated all through the sections by a band of 
decomposed turf and mould. At a distance of about 6 feet east 
and south of the junction of these two trenches piles of loose 
stones, (averaging 6 inches in length,) were discovered extending 
across the cuttings — walls some 2 feet in height. 

At the junction of these cuttings the excavations on April 
2 1 St were extended in westerly and S.W. directions (when Preb. 
Hancock and myself were present), digging from the summit of 
the tumulus down to the ** old surface line.** This excavation, 
like the previous cuttings, produced no relics, but the boundary of 
the stone wall was laid bare in this part. Judging from the three 
portions of this enclosure exposed the *• wall" appeared to take 
an oval form. 

Sir Walter Trevelyan, at this stage, and after six days ex- 
cavation without reward, decided to abandon the work ; so that 
it cannot be stated definitely, therefore, that the •* wall " was 
continuous on the S.E., N.W., N. and N.E., or that no human 
remains or other relics were ever deposited within this enclosure. 

After considering the matter, I cannot help thinking that 
the mound might yet produce some relics ; its general form and 
character at first sight suggest a pre-Roman date. However it is 
quite possible that it may be a Roman boioniinus. 

Tke examination of such an enigmatical mound cannot be

thoroughly satisfactory without exposing more of the original 
surface upon which the mound was raised. It was quite evident, 
from the mixed character of the material removed, that Sir 
Walter Trevelyan had to deal with an artificial construction. 
The black masses encountered at intervals afforded proof of the 
presence of charcoal; being chiefly near the surface of the 
summit, it would appear to indicate beacon-fires. 

It is to be hoped that Sir Walter will in the near future follow 
out the line of stones, and afterwards dig the hole deeper all over 
to, say, 2 feet below the ** floor." Even if no relics are found, 
the excavations will contribute to science in another way ; there 
are other so-called tumuli on record that have been excavated in 
a business-like manner, without producing relics of any import- 
ance, but they are not plentiful. A continuation of the work 
might, on the other hand, possibly help to solve the question of 
boioniini^ or Roman landmarks.

237. Vicars' Burial Ground, Wells. — We are indebted 
to the courtesy of the Rev. Sub-Dean Church for the follow- 
ing interesting particulars of a discovery made within the past 
few days in the ** Vicars' Burial Ground ' at the Cathedral. 

" It may interest you and your readers to know that in the past 
week the workmen digging a water drain in the Camery, i.e., 
the south-east burial ground of the Cathedral Church, came upon 
a solid block of Doulting stone, about 2ft. 3in. below the surface. 
It appeared to be the lid of a stone coffin, but the coffin was 
covered with earth, and no attempt was made to remove the 
earth to a lower depth or to discover remains. The lid was care- 
fully detached and lifted out. After the drain pipes had been 
laid down and the earth replaced, the lid was laid upon the 
ground exactly over the space which it had originally occupied. 
The stone is 6ft. 4in. in length, 2ft. in breadth at the head, and 
I ft. 2in. at foot. It is chamfered at the sides, with a broken 
moulding on the right side, a raised cross with circular floriated 
head is sculptured on the face ; the foot of the cross is also flor- 
iated. The work is like, but rougher than that on one of the 
stones \ying in the undercroft of the Chapter House, and supposed 
to be of the 13th century. The site of the tomb is about 7ft. 
from the wall of the Chapel of St. Katherine, which forms the 
southern transept of the Lady Chapel. It lies with an orienta- 
tion towards the N.£., slightly deviating from the orientation of 
the church. There is no inscription, and there are no means of 
identification. It is a witness that this portion of the ground 
was iised for burials in the 13th century, and is another justifi* 
cation of the act of the Dean and Chapter in re-appropnattoo 
of the Camery as a burial groand for t: * * ': 25 yeaia| 

ago, after it had been long misappr:^ ,- ^ ^Uj^haiiilij 
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Here then lie the remains of some unnamed member of the 
Church of the 13th century, side bj side with the graves of those 
who have been laid to rest there in our own time ; the Bishop 
within the last 10 years, the Prebendary and the Archdeacon 
within the last few months.'* — From Welis Journal^ August 13th 
1903. 

From Canon Church's " FfW/r," pp. 153, 4. 

'* Jocelin died Nov. 19, 1242. 

No arrangements had hitherto been carried out for the burial 
ground outside the church : but now, when the building in the 
west and south sides was completed, the ground was laid out 
around the newly-consecrated building by a statute of chapter 
passed on July 9, 1 243, during the vacancy of the see, probably 
in accordance with Jocelin's provision and ordinance. 

This charter gives evidence that the church was considered 
finished at the time of Jocelin's death, so that the ground on the 
west and south could be laid out for burial ground. The door 
of the newly-constructed west front opened out on the burial 
ground, kept inviolate from markets since bishop Robert's order 
a century before, and now become the lay burial ground. The 
south-west portal led out to the cloister girt about with walls, 
and to the burial ground of the Canons. East of the eastern walk 
of the cloister was a chapel of St. Mary and the burial ground 
of the vicars."

The Jurors 
say that Ralph Bussh, esquire, held the Manor of Pytteney and 
Weme, co. Somerset, for his life, and after his decease to revert 
to John Chidyok and his heirs. 

The said Ralph died on Tuesday next after the Feast of S. 
Thomas the Martyr [4th July, 1441] last past, and Robert 
Westbury, son of Elizabeth, daughter of said Ralph, is his next 
heir, and of the age of 23 years. 

By another Inquisition annexed it appears that the said

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239. Ths Bbttiscokbb Skull : Pinnst Faiolt (II. 
XV. 211.) — Some thirty years ago I sent to Notes amd Queries (4th 
Series, x. 183, 509) the first account — so far as I know — that 
appeared in print of the superstition that is alleged to attach to 
the human skull, now preserved at the old manor-house — now 
used as a farmhouse — at Bettiscombe in West Dorset. 

After other and various accounts had appeared from time to 
time in print I reviewed (in i8qi) the whole subject at some con- 
siderable length in the pages of S. 6* Z). N. <5- Q. at the above 
reference. And now, twelve years later, I ask the Editors' per- 
mission to take up the subject once more, or at least one par- 
ticular phase of it — namely, the history of the skull itself. 

It will be observed from the above papers that considerable 
interest has always been attached to the person to whom the 
skull belonged. The generally accepted legend is that it had 
" belonged to a faithful black servant of an early possessor of 
the property — a Pinney — who, having resided abroad some years, 
brought home this memento of his humble follower.*' It is 
reported that a member of the above family, in recent years, has 
visited the house, but was unable to give any clue that might 
assist in clearing up the identity of the skull. 

In my paper in S. S^ D. N. S» Q.l had thrown some doubt 
as to the skull being of a negroid character at all ; but the other 
is the more generally received opinion, and it is upon that being 
the correct one that the interest of this present paper attaches. 

In my capacity of chief judicial officer of the Colony it is 
my duty to go on circuit from time to time to the principal Presi- 
dencies constituting the Leeward Islands, and last Februanr 
brought me to the island of Nevis. One day, on passing through 
a sugar plantation, I by chance inquired its name, and was in- 
formed that it was called *' Pinney* s,"^ and further inquiry 
elicited the fact that until about a century ago it had belonged to 
a family of that name. 

The story of the Bettiscombe skull at once flashed across 
my memory, and I thought how strange — and withal interesting — 
it would be if I had come across the actual home or source of 
the legend ! 

A day or two later I was pajring a visit to Fig Tree Church 
in the same island to inspect the marriage register of the great 
Nelson and his widow-bride, Mrs. Nisbet, when on entering the 
edifice (which had been restored a few decades ago) my attention 
was arrested by a handsome marble armorial slab inserted in the 
floor of the centre aisle, bearing a long Latin inscription in 
memory of John Pinney, only son and heir of Azariah Pinney. 
Both father and son were styled •* armiger." (West Indian 

^ Many estates in the West Indies are called after the names of their 
former owners. 
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Creoles are very fond of armorial bearings on their tombs !) The 
latter is stated to have been bom on 3rd May, 1686 ; to have 
served several high offices in the island, including that of ** capi- 
talis judkiarius " (Chief Justice ?)— all of which offices were, of 
coarse, abolished since, if not before, the federation of the 
Leeward Islands in 1871 ; — to have married in 1708 one Mary 
Helme ; and to have died on irth December, 1720, leaving him 
surviving *' duos puerulos, filiolam unam," which, genealogically 
speaking, means two sons and a daughter. 

The old-fashioned name of ** Azariah " Pinney at once 
struck me as familiar, and a reference to my Hutchins* Dorset, on 
my return to Antigua, told me that it was one of the family names 
borne by the present owners of Bettiscombe and Blackdown. 
The arms, too, engraved on the stone are the same as those men- 
tioned by Hutchins as belonging to the Dorset Pinneys, namely, 

thru crescents or^ from each a crcss-crosslet fitcMe 

argent. 

Here was indeed a find, and a great help towards the theory 
that I was beginning to form as to how a negro's skull — ^if 
negro it was— could have got to Bettiscombe ! 

Hutchins (3rd. ed : vol. ii. p. 276— s. v. " Bettescombe ") 
states as follows : 

"A farm here of about ;(i50 per annum was leased to the Pinneys. 
Azariah Pinney Esq : built a handsome house here, and on his death was 
succeeded by his cousin John Frederick Pinney £sa: M.P. for Bridport. 
He died 1762, without issue, and his estate descendect to his nephew John 
Pretor who assumed the name of Pinney and was Sheriff of this county, 1764." 

Further, a brass plate on the wall of Bettiscombe Church 
gives (amongst others) the name of •* Azariah Pynney of Nevis, 
Esq : •• (youngest son of John Pynney, of Bettiscombe, clerk, 
sometime Vicar of Broadwinsor) ''ob: 1719, aged 58, burigd in 
London." But how did Azariah Pinney come to be described as 
"of Nevis?" 

It is true that the result of the troubles which ensued be- 
tween King and Parliament, and later, when religious factions 
became so intolerant and bitter, was that many estates in these 
new Colonies were granted out to English settlers, and that many 
emigrants came out to commence life anew in what was then a 
new world. But there was still another way. Before the great 
negro expatriation from Africa began, so as to afford labour for 
the Atnencuij, aiiu fvc-ii iiiuiaJi pliiiilauuij^i, ^l- iiL-at yi uuuiLii'rri 
of canvicts being sent out from England lo cultivate those plan- 
tations — the victims of harsh laws and harsher Judges— the 
common respite from or alternative to execution. The Pyritan 
name of '^Aiariah/' ir; ' ' t .,. Df^paied one for the 

sequel, for no doubt cois v tiitbrtJ i ll# would be 

found in any con filet of cttit'! 

Accordingly one Is not . .; ,., .., of **A*4r- 

ias Pinney, af Axmiiuiei "* <«* ~^^^^^^^HM^BtaB<jns 
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who were convicted of high treason at Dorchester on loth Sept., 
1685, at the conclusion of the Monmouth rebellion, and who was 
sentenced by Judge 'Jeflfrejrs to be executed at Bridport with 
twelve others, '* the sheriff to see execution done according to 
his orders." 

It is interesting to note that amongst those who were sen- 
tenced as above, but as to whom neither place nor time of exe- 
cution had been ordered, " all which were carried back to be kept 
in safe Custody till further Orders are taken for their disposal," 
appears the name of ** John Pinney.'*' 

Whatever might have become of John Pinney, it would seem 
from the above extract that the fate of Azarias Pinney was sealed 
and the death sentence carried out. But from the following ex- 
tract furnished to me from a book entitled '* Under the Blue Flag 
or the Monmouth Rebellion " by Mary E. Palgrave : — 

'* 1688, James II. 

Azariah Pinney, to Mr. Jerome Nipho, who shipped him to 
Nevis to work on his plantation on board the ' Rose Pink.' 

A. Pinney was from Bettiscomb, nr. Lyme Regis " — 
it would seem that the death sentence had been commuted, it 
being no uncommon thing, I believe, for judges in those days — 
and Judge Jeffreys in particular — to make large sums of money 
by disposing of their convicts to persons who would send them 
to work on their plantations abroad. 

If this story from Miss Palgrave*s book be true it would account 
for one Azariah Pinney living in Nevis at the end of the seven- 
teenth century. But he must soon have emerged from the con- 
dition of a '* white slave " in Nevis to that of a landowner, — and 
to a landowner of some means, — to have, as Hutchins states, 
*' b^lt a handsome house *' at his old home. 

I am assuming, of course, that he was the same Azariah 
Pinney of whom Hutchins speaks. 

Hutchins states, as we have seen, that Azariah Pinney left 
his estate in Bettiscombe (he does not, of course, allude to the 
exodus to the West Indies, the story was apparently unknown to 
him) on his death to his cousin, John Frederick Pinney, M.P. 
for Bridport, who dying in 1762 left it again to his nephew, John 
Pretor, who assumed the name of Pinney and was sheriff of Dor- 
set in 1764. 

But the connection of this Azariah Pinney of Hutchins with 
Azariah Pinney of Nevis is very convincing to my mind. I am 
in possession of evidence obtained in Nevis that estates there 
became also the property of this John Frederick Pinney, which, 
on his death in 1762, passed to a John Pinney who came out to

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Nevis in 1764, the date Hutchins gives as that of his shrievalty of 
Dorset, and whose son, John Frederick, parted with the Nevis 
estates to Edward Hn^gins of Nevis in 18 10 or f 8 ri. 

In an old Plantaium Book, kindly lent to me whilst 1 was in 
Nevis by Miss Huggins, of Montravers, daughter of the above 
mentioned Edward Huggins, appears an inventory of slaves and 
other chattels taken from time to time belonging to the Finneys' 
Estates in the parish of St. Thomas, Lowlands, in the island of 
Nevis. It gives a list of those slaves bom since the death of John 
Frederick Pinney, Esq., who died Nov. 2nd, 1762, and who were 
living on 23rd June, 1783, consisting of about 40 boys and girls. 

At the same date (1783) occurs a list of negroes '' and other 
slaves " (!) purchased by John Pinney, and now livingf since his 
first arrival in Nevis, Dec. 23rd, 1764. 

Then follow the names of these new purchases, amongst 
which occur — if anything were necessary to show where John 
Pinney came from—" Bettiscombe," " Bridport '* and " Wey- 
mouth," as having been purchased in 1765-7, 

This John Pinnev could be, of course, no other than John 
Pretor,* who assumed the name of Pinney, as stated by Hutchins, 
on succeeding to the estates of his uncle, John Frederick Pinney, 
M.P. for Bridport in 1762. That he was living in 1 795 is evident 
from the fact that the PlantaHon Book records a list of slaves who, 
in that year, were conveyed by him to his son, John Frederick 
Pinney, whilst there also occurs a list of those reuined. This 
second John Frederick Pinney would seem, however^ to have 
presently parted with the Nevis estates, for I find in the same 
book " a list of slaves on the estate of the late John Pinney, Esq., 
purchased by and now belonging to Edward Hoggins, taken on 
the I St January, 181 1," the period at which, no doubt, the estates 
also passed into the hands of Mr. Huggins, whose sole surviving 
daughter already mentioned, still occupies the old and roomy 
house with its quaint old-fashioned garden, and where a little of 
the old mahogany furniture may still be fo'jnd, although the 
estate itself has passed, like so many others during the depression 
in the sugar-cane industry, into the hands of English West Indian 
merchants. 

But there are one or two points arising otit of the above 
mentioned facts that I should like cleared up. First, was the 
Azariah Pinney, mentioned by Hutchins, and who returned from 
Nevis evidently a prosperous man f and who, it is said, died in 
171^ and was "buried in London," the same person as the

tXhat Axariah Pinney was well established in business in Nevis may be 
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'* Asanas Pinney of Axminster," sentenced to be executed at 
Bridport by Judge Jeffreys in Sept., 1685 ? 

What authority had Miss Palgrave for the statement that 
Azariah Pinney (** from Bettiscomb ") was transported to Nevis 
in 1688, as the above extract from her book would infer ? 

I have shewn that the member of the Pinney family, resident 
in Dorset, who inherited the Bettiscombe estate of Azariah 
Pinney, is also found to be in possession of estates in Nevis. 
How did he come by them ? It is not a wild guess to say from 
Azariah also. 

How did Azariah become possessed of them and to be in 
Nevis ? 

Miss Palgrave gives the explanation. 

Is it a fact that after that clear sentence and place of execu- 
tion named he was respited and shipped to Nevis ? And if so, 
is it not very unusual for any person, sent out under such circum- 
stances, not only to obtain his freedom but to amass money or 
estates ? 

And again, if he had these estates, how came they, accord- 
ing to Hutchins, to be inherited by his cousin, John Frederick 
Pinney, when, according to the monument in Fig Tree Church, 
he had left an only son and heir, John, surviving him ? This 
son, too, is recorded to have been born on 3rd May, 1686, only 
some eight months after his father Azariah, if he was his father, 
had been sentenced to death, and whilst, according to Miss Pal- 
grave, he must have been lying in prison previous to his trans- 
portation to Nevis in 1688 I 

These doubts are so serious that one cannot help asking the 
question, can there have been two Azariah Pinneys — one, "of 
Axminster,'' sentenced by Jeffreys and executed at Bridport^ in 
1685, and the other, "from Bettiscomb," shipped to Nevis in 
1688. as stated by Miss Palgrave ? But the coincidences are 
almost too startling to credit this. 

The question as to whose skull it was, and who brought it to 
Bettiscombe, is now merged in the more interesting inquiry as to 
what became of the ** Azarias Pinney, of Axminster," who took 
part in the Monmouth Rebellion. 

Perhaps some present member of the family could give some 
information as to this, * although perhaps still " unable to give 
any clue in clearing up the identity of the skulL

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It will have been noticed that two members of the family 
were concerned in the Monmouth Rebellion, — Azariahand John. 
This circumstance, and the transportation to the West Indies, are 
confirmed by a letter that I have recently received from an 
elderly lady living in Dorset (who in her younger days had visited 
Bettiscombe House and was acquainted with the legend of the 
skull) to whom I had written, telling her the result of my visit to 
Nevis. She writes to me : " It confirms a lot of the old legend, 
and that the son who did return brought his own black servant 
and the skull of the servant of his dead brother. It used to be 
said that these brothers were sent to Jamaica for work instead of 
being butchered after the Monmouth Rebellion." How the ter- 
rible results of the great tragedy seem to linger in the memory of 
the people of the West ! But this is a variant of the legend of 
which I was not previously aware. 

If these two — Azariah and John — sentenced by Jeffreys were 
brothers, they could not have been the two brothers, Azariah and 
John, sons of the Rev. John Pynney, of Bettiscombe, as John, the 
elder one, is recorded to have died in 1679 (ob. 25) some half 
dozen years before Sedgemoor fight. 

Finally, who brought the skull to Bettiscombe — Azariah 
Pinney, when he came home from Nevis and rebuilt the old 
manor house (the restoration is, apparently, temp. Anne, or early 
Georgian), — or John Frederick, the second, when he disposed of 
the Nevis estates a century later ? If the latter, may not one's 
imagination lead one to believe that it may have been the skull 
of •• Bettiscombe " (the slave purchased by his father in 1765) 
who at that time, after many years of faithful service, was un- 
doubtedly dead, as his name no longer appears in the last list of 
slaves entered in the Plantation Book ? If this be so, one can un- 
derstand the history of the legend better and the motive that 
prompted the home-bringing of the now famous skull. The rest 
is easy for the simple country folk to weave, and is, at the best, a 
form of superstition by no means confined to West Dorset. 

I may be wrong in many of my surmises and deductions, 
but I do not think that it is often given to one, in trying to pene- 
trate the uncertainty and myth that surround the investigation of 
so many of our local superstitions and pieces of folk>lore, to come 
across, as I have, so many minor items of interest connected 
with an event that appeals so strongly to West of England folk 
as the Monmouth Rebellion.

Gray of East Acton, N., the well-known genealogical bookseller, 
&c., its present owner, I am able to give some account of the 
Sydenham pedigree mentioned by Hutchins Cfft'sL Dorset^ Vol. ii, 
p. 702) as having been drawn up by William Riley, Norr^, about 
1656, and *' formerly in the possession of Mr. Robert ^ngston 
of Dorchester.** 

The principal reason for assuming that the roll, now under 
consideration, and that mentioned by Hutchins are the same, is 
the fact that internal evidence shows it to have been drawn up in 
1656, by the statement of the ages of the three sons being given 
as William 16, Thomas 2, and John i year, all in 1656, while the 
marriages of John and of the two daughters are added roughly 
in a later hand. 

This roll is sixteen feet long, by 3 feet, iq\ inches across, 
and has 83 coloured shields of arms, the most part having impaled 
coats of marriages, two or three of which are not quite correct. 
It also gives the direct descent of Grace Trenchard, wife of 
William Sydenham of Winford Eagle, then the head of the familv ; 
and in this part it is specially interesting to note that the 
arms of Mohun of Wolveton, whose heiress married Trenchard, 
are given properly differenced from the main line of the family, 
the coat being, Erm, from a maunche gu. a hand ppr. grasping a 
fleur-de-lis or. The elder line Mohun of Dunster bore, Gu.from 
a maunche erm, a hand ppr. grasping a fleur-de-lis or. This is par- 
ticularly to be noted, because although this coat is engraved in 
Hutchins* Dorsel (Vol. iii, plate between pp. 552 & 553) and des- 
cribed as that of Mohun in the account of the heraldry at 
Wolveton (p. 547), yet it is not to be found either in Burke's 
Armory or in Pap worth's Ordinary of Arms. 

Beside the actual pedigree there are abstracts of charters, 
&c., of the reigns of Edw. Ill, and Ric. II, Hen. IV, Hen. VI, 
Patent 6 Hen. VI, Inq. post mortem, 44 Edw. Ill, and a deed 
Edw. IV. 

The pedigree gives several lines of descent, and so little of 
it has appeared in Hutchins* Dorset or in the Heraldic Visilaiions 
of Somerset edited by the Rev. F. W. Weaver, or in the one pub- 
lished by the Harleian Society, that it may be acceptable to give 
it in full, reducing it from tabular to narrative form.

241. Gaol and Hospital Monbt. (VII. Iv. 184; Ivi. 
207). — A few years ago some enquiries were made in S, <5* D, 
N. &» Q, about the entries in Churchwardens' old account books 
of '* Hospital and Bridge money.*' In some cases the payments 
were for Bridge and Hospital, in others for the Hospital and 
Bridge separately. I have been favoured lately with an exami- 
nation of the account book of the Churchwardens of Crewkeme 
from 1625 to 1694. These accounts are in some cases beautifully 
written and are very comprehensive, and include payments for 
foxes, polecats and sparrows* heads, and repairs of the bells and 
the Church generally. The first entry for the *• Hospitall " ^ 
occurs in 1625, thus — '* Imprimis payd to the Hospitall of 
maymed soldiers for the whole year xliiii s." These payments 
afterwards are mostly made quarterly, and average about 50s. 3d. 
for many years, and at others to £\ 6s. lod. the quarter. One 
entry runs — ** The Hospitall and Maymed Souldiers Money — 
Easter Sessions." So it appears that these collections were made 
by the authority of the Court of Quarter Sessions, and collected 
by the Constable for t e Hundred. Presumably from the fre- 
quent use of the words *' maymed souldiers," such men were 
numerous between the dates of this book. I have reason to think 
the levies for the Hospital were made on the Hundred, as the 
proportions are carefully kept in all the parishes of a given 
Hundred. In 1670, a special rate, called the Hospital Rate, was 
made for this year in a separate column from the Church Rate, 
and this was continued yearly to the end of the book. In the 
year named the ratte for the Hospital amounted to £s 14s. 5}d. 
and the Church Rate to ;^32 is. 3d. It appears that there were 
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certain hospitals in the coanty which were entirely supported by 
the county authority, although it is not stated that any one of 
them was built by the county. There is nothing in these accounts 
of any contributions of " Bridge money/' although it is strange if 
Crewkerne did not contribute to the Bridges as well as the 
parishes in the Hundred of Houndstone, Berwick and Coker. 
How long before 1625 this money was collected I cannot say, 
but it continued from that date till 1736.

in North Devon ; to the leaves of the purple crocus, Colchicum 
amtumnale in North Yorkshire ; and to the Arum maculatum in 
Cumberland In Baret's Alvearie (1580) the name is confined to 
the latter.

247. Carew Collections for History op County op 
SoiCERSET. — Amongst other MSS. and printed books from the 
library of Crowcombe Court, sold on the 6th of May last at 
Messrs. Sotheby, Wilkinson & Co.'s Auction Rooms in London, 
were 8 folio volumes described thus in their catalogue. 

'* 304. SOMERSET. Carew's Collections for a History 
of the County of Somerset in 8 vol, SiEC. XVH. *^* A 
VERY IMPORTANT ORIGINAL UNPUBLISHED MANU- 
SCRIPT." 

It was bought for £2<i — presumably on commission — by 
Henry Gray, bookseller, of Goldsmiths* Estate, East Acton, near 
London ; but I have been unable to ascertain where it now is.

RoGBRS, OF Brianston, Dorset, and Barwick, 
Somerset. Concluded, (VIII. Ixiii. 233.) — 

y. Sir John Rogers^ of Brianston, was aged thirtj eight at 
his father's death. He was Sheriff of Dorset, 6 Edward VI., 
1553, M.P. for the County 2 & 3 Philip and Mary, 1554-5* and i 
Elizabeth, 1558. The date of his Knighthood does not appear. 

He married Katherine, daughter ot Sir Richard W$ston^ Knt.^ 
Lord Treasurer, who was Knighted at Windsor, 3 Jany., 15 18. 
Arms of Weston. — i & 4, Ermine^ on a chief ature^ five bezants, — 
2 and 3, Argent^ thru camels sable (Caioibl) Crest, A Saracen's 
head proper. 

He died 22 July, 1565, according to the monumental inscrip- 
tion, at Becket, Berks, the residence of his grand-daughter, and 
was buried at Blandford 16 August, 1565. Administration was 
granted 8 March, 1565-6, to John Chetteli, Esq., William Frye, 
and William Mighel, creditors. 

From the same source we learn he had twenty children, six- 
teen sons and four daughters. Of his sons appear, i . Richard^ 
his heir, — 2. Thomas, of Benham, Berks, whose daughter, 
Elizabeth, married Sir William Essex, — 3. Francis, ob : 1605,-— 
4. George, ob : 1617, — 5. Matthew, whose widow Elizabeth, 
ob: 16 1 7, — all three buried at Blandford, — and four others are 
mentioned, — Nicholas, probably in holy orders, and presented 
to Brianston by his father in 1564, — William,Henry,2Lnd Strange- 
ways, The names of his daughters are not recorded, but probably 
one was Frances, who married John WiUoughby of Silton, Dorset. 

In accordance with the usual practice of influential families 
in mediaeval times, interesting themselves in some nearly situate 
religious foundation (as the Staffords and Strangeways, at Abbots- 
bury) the Rogers family had under their patronage the Dominican 
Priory, (Dlack-Friars or Friars-Preachers) at Weymouth, dedicated 
to SS. Winifred or Dominic. This was described by Leland, 
*' as a fair house of freres in the est part of the towne, and the 
cheif house of Rogers in Dorsetshire was founder and patron of 
it." 

It was suppressed 35 Henry VIII., 1544, and, as was also 
usual, as to its site and appurtenances, granted to the then 
representative of its former patrons, 5f> John Rogers, to be held 
of the King in chief. 

In 1557 Henry Rogers, his son, and Alianar, his wife, acquired 
of Sir Richard Rogers, hnt., his elder brother, and Andrew Rogers, 
the son of Richard, the site and messuages of the Priory which 
they subsequently alienated. 

The tomb of Sir John Rogers, as noted by Symonds in his 
Diary, 1644, in Blandford old church, he thus describes : — 

" Betwe«oe the pillars of the south yle of the chancel stands a playne altar 
tombe of marble ; on the top U the picture of a man in armor of our modeme 
fiuhion, and a woman ; picture of lizteen sons and four dau^ters : —

Here lyeth buried Sir John Rogers ofBraynston, Knight, Steward of this towne 
of BUtndford, who married Katrine, the daughter of Sir Richard Weston, Knight, 
and had by her sixteen sonsi and four daughters, which Sir John Rogers died the 
22nd day of July at Behet in Berkshire, at the howse of my lady Essex, and from 
thence brought to this towne of Bland ford, and buried under this Tomb, 16 of Aug, 
1565. 

Both sides aie hidden with seates.*' 

The Cammels held the manor of West Parley, Dorset, to 
whom Weston succeeded. 

Barwick Church is singularly rich in carved bench-ends and 
seats, of late Perpendicular or renaissance character. Two of 
these are of especial interest connected with the descent of 
Rogers. On one is represented a shield having, dexter, Rogers, 
dLti^fretiyy a chiefs quarterly, impaling Courtenay andDe Redvers, 
quarterly, (or John Roi(ers of Brianston, who married Elixabeth 
Courtenay, that died in 1 5 1 8. On the other, the same dexter bear- 
ings, impaling Weston and Cammel quarterly, for Sir John Rogers^ 
son of the above John^ who married Katherine Weston, In this 
shield the carver has put the two coats quarterly in chief, and the 
ermine spots of Weston in base. These shields are slung by 
guiges from trees, springing from the ground represented below, 
and above they radiate into five branches^ in one with leaves and 
blossoms^ and in the other leaves and berries. This, as before 
observed, is given by Metcalfe (Cotton MSS. Claudius, C. iii., 
fol. 1-60, by Robert Glover) as the crest of Sir Henry Rogers in 
1501, but doubtful (this form of suspending shields by guiges 
from trees was a favourite method of decoration at this era ;) as 
another is given for S»> /?krAari Rogers in 1576, A fieur-de-lys^ 
per pale or and argent^ a much more likely device. In a shield, on 
another bench-end, is shewn the exact date of their erection, — 
** W. H.— 1533." these are for William Hoper, the patron, who, 
in 152 r, presented John Gryme to the living. 

These bench-ends appear to be the only local mementos 
remaining of the aniient and influential family of Rogers of 
Brianston. 

VI. 5i> Richard Rogers^ of Brianston, aged thirty eight mi 
his falher^s death. He was Knighted at Westminster, 15 March, 
1576, — M.P. for Dorsetshire 14 Elizabeth, 1571. — Sheriff for the 
county 15-19-4.4., Elizabeth, 1571*1602, 

He married first Cidlia^ daughter of Sir Andrew Luftnll &t 
East Quantoxhed, (ob. 1538) by Margaret, daughter of Sir Thomm 
Wyndham, (ob. 1580,) There were six children, three sons and 
three daughters^ alke at her death in 1566, 

or the sons,— J. Andrew^ — 2. John, who succeeded hifa, 
— J. Richard, of Bland ford -Fo ram » who married Eluabtih — — 
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Of the daughters, — i. Honora^ made a distinguished match. 
She married Edward Seymour^ Lord Beauchamp, ** without the 
consent of the Earl, his father, which exposed him to a great deal 
of trouble." He was the grandson of the Protector Duke of 
Somerset, by Anne Stanhope, his second wife ; his father being 
Edward Seymour, Earl of Hertford, and his mother the unfor- 
tunate Lady Kathenne Grey, so long and so cruelly imprisoned 
in the Tower, and where she ended her life, this son Edward being 
born there during her captivity. He — the Earl — died 1621, and 
was buried in Salisbury Cathedral, where there is a very large 
monument, to his memory. 

By her husband, Lord Beauchamp, who died before his 
father, she had three sons and three daughters ; of these William, 
her second son, was restored to the title of Duke of Somerset, 25 
April, and died 24 Oct., 1660, and was buried at Great Bedwin, 
Wilts. Her brother Andrew Rogers^ married, as his second wife, 
Mary Seymour^ sister to her husband's father, to be further referred 
to. 2. Elizabeth^ who married John Robinson of London, — 3. 
apparently Joan^ who married first Roger Coker^ and secondly 
Edward Twyne, of Edmondsham, near Cranborne. 

Sir Richard Rogers appears to have married secondly, Mary^ 
daughter and heiress of Str Owen West, son of Thomas West, 
eighth Lord De la Warr, by Eleanor, daughter of Sir Roger 
Copley of Gatton, Surrey, and widow of Sir Adrian Poynings of 
East Lullworth. Her eldest daughter, Elizabeth Poynings, by 
her first husband, married Andrew Rogers, eldest son of her second 
husband as his first wife. 

Sir Richard was buried at Blandford in 1604, his first wife at 
Brianston in 1566. Hutchins notes, — 

*• On the south wall of the nave on a brass plate, is the portraiture of a 
woman kneeling at a desk, behind her three sons and three daughters in the 
same posture. On their right hand the coat of Rogers, and under that Rogers 
impahng. A bend between six martlets, (Lutterrl) impaling quarterly, 1 k ^, A 
chevron between three lions heads eraxed, (Wtndhah ) ; 2 & 3 quarterly, 1 & ^, A 
bend, 2 & 2, A saltire engrailed with a crescent ; below this the^ coat of Rogers 
impaling Lutterell. 

Under all, this inscription in old English characters ; —

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It is well Hutchins has preserved a record of the foregoing 
monument, brasses, and inscriptions. A recent inspection of the 
old church of St. Martin at Brianston (still standing) revealed the 
fact that every trace of them had disappeared. 

VII. Andrew Rogers of Brianston, eldest son ; he was M.P. 
for Wareham, 1584-5, and for Dorset, 28 & 31, Elizabeth, 1586-9. 

He married first, Elizabeth^ eldest daughter and coheir of Sir 
Adrian Poynings, knt.^ Governor of Portsmouth, ob : 1571, by his 
wife Mary^ daughter of Sir Owen West^ who afterward married 
his father Sir Richard. Sir Adrian was younger brother of 
Thomas, Lord Poynings, ob. i545> who left him a large portion 
of his lands, at East Lullworth, but Sir Adrian being '* an alien 
bom *' could not inherit, the Crown interposed, and considerable 
dispute arose over their possession. 

Elizabeth Poynings^ his wife, died 26 Sep., 1574, apparently 
quite young, and s. p. Her younger sisters and heirs, Mary and 
Anne, being aged fifteen and fourteen respectively at the period 
of her decease; but in 1578, Andrew Rogers had livery of the 
lands in right of his deceased wife. 

Secondly, he married Mary^ fourth daughter of Edward 
Seymour, Duke of Somerset^ Lord Protector, (beheaded 22 Jan., 
1551-2) by his second wife Anne, daughter of Sir Edward Stan- 
hopCf of Rampton, Co : Notts., and she married, secondly. Sir 
Henry Pevto, Knt. 

The date of his death does not appear ; he died s. p., and 
was succeeded by his brother John. 

VIII. Sir John Rogers, Knt., — of Brianston ; he appears to 
have been associated with his brother Andrew in the Parliament- 
ary representation of Wareham in 1504-5, was of the Inner 
Temple, and Knighted in 1603. 

He married first, Joan, daughter of Sir John Browne, Knt., 
of Frampton, (ob ; 1627) by his wife Jane, daughter of Sir Henry 
Portman of Orchard (ob: 1634). By her he had one son, 
Edward, his heir. 

Secondly, he married at Brianston in 1609, — Margaret, 
daughter of Sir Arthur Hopton, K.B., of Witham, Somerset, by 
Rachel, daughter of Edmund Hall of Gratford, Co : Lincoln, and 
• son of Sir Owen Hopton, Lieutenant of the Tower, by his wife 
Anne, daughter of Sir Edward Echyngham. By her he had 
Richard, and John (ob : 16 10.) 

Joan, his first wife, was buried at Brianston in 1605, and he 
was buried at Bland ford in 16 j 3, 

IX. Edward Rpgers, of Brianston, bom 1605, eldest son and 
heir. He married Howafda^ daughter o( Str John Stfangtmays of 
Melbury, (ob. 1666) by his wife Graee, daughter of Sir Gtmge 
Tremhard { ob : j 6 5 1 ) , ' 

He died in i63|, aged zi, s* p. and was buried at Blandford.

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His wife married secondly, at Abbotsbury in 1624, Sir Lewis 
Dives, of Bromham, co. Bedford, b^ whom she had Beatrix, bom 
1625, LewiSf bom 1633, and Francts^ born 1632, who married his 
cousin Graces daughter of Giles Strangeways, ob. 1682. 

X. Richard Rogers of Brianston, second son, and heir to his 
half-brother. He paid ten pounds as a composition for not 
taking the order of Knighthood in 1630, at the coronation of 
Charles I. He was Sheriff of Dorset in 1637, and M.P. for the 
county, 1640 and 1641, ** when he was excluded and Sir George 
Trenchard chosen in his room," his elder brother's wife's father. 

He married Anne, daughter of S»> Thomas Chuke, of Pirgo, 
Knt., and by her had three daughters, i. Frances, who died in 
1643, and was buried at Blandford, **in the Brianston aisle," — 
2. Eiiiobethf and 3. Rogersa, He gave two hundred and fifty 
pounds to the Bailiff and Burgesses of Blandford *' as a stocke for 
ever," for the use of the poor there. He died in 1643, s* P* i^*> 
and was buried at Blandford. 

His wife married secondly, as his second wife, Robert, fifth 
Lord Rich, and third Earl of Warwick, who died 29 May, 1659, 
and was buried at Felstead, Essex. By him she had three daugh- 
ters, — Anne, married to Sir John Barrington, of Burrough Hall, 
Essex, ^Mary, to Sir Henry St. John, Bart., — Essex, to Daniel 
Finch, sixth Earl of Winchelsea and Nottingham. The date of 
her death does not appear. Arms of Rich, — Gules^ a chevron be- 
tween thru crosses hottoni or. 

On 2 March, 1647, administration of Andrew Rogers of 
Brianston, widower, was granted to Lady Anne, wife of Robert, 
Lord Rich, mother of Elizabeth and Rogersa Rogers, next of kin, 
during their minority. 

By Lord Clarendon Mr. Rogers is represented 

'* As a gentleman of rare temper, and excellent understanding, passionately 
inclined to advance the King's service, and having a wonderful influence in the 
County, for which be served as one of the Knights in Parliament, so that his 
death was an unspeakable loss to the King:" 

XL Elizabeth Rogers, of Brianston, eldest daughter and co- 
heir. She married first Charles Cavendish, Viscount Mansfield, 
eldest son of William Cavendish, K.G., first Duke of Newcastle of 
that creation, by his wife Elizabeth, daughter and heiress of 
William Bassett, of Blore, Co. Stafford. He died in the lifetime 
of his father, s. p. 

Secondly, she married Charles Stuart, sixth Duke of Lenox, 
a&d third of Richiho^.T*, .li hi^ first wift; ; she died befou nluj, 
Mm p. — ^and he m^irried twice afterward, and died temp. Charles II, 
at £ kin ore in Denmark^ where he was at the time Ambassador, 

XIL R^girm Rpgers, nf Briaitnon, second daughter and co- 
heir, :=he martied ua his first wife Sir Henry Bcl^syse, KB** eldest 
iom of lohB Bgtiuir>e ftecond son of Thomas, firit Viscount 
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Fauconberg,) by his wife Jane, daughter and sole heiress of Sir 
Robert Boteler, of Woodhall, Co. Hertford. She died before him 
s. p. He died in 1658 ; and was buried in St. Giles's in the 
Fields, London. 

This appears to have ended the descent.

255. Monmouth Rebels. (VHI. Ixi. 193.) — In " The 
Original Lists 0/ Emigrants" by J. C. Hotten, 1874, are some 
lists of rebels ordered to be transported to the West Indies, after 
Monmouth's Rising in 16S5, and they form a very interesting 
continuation of the list already printed in this magazine, vol. viii., 
p. 227. 

Very few of the rebels seem to have suffered the death 
penalty. They were mostly young and able-bodied men of the 
agricultural class, and the King's clemency was extended to them, 
on condition that they were transported to the Plantations to 
serve for 10 years. 

The Island of Barbados, at that period the wealthiest and 
most important British West Indian Colony, seems to have 
secured most of them. 

These white servants were not necessarily sold to the highest 
bidder, but were allotted to such estates as were deficient, and 
there were special colonial laws passed for their proper treatment. 

They had to serve in the militia, and were generally occupied 
in various responsible posts connected with the cultivation of the 
sugar plantations. 

Such of them who were educated and had friends no doubt 
did not serve their full time, and as soon as they were free, 
obtained grants of land, and became merchants and planters. 

Hotten's lists give the name of each rebel, and the following 
abstracts will be a guide to the information they contain : — 

1685. Sept. 26. List of 100 Prisoners on Mr. Jerom Nepho^s 
account, to be sent to Barbados, viz. : — 60 in Dorchester 
gaol, 7 in Exeter gaol, 33 at Wells. 

1685-6. Jan. 8. List of Mr. Nepho's 80 Prisoners, put on board 
The Betty of London, at Weymouth, and landed at Barbadoes, 
of whom 8 died at sea. 

1685-6. Feb. I. List of Mr. Nepho's 72 rebels, with the names 
of their masters at Barbados. 

1685. Oct. 12. Receipt for 100 Prisoners to be transported 
from Taunton to Barbadoes by John Rose of London, mer- 
chant. 

1685. Dec. 9. Mr. Rose's Invoice of 68 men servants (ages and 
trades given and partly a repetition of preceding) to be 
shipped on y« Jamaica Merchant to Barbados or Jamaica. 
There were also 35 on the same vessel for account of 
Sir Chr. Musgrave, to Capt. Symon Musgrave in Jamaica. 
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1685-6. March 12. The sale of 67 Rebells (one had died at sea) 
from the Jamaica Merchant, from Weymouth, delivered at 
Barbados, to the account of Messrs. John Palmer & Co., 
with the names of the masters. 

1685. Sept. 25. Sir Will. Booth's receipt for 100 Prisoners 
in Dorchester gaol on account of James Kendall, Esq., to be 
sent to Barbados or other H.M. plantations. 

1685. Sept. 25. Sir Will. Booth's Receipt for 100 Prisoners 
viz: — 51 from the Bridewell at Taunton, 33 Bridgwater 
prisoners that came fiom Taunton, and 16 that came 
from Exeter to Taunton, to be transported to Barbados 
(mostly a repetition of preceding). 

1685. Oct. 24. Sir Will. Booth's list of 90 Prisoners (names of 
their towns and villages given) put on board the John 
F^gg^^ at Bristoll, and of whom 13 died at sea. 

1685. Dec. List of 90 Rebells by the Happy Retume of Pool put 
on board at Weymouth and landed at Barbados on account 
of Sir Will. Booth and Capt. James Kendall, with the names 
of their Masters. 

1685-6. Jan. 29. A further list of 77 Rebells by the John 
^^gg^^ of Bristoll, with the names of their Masters at Bar- 
bados. These are the survivors of the list of 24 Oct., 1685. 
From the above lists it seems that Mr. Rose, Mr. Nepho 
and Sir Will. Booth each had a grant of 100 convicted rebels 
and that of the total of 300, 217 landed at Barbados.

256. PiNNEY Family of Dorsetshire and Nevis. (VHI. 
Ixiii., 239). — It appears from the Dorset Standing Committee by 
Canon Mayo, p. 514, that a John Pinny, clerk, was empowered to 
become Vicar of Broadwinsor in 1649. Calamy {Nonconformists' 
Memorial \o\, ii, p. 119) states that Pinney was not ejected until 
1662, that he was fined, excommunicated and twice imprisoned, 
retired to Dublin for 10 years, but returned and settled among his 
old parishioners in James's reign, and that he had a son also a 
nonconformist minister. 

The present Vicar of Broadwinsor has kindly sent me the 
following extracts from the parish registers relating to Mr. Pinney's 
children, and it will be noticed that Azariah of Nevis, born about 
1 66 1, does not appear in them. 

John bapt. 29 May, 1654. 

Caleb bapt. 27 July, 1656. bur. 3 Aug., 1656. 

Hester bapt. 26 July, 1657. 
Nathaniel bapt. 2 Jan., 1658. 
? Jane . bapt. Sept. 1661. 

Hanna bapt. 30 July, 1664. bur. 19 Nov., 1664. 
A John Pinney or Penny was on 25 Sept., 1685, a convicted 
prisoner, attainted of High Treason, lying in Dorchester gaol 
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awaiting transportation (Hotten's Lists). He was put on board 
The Happy Retume at Weymouth and had arrived at Barbados 
and been sold to a Capt. Geo. Terwight before 8 Jan., 1685-6. 

An Azarias Pinney had also been in Dorchester gaol, but in 
the list of Mr. Nepho's prisoners dated 26 Sept., 1685, there is a 
note *' Azarias Pinney sent away to BristoU." 

Geo. Penne, who apparently took over Mr. Nepho's grant, 
wrote on 21 Oct., 1685, '* Azarias Pinney who was sent in Custody 
to BristoU to be transported who it will be made appeare upon 
y« Return of my Express sent for that purpose hath been shipd 
for some one of his Ma^«« Plantacions according to his Ma**« 
order." 

A writer of an article about the Penn family in the Gtntlemeiis 
Magazine (1851. Ap., p. 395) says that this Geo. Penne was first 
mentioned by Mr. Roberts in his Life of Monmouth as having 
been concerned in effecting the release of Azariah Pinney, one of 
the Monmouth convicts, as stated in our Magazine for July last, 
p. 8. By the kindness of Mr. Roberts and the present possessor 
of the Pinney accounts, we are enabled to print this piece of 
evidence, which has hitherto only been referred to. It is an entry 
in an account which runs as follows : — 

Bristol!. Sep. 1685. 

** Mr. John Pinney is debitor to money p<^ Geo. Penne, Esq. 
for the ransome of my Bro^ Aza. August 1685 65;^." 

This John Pinney can hardly be identical with the John 
Pinney or Penny in Dorchester gaol on 25th Sept., 1685. 

Azariah Pinney having obtained his freedom was no doubt 
thankful to save his neck, and went out to Nevis to make a new 
start in life. He must have done well, for his name appears in a 
list of H.M. Council for the Island of Nevis, temp. Gov^- Parke, 
1709-1 7 10. (Oldmixon) I have seen at the P.R.O. a deposition 
dated 19th Sept. 1717 of John Pinney, Esq.. Member of H.M. 
Council of Nevis, then aged 31, (B. T. Leeward Islands, vol. 15) 
also a licence of absence dated 18 May, 17 19, for Azariah Pinney, 
Esq., Member of H.M. Council at S' Christopher. Azariah and 
his son John apparently returned to England soon after each 
other and both died in London, the former in 1720 and the 
latter in 1721. I give extracts of wills and admmistrations.

According to Musgrave's OhUuafy the death of Azariah

— The first issue of 
the Ahdical Register appeared in the year 1779, and is entitled 
" The Medical Register For the year 1779. London. Printed for J. 
Murray No. 32 Fleet-Street, MDCCLXXIX." At pages 78 and 
79 is given a list of the Practitioners of the healing art then re- 
siding in Dorset, which our readers may find useful for reference. 
The only points which call for remark are — that Dorset at that 
time is noted as having no County Infirmary, and that only four 
Physicians (two at Dorchester, one at Blandford and one at 
Sherborne) were resident in the county. We are indebted to 
Mr. Herbert Druitt for obtaining the list from a copy of the 
Medical Register in the British Museum.

259. Thb Great Bell at Downside Abbey, Somerset. 
On Monday, June isth, the Abbot of Downside, Hugh Edmund 
Ford, blessed the great bell for the Abbey Church tower. The 
bell is a memorial of Roger Bede Vaughan, Archbishop of 
Sydney, N.S.W. 

Roger Bede Vaughan was born at Courtfield, Mon., on 
January 9th, 1834, came to Downside in 185 1, and was professed 
on Oct. 5th, 1854. He was in Italy from 1855 to 1859, in the 
April of which year he was ordained priest in the Lateran basilica. 
For two years he had the care of the mission at Downside, and 
then went to St. Michael's, near Hereford, to teach philosophy. 
From July, 1862, to February, 1873, he was Prior of that house, 
and was consecrated Bishop on March 19th, 1873, as coadjutor 
to Archbishop Folding, of Sydney. He succeeded to the Arch- 
bishopric in March, 1877. On August ibth, 1883, he landed in 
Liverpool on his way to Rome, and died in the night of the 17th, 
at Ince-Blundell. A brief account of his life and work appeared 
in the Downside Review of January, 1884. 

Soon after the Archbishop's death, Mr. John Sweetman, of 
KellSy CO. Meath, sent ^100 to Downside towards a memorial to 
his former master in the Abbey church. One cause and another 
have delayed this project until the present year, when a bell 
weighing 5^ tons, called Great Bede, was blessed for the Abbey 
church tower. 

On one side of the headstock of the bell is the inscription : 
— ** Ego sum Rogerius Beda Vaughan, Archiepiscopus Sydnien- 
sis, 1877-1883 : " on the other the acrostic : — ** Voco Alumnos 
Ut Gratias Hodie Agant Numini " — (I call all living here to 
render thanks this day to God) : the initial letters of the words 

gving the name Vaughan. On the bell itself is cast ; — ** Soli 
eo gloria Pax hominibus. A.D. MDCCCC." (the date of the 
casting), and engraved are the words : — " Hugone Edmundo 
Ford Abbate, 1903.'* 
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The bell soands G Boardon. Under favourable atmospheric 
conditions the sound will be heard to a distance of eight or nine 
miles or even more, yet the effect close by will be in no way dis- 
tressing. In size, Great Bede ranks, it is said, as the ninth of 
the big bells of England ; in quality it is said to compete with 
the tenor of Beverley for the first place. Both bells were cast by 
Taylor of Loughborough.

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260. Henrt Fisldino. — ^The following paragraph taken 
from a copy of the Illustrated Lendon News for 1856, will be of 
interest to our readers. 

When at Lisbon a few months ago, I made a pilgrimage to 
the tomb of our famous fellow-countryman, Henry Fielding. It 
stands, shaded by tall laurels and cypresses, in the cemetery be- 
longing to the British residents, the situation of which is on a 
height in the immediate neighbourhood of the church and gar- 
dens of the Estrella. As I have never seen in print the whole of 
the inscriptions which are engraved on opposite sides of the 
sarcophagus, I now send you copies of them made by me from 
the tomb itself.

Roberts in his History of Lyme Regis relates the following ; 

<• Solomon Andrew was a merchant there in 1655. They were a family of 
great respectability, and acquired a large fortune. Solomon Andrew, Esq.. a 
gentleman of extensive property, had two children, a son and a daughter, the 
former died in 171 2. At tne father's death, Sarah Andrew, a rich heiress, was 
left under the guardianship of Ambrose Rhodes, and Andrew Tucker, Esors., 
and resided at Lyme with the latter gentleman, her uncle, till Henry Fieldmg, 
whose distingmshed works have placed him so high on the list of eminent 
writers, from his visits to Lyme, became most violently enamoured of her. The 
connexion met the decided disapprobation of her guardians, and the young lady 
was sent off to Mr. Rhodes's at Modbury. in Devon, to whose son then an 
Oxonian, she was very soon afterward married. Fielding h said to have 
written his '* Tom Jones " after this disappointment, in wlSch his inimitable 
Sophia Western was supposed to pourtray the excellencies of Kfiss Andrew. 
In Heavitree Church is a tablet to the memory of Ambrose Rhodes who died 
1777, and his wife Sarah, 1783, aged 73." 

It has been said *' It is not easy to understand the grounds 
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on which Tom Jones has been defended against the charge 
of immorality ; but in point both of genius and of skill in art, it 
is the best novel ever written.*' Fielding appears to have had a 
very chequered career, and at last invaded by disease was 
ordered to a southern climate, and died at Lisbon in October, 
1754, in the forty-eighth year of his age. A translation of the 
epitaph would be appreciated. W. H. H. R.

The Francis Carlile, mentioned in this will as a servant, may 
be identical with one of the same names who became a wealthy 
merchant and Member of Council at the adjoining Island of 
Antigua, and from whom was descended Lord Lavington, who, on 
inheriting the plantation of Carlile's, quartered the arms. The 
Carliles had lands near Bridgwater and Taunton. 

The Capt. Francis Kaynell was probably a son of Colonel 
Christopher K., made Governor of Antigua in 1653 ^y Cromwell. 
Their family had lands at Bellchalwell and Haslebury Bryan in 
Dorset. Frances, 2** dau. of Edmund Keynell of the latter place, 
married Col. Randolph Russell of Nevis. After the collapse of 
the Royalist cause many gentry of broken fortunes settled in the 
West Indies, and West Country names are common in the local 
records there.

262. Croscombb Church. — A good account of this very 
interesting church (of the interior of which we give an illustra- 
tion), from the pen of Bishop Hobhouse, will be found in S. A. S. 
Proceedings, xxxiv, p. 68. From this account we extract the fol- 
lowing particulars : — 

The date of the waggon roof is from 1420-40. It bears the 
arms of the Palton family, who were lords of the manor, the last 
dying in 1449. From 1506-1515, the churchwardens' accounts 
record two large additions to the church : 

(i) The treasure house and vestry at the south-west end. 

(2) The transeptal chapel of St. George at the north-east end. 

But the most striking features in our illustration are the screen 
and the pulpit: each bears its own date, 161 6. 

The Fortescues inherited the Palton estate in Croscombe, 
and held it till 1745. Hugh Fortescue, whose marriage with 
Mary Rolle is indicated on the escutcheon on the south half of 
the screen, and who died in 1661, was the donor of it, while 
the pulpit was the gift of Bishop Lake, who ruled the dio- 
cese of Bath and Wells from 1616-26, and whose arms appear 
upon it.

In my paper I alluded to another version of the lines I had 
given, beginning ** Sing all over** as appearing in the S. 6f D, 
N, 6- Q, (L V. 213), the allusions in which were evidently 
intended to describe events in the life of our Lord, and varied 
considerably from those I had given as sung by Dorset children 
in their games. 

Mr. Lang in his article attributed the version he was con- 
sidering to a nautical and Cornish origin, containing a rude 
memoria technica of Catholic doctrine, or even something older 
than that, —a reverberation from Celtic legends. 

Dr. Jessop differs from this conclusion, and whilst giving a 
version of the chant (as he calls it) as sung in Norfolk at harvest- 
homes, considered that it represented some ancient summary of 
things to be believed and received by the lay folk, and for their 
use drawn up in the vernacular, perhaps ages ago. He thought 
that in all probability it was only a fragment of a longer and more 
elaborate song or chant, which from time and other corrupdons 
would be liable to shrink into smaller and smaller dimeniions, 
till at last it got down to that abridged form, when a mere band 
of twelve singers, each having a traditional right to sing hi* 
allotted part, could be found ready and proud to contribute their 
portions of the old traditional liturgy. 
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Dr, Jessop further alluded to a paper by Mr. Everard Green, 
read before the Society of Antiquaries in 1 885 on the words '* O 
Sapiiniia " in the calendar, and referred the origin or source of 
these chants to the *' Great O's of Advent/' and to the collection 
of Aniiphons which were in general use in the earlier centuries of 
the Christian Church.
